The feubjecit Af sterility is one of much iroportaQoej easuA is oftentimes 
the source of nnbappinefs to the femaie» It is proper^ therefore, that we 
should examine the causes of this eondition« and ascertiijn, if po9sible« 
the best means .o< removing them. Be|>o»du^iion in a physiological sense 
is replete with questions of inte^est^ aod the study of its various pheno- 
mena presents a chapter, whicijh not only invites, but is worthy of pro- 
found contemplatJQtn. It is, indeed, a sort bf mystery, which science has 
partially but not completely penetrated. The iiret act in the reproiluctf 
ive scheme is intercourse between the sexes, and this results in what is 
teriiied fecundation. This latter act consists in the imparting of life, or 
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vitalizing the germ furnished by the female. In order that you may 
clearly understand tlie act of fecundation, you must recall to>your recol- 
lection, what Instated to you on this subject in my lectures on reproduo. 
tion. You were then told that the generation of the human being is the 
joint product of the male and female, and to each of these are assigned 
special duties for the accomplishment of this greatest of Nature's works. 
At each menstrual crisis the ovaries become the centre, as it were, of a 
sanguineous afflux, and one or more ovules are detachedfrom the surface 
of these bodies — the ovules being the peculiar secretion of the ovaries, 
and consdtuting the germ or egg, which either lives and becomes devel- 
oped, or passes off with the menstrual blood as deciduous matter. The 
special office, therefore, of the female in the repi'oduotive process is to 
fumifh the ovule or egg — but this of itself would* be entirely negative in 
its results were it not for an influence imparted' to that egg by the male. 
Now, then, the question arises, what is this influence? During inter- 
course» when the intercourse is followed by pregnancy, the spermatic flu* 
id secreted by the testes is the vivifying or life-imparting material, and 
this fluid reaching the ovule vitalizes it — as soon as this is accomplished 
the work of development proceeds, and afjter,a stated sojourn in the uter- 
us, which is nothing more than a lodlging^pkhce for the embryo, the Foe- 
tus through a succession of most interestilig processes becomes prepared 
for an external or independent existence.. You see, therefore, that the duty 
of the female is to furnish the egg,, whilst the office of the male is limited 
to the simple but important act of vitalising it. Where does this contact 
between the ovule of the female and the spermatic fluid of the male take 
place, and in what manner is the contact aocomplisbed?* These and 
kindred questions have for years been propounded, but it may be said in 
all truth, that they have not yet received satisfactory elucidation. 

One tells us that the fecundadng liquor of the male passes to the* 
ovule in a species of vapor, an aura seminalis ; another that it becomes 
absorbed, and after entering the circulatory mass, it reaches the ovule and 
thus performs its special office of vitalization. These, however, are but 
crude hypotheses, unsupported by fact, and, therefore, in no way entitled 
to credit. It is maintained by some that the contact takes place in the 
uterus, by others that it occurs in the fallopian tube, whilst it isalso^as- 
serted that it is on the surface of the ovary that the union is accomplish- 
ed. Here, again we are lost in uncertainty — for there is nothing positively 
demonstrated on the subject, except that in certain oases, such for exam- 
ple, as tubal and ovarian pregnancy, it is quite evident that the contact 
doAs not occur in the uterus. A very general opinion has prevailed that 
pleasureable excitement during intercourse is essential to a successful fe- 
cundation. This is an error, for it is well known that women, in whom 
intercourse, is not only without the slightest voluptuous sensation, but even 
repugnant, become readily impregnated. The opinion that pleasure is 
necessary on the part of the female has more than once been in courts of 
justice cited as proof against the purity of a woman, on whose person a 
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rape bad been committed, and followed by impregnation. This latter 
circnmstance, however, is no proof at all either in favor of the consent, 
or adverse to the chastity of the female ; and it is well for you to remem- 
ber the fact, for it may be through your testimony that the scales of jus- 
tice may be rightly poised, and character sustained. 

But now to the qnesdon of sterility. The term sterility, in its largest 
acceptation, signifies an inaptitude on the part of the female to become 
impregnated ; but it must, however, be recollected that women< some- 
times remain barren without any special inaptitude on their part, bvt own- 
ing to circumstances directly connected with impotence ib thB hiisband. 
I do not propose to discuss the^ latter question at this time, but some 
of the causes of male impotence may, in passing, be briefly enumerated 
i«^uob, for instance, as an imperfect development, or diseased condition 
of the testicles, defective development of the penis, or deficiency of heal- 
thy elements in the fecundating liquor itself. It has been maintained that 
disproportion between the mnle and female organs is also a cause of non- 
impregnation— but this is not so, for numerous facts prove that in 6rder 
that fecundation may be accomplished, it is not necessary that the 
spermatic fluid of the male should be thrown against the orifice of the 
uterus, if it be simply made to reach the external opening of the vagina, 
impregnation will often follow. Among other proofs,' may be cited those 
of pregnancy occurring in cases of a rigid and resisting hymen, which 
prevented the entrance of the male organ further than the very orifice 
. of the vagina. In this latter (act there is nothing surpriiihg if ir be le- 
membered that th«) true fertilizing element of the spennatic liquor con- 
sists in what is called spermatozoa, small filamentous bodies, wbieh 
enjoy the power of spontaneous motion } it is for this reason that these 
spermatozoa were for a long time regarded as animalcuH.' It seems 
even, howevery to be shown that they are not i^nimalculi, but partake of 
the charaoter of the reproductive portions of plants, which also enjoy a 
spontaneous movement as soon as they have been thrown from the par-^ 
ent mass. With this important fact before us, it is not difficult to com- 
prehend how impregnation may ensue when the spermatic fluid merely 
reaches the external opening of the vagina — for the spermatozoa, with 
their power of movement, can readily pass on to the ovoJe^.and then fs- 
cnndate it; and why may it not be that this fs the true explanation of the 
contact between the female germ and the lecundating 1iquid*of the male? 
Why also may there not exist betweentheae an affinity which, cseteris pa- 
ribus, always ensures contact, an*!, therefore, fecundation ^- Let us now- 
consider briefly the causes of sterility directly connected whh the female 
herself, and I think you will find the principal of those causes to be as- 
follows : 1st. Any malformation of the female organs, such as will nec- 
essarily previ^ot the fecundating fluid of the male from reaching the. 
ovule ; 2d. Serious disease of both Ovaries, though pregnancy simply. - 
with disease of mae ovary is not unusual; 8d. Partial or complete ob-- 
literation of the faikiplan tubes, the result of some inflammation ; it has. 
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ba^ shown by Hsucixs that this ohlitexation is not nncommon after 
thpse inflammatory aiSections, which sometimes follow delivery—and he 
also affirms that women* from this reason, are apt to remain sterile after 
attacks of peritonitis, metritis, etc. ; 4th. Organic diseases of the Q|erus» 
although they do not necessarily prevent impregnation, yet they undoubt- 
edly render the liability to this condidon much more probable ; the same 
observation may be made respecting the various displacements of the 
uterus ; 5th. All menstrual aberrations, and more especially Dysmen- 
OrrhcBi, may be classed among the causes, if not of posidve 
sterility, at least of a predisposition to it : 6th Women who are burdened 
with fat usually do not conceive ; there is an intereatiag relation between 
the activity of the ovaries and an absence of excessive adipose matter, 
and the relation is such that the function of these bodies is, as a general 
rule, impaired in women, who are remarkable for an excess of fatty ma- 
terial ; 7th. Leucorrhosal and other morbid discharges from the uterus 
and vagina may also be classed among the causes of sterility — and they .\ 
may act in one of two ways — either by the changes they produce on the 
lining membrane of the uterus, or by causing the death of the sperma- 
tozoa, these being unable to live even for a short period in the morbid se- 
cretion. This latter opinion has been advanced by Donnk, and I am in- 
clined to 'beliave he is right; he has made some interesting mieioscopic 
experiments on the subject. We do not know how long the spermatozoa 
remain in the vagina after being ejected from the male organ, or what 
length, of time may elapse before they reach and fecundate the ovule, 
whe^ier it be one hour or several days ; so that it is not difficult to im- 
agine bow their death may ensue from even a short sojourn in a fluid, 
fuH ^ the elements of disease. 8th. Excessive sexual intercourse is un- 
questionably adverse to child-birth, and this may affect the uterine or- 
gaiis in two ways, first by the excitement produced, and secondly by the 
inertia, which is so apt to follow the exciting influence. It has often 
been asked why the poor Aave more children than the rieb, the fiict is 
easily explained— the former perform laborious duty, and live frugally ; 
the latter are inactive, and continually lapse into habits of luxury and 
ease. Temperance, frugality and labor are all calculated to increase the 
human family— whilst their opposites, sdmulants, luxury and indolence^ 
have quite the verse effect. With these facts, it is at once seen that the 
inevitable tendency of the families of the wealthy is to become extinct* 
whilst those of the poor '^increase and muluply ;" and were it not for 
the occasional intermarriage between the opulent and the poor, this 
principle of extinction would be recognized in a more marked degree. 
9tb. A cause of sterility which, contrary to the opinion of many wrters," 
lam inclined to believe by no means ol extreme rarity, is stnctwt of the 
neck of the uterus, and according to my experience the strieiure is most 
frequently met with at the internal oriflce of the organ. 

Dysmenorrbcea is ranked, and with good reason, among the causes of 
steiiiity, but it must be recollected that dysmenorrhcsa is sometimes pure* 
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If the result of strictare of the cervix, the tiarrowing being sneh that the 
nieti'straal blood can pass only "with great diffloultjr* And subjecting the 
patient to extreme soifering. Yon see, therefore, that nnder sneh circum* 
stances l*t is not jast to refer the sterility to dysMenorrbCBa^ for it is dtte 
altogether to the stricture, which prevents the entrance of the seminal fla* 
id of the male into the utdrine cavity* I hate had severiil marked cases 
o!f this character, and in all I have beto fbrttinatd not only in affording 
relief by removing the stricture, but invariably th6 removal of the strio- 
tare bas been followed by ptegnancy. The remedy consists in meehanic* 
al dilatation by means of property gr^dnttted bongiest The dilatation 
involves no pain, and, in Jndicions Irands, tio danger^ Tet it is pmper 
that t Miottld caation yon against the rash introduotioii of an instrnikient 
into the uteras^m moire than one instance it has been followed by death*. 
But this, OentlMtten, like all other opemtions, requires an intimate ae* 
quaintalice with the Anatomy and position of the organ, and none who 
values his reputation or cherishes a proper regard for human Ufb wotild 
attempt the operation without these prerequisites. You have seen n^e In 
this Clinlque introduce on several different occasions) both the sound and 
the bougie into the uterus, and I have elsewhere given you the neoessary 
rulesto be observed in their inctoduetion. Whilst on this subject it may 
be ta well to dall your attention for the moment, to an operation piopoeed 
tomethtie since by Pr. Ttlbr Burro, for the purpose of removing any ob«- 
strnciion that mtiy exist iu the uterinis extremity of the fkllopkm tubes. 
He suggested the introduction of a Uterine oafbetsr, the eoctrsmity df 
which, after eikiterittg tho cavity of the organ, is to be passed to* 
Wkrdsoneorotherof the fkilopian orifices. Steadying the Oatheter in 
tilis position With one hand^ he introduces the whnle^bone fibre through 
the catheter iuto the ftillopian tube to the distancb of an inch a»d a lialf» 
fthd as he Staitiss With the grtatat faciHty, I have muoh personal respect 
ibr 2>r. Sum, and entertain a high opinion of his skill. I do not mean, 
th6refbrs, to doubt that hb has performed tbisopemtiott, wfaieh he afflidin 
he has done on tepeated occasions ; butl conceive it ray duty, OentlOi- 
men, to say to you that although in the hands of Dr. SmUh this opemtidn 
Ikks prOV6d SuccessfhU yet in my judgement, it is a precedent not to be 
ihihaied-^it is not only neict to imposstbte to penetrate the tnbe in the 
IMug subject; but the very attempt n fViU of peril to the patient* Yon 
may fcMrm a correct idea of the difficulty by opening the oavi^of th6 
nterhs, and endeavoring' with all the advantage of inspectiout to penn- 
tMite eithe)r fallopian orifice «ven with a bristle. In one word^ I cannot 
Y^rdthe suggestion in any othdr light titan as one of those transcendental 
i<«finements, with Whidh, for the benefit of the ptttient, and the tianqniii- 
tf of the praetitioni^r, it is at l^st prudent to dispense. The general di- 
rections for the mnntigement of stnrility are few and simple. In each ease 
Which may present itself to your observation, tlie first enquiry should be 
->What is the parfieular cause ? If thk can be reeognized the next point 
to bo decided is— is the oaus^ within the oontiol of remedies ? Shoold 
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you ascertain tb& existence of dysmenorrbcea^t then becomes an essen- 
tial question* -what is the character of the dysmenorrbcea ? Is it the con- 
gestive type — is it the result of ovaritis — is it due to extreme nervous ir- 
ritability—or to stricture of the cervix uteri? Suppose^ for example, in 
another case, the female should be troubled with a morbid vaginal dis- 
cbarge. Then the quesdon to be determined is— does this discharge pro- 
ceed from the uterus, or is it limited to the vagina — is it idiopathic or 
symptomatic, etc. If in another case, you should detect organic disease 
of the uterus— the question naturally presents itself is thetiisease beyond 
tj^atment, or is it under the control of remedial agents ? Suppose, for 
example, you have a patient who has never conceived, and who for .years 
has been th>ubled more or less with a profuse discharge of blood from the 
vagina. In this case, before attempting reliefs it is essential that you 
should know precisely to what the loss is due. Is it from serious organ- 
ic lesion, polypus, fibrous tumors, etc., or is it simply a ease of monorr- 
hagia. If this latter, is it the meniSrrhagia of plethora, or is it the atonic 
or passive form ? These yon perceive are so many fundamental questions 
to be determined before proceeding to treatment. We have on various 
occasions discussed very freely the best means of removing the above 
causes when they exist, and it is, therefore, not necessary to recur again 
to them, at this time. Marshall Hall, basing his opinion on the well 
known sympathy between the mamms and uterus, suggesu in two op- 
posite conditions of the uterus, viz : In an atonic and congesdvc state, 
the application of an infant to the breast for a week before and during 
the catemenial period, and he maintains that this will ' oftentimes prove 
ah effectual remedy for sterility. We know very well that women, about 
the advent 'df the menstrual flow, suffer more or less from engorgement 
of the mttmmsB ; and it is also proved that the application of the child 
to the breast in a young woman will frequently determine a secretion of 
milk. Predicating, therefore, bis suggestion on these facts, Marshall 
ihkLJs argues that when sterility is traceable to a congested condition of 
the uterus, an effectual mode of rensoviflg the coogestioa U derivation to 
•the breasts by the suction of the infant ; and again when sterility is due 
to an atonic or flaccid state of the ncerns> the appHcation of the infant 
to the mammss, through the reflex action it produces, secures a contrac- 
tion of the uterus, and in this way removes the flaocidity of thjO organ. 
These suggestions are not without foroe-^they are founded upon a truthp 
fill physiology, and one Worthy of consideration. Upor this same prin- 
ciple, Authors have recommended, as a means of preventing uterine 
hemorrhage after "tiie birth of the child, the immediate application of an 
infant to the breasK This is a fainete practice of RiasT. There can be 
no objection to it in cases of moderate bleeding ; i>ut when the flow is. 
such as to endanger life, more (irompt and energetic measures must be 
adopted, such pis we have spoken of in former C Uniques. The following 
I maycite as an interesting case of sterility, which came under my pro- ' 
fessional care in March, 1862, and which so completely yielded to treat* 
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ment that in May 1864, the Lady wm deliveired ctf a hMlthy aad yigov 
dos aon. 

Mrs. W., afed 81 years, married 14 years* had alway's enjoyed good 
health except during her menstrual tame, when ehe was uniformly eom- 
pelled to keep her bed until the eatameaial period had passed over, such 
was the intensity of her suffering. Thie lady was a native and resident 
of Ohio, and consulted me through the advioe of <Dr. WmsLOW, who had 
not been her Medical attendant^ but who had become muoh interested in 
her case tbreogh family conneciion. I first saw her in March 1662, and 
after a very careful examination of her case, I formed the opinion that 
her sufferings during the menstrual crisis were altogether due to a strict" 
nre of the seek of the uterus, this giving rise to the peculiar form oi dys" 
menorrhosa to whioh I have already miluded. This Lady was most aax* 
ions to have offspring; she was surrounded by all the eom forts that wealth 
could bring her, and it seemed that the consommation of her own hap pi* 
ness and that of her husband depended on the birth of a child, that 
might inherit the name, and supply the only vacancy in their earthly 
bliss. I told her very eonffdently that, in my opinion, the cause of her 
sterility was altogether a mtduimcal e«M, and* thai, with its removal, I 
could see no reason why she should not hear children. She coneented 
to abide by my advice, and on the 27tb day of March I noromeoced my 
treatment, wych consisted e»»lasively in dilating the eervix uteri by 
means of graduated bougies. At first, I had much difficulty in iiitroduc- 
ing the smallest tixe instrnment. The necessary dilatation, or, in other 
words, the complete reanoval of the stricture was accomplished after the 
in traduction of the bovgie tm tim$9, at an interval of from five to wiven 
days. The pain, which had previously accompanied each menstrual ev- 
acuadon had entirely subsided ; and on' the 10th of the following Juhr, 
the Lady left the city, for her home in Obiv. On the 16th day of May 
1864, she was deUvered of a son, being about fourteen months from the 
time she hdd first applied to me for advice. This case, dentlemen, Is in* 
teresting in more than one particufar* and should point out to you the ne- 
cessity of a full and proper survey of the circumstances as they exist be- 
fore giving an opinion as to the postiblKty or impessibility of removing 
a condition so fbtl of unhappiness to the female as that of sterility.

Sir, and I 
have lost three by miscarriage. When did you miscarry the first time? 
Hy child. Sir, was just twelve months old when t had the first miscar- 
riage. Were you nursing at the time ? Yes Sir. And how was it with 
die other two miscarriages? They took place, Sir, in the same why,

There is no .subject ol more interest to the Practitioner than that of abor^ 
tioiL, and it is also one in which the heakh of the padsat is matetially 
involved, for ffequentabottioils tend. to a marked distnrbanoe of the vit^ 
a I forces. .. Women whose menstrual function feturas dusing laetatioo^ 
are much mare apt>to become impregnated thau those in whom the cata-< 
menia is suspended.; and it is a fact of importanca to be remembei«d 
that if lactation be continued after pregnancy hasooourred, abortion. may 
be regarded not as an unnaual. result. One, therefore, of the practieal 
deductions to be drawn from a knowledge of this circumstance is to en« 
join upon the fendale the necessity oi weaning her ohild as soon as her 
state of pregnancy is ascertained. But let us examine, 16? a nmmeat, 
why it :i8; that iaotatioa exercises an influence in the production of- aboc^ 
tion. The.causes of abortion, aa I have remarked tayou on former oo'* 
casious* are numerous, and may- be divided into those of a ceatEie and 
eccentric origin. Ampqg.tbe former may be enumerated mammary unri* 
t^tion* i^^d tl^Ls, especially incases of protract<\d lactation, is vary likely 
to iiDduce preofiature actioii of the uterus, and the conaequent exfiaUion 
of its contents. It often happens in these cases of prolonged suckling 
that there is a deficiency of the milk secretiop, and this but adde ^0 tb0 
irritation of the xnami;n9, as the child is constantly . making traodon oa 
the breast without. securing a pstsaage of sufiicient.n^ilk, and the irritation 
through the sympathy existing between tb^ mammap and uterus, is readi-* 
ly communicated to , the latter organ upon the pnnPiplp* of which Wf 
have so often spoken — r^ex .^etwn, . In this waj contractions of the ut« 
erus are provoked, which teMninate in abortion. But w^tp^n no doubt 
occasionally miscarry during the nursing period froon anptlier clause than 
m^re mammary irritation --for example, you have .had in the Ciini<}ue 
ffi^i^y cases of a^isBmia from undue lactation,, and you have se^n haw 
much the general system becomes disturbed under the. opara.uon of this 
bloodless condition of the economy. Ansemla, therefore, strictly so called 
may be classed among the causes of abortion not only in nursing women 
but also in women under other circumstances. In femajes of a cacheijius

Writers have been much divided in opinion as to the original sdurcaof 
worms in the haman system— and there are two theories on this qoesdoa 
diametrically opposed the one to the oth«r. ' Ist. The general opinion is 
that the ova are carried into the economy by-thvfood, and thus the worm 
originates. 2d. The other theory is that the presence of these entovoa i« 
the reanit purely of spontaneous generation, which takes place in the in* 
testina) canal) etc* Now^ the question presents itseif'^is spontaneous 
generation possible, under any circumstances ; and it seems to me that 
the question should be settled before proceeding further in the investiga- 
tion of this subject* If we are to abide .by the testimony ci observers, U 
Seems undoubtedly proved that spontaneous generation is possible ; , at) d 
experiments have satisfactorily demonstrated that living beings may orig^ 
inate without the previous deposit of ova. Animaculi, for example* .wiU 
spring from putretaction, etc. Without committing myself as to which 
of the two theories, in regard to the origin of worms in the human econ- 
omy, is best supported, I propose for the present, to call your attentioiCi'to 
an interesting paper which has recently appeared in the Grazette Ifedi^ 
cale, embodying the views of BEAtrCLAtH and Vioijixk on this subject*. 
They are strong advocates of spontaneous generation^ and attempt to 
prove that the entozoa in the human subject owe their existence to what 
they didomiaate a peculiar diathesis , or in other words, a ttormdia^uiis ! 
In a state of heialth, they say, the secretions in the human system are di* 
trided, chemically speaking,, into two principle classes : 1st. Aoid secre- 
tions! 2<i« Alkaline secretions. The former are represented by the cntan*' 
ecus perspiration, intestinal mucus, gastric juice, and the carbonic acid 
exhaled by the Lungs. The second are represented by the saliva* biie» 
pauoreatic juice, tears, the serous secretions and. sperm. After stating 
this general pcoposition, they then proceed to examine the relative value 
of these two classes of secretion in regard to the ordioacy phenomena of 
the system. They speak of the great importance of the : cutaneous per- 
spiration which, according to Lavoisxbr and Seovin, equals in quantity 
nearly all the other secretions of the system. They then refer to the se- 
cretion of the kidneys, and show that this like the perspiration, is usually 
aoid ;. they then direct attention to the intestiaal mucus, and prove. as a 
general principle its acidity. 

After describing these secretions in a state o£ health* they call attention 
to the morbid phenomena consequent on their alteration iiom.the normarl 
ftandard. The blood, they observe, is composed of water, albumeo,, fib- 
tin^ h peculiar coloring matter* different salts, ia the midst ,. of which 
there is a predominance of free soda.' . The morbid alteration, these Gen- 
tlemen sAy> Cakes place in the hlodd when thto aoid secretioos are: not el. 
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iminsted from the kyitem; for then thejr ' pass into the circulating flaid^ 
aBdroOdifx;t, and at the same time neatralixe the.free allcali, whieii 
it ooDtains in a btate of bealth* la a word, n^itbout pnrsaihg their arga*- 
ment filrfher, BeavcLaiA and VidviXR) state that the worm diathesis com- 
sists esfleadallf in the excess of acid in the system^-^nd they have rdi- 
marked that whenever an individual is affected with worms* the sliia 
•wHlbedry, and does not secrete the perspirable matter ; the respimtionie - 
dimialslied, and henoe does not exhale the usual quantity of carbonic 
acid; the urive contains bat little acid nlatter ; the secretion of the intesi* 
tidal canal is also altered*-^his latter secretes mucous abundantly, and 
«nuob more acid than isti^Ual ; and it is in this inteitinal mucus thatthd 
woiiit8> by Spontaneous generation, originate. These obsei^ers conclade 
that in the treatment of worms, the first point is to correct thediaihesis 
which is a sine quft non to success ; and for this purpose their great rem- 
edy is cod -liver oil. Their attention was first directed to the efficacy of 
this remedy as an anthelmintic by having employed it in a case of rachi- 
tis in which worms also existed. The child improved in health, and was 
also cured of the worms, etc. Cod-liver oil has tonic properties — it is 
used in icrofula, rachitis, etc. It operates on the mass of the hamours. 
Under its action, the following facts are observed : the renal secretion is 
increased ; its acidity becomes gradually more marked ; the skin becomes 
more acdve and perspiration increases ; the respiration is enhanced; the 
kidneys, «kin and lungs becoming more active, the system is deprived of 
the super-abundant acids, and therefore, the alkaline properties of the 
blood are restored. Again the acid, which had previously accumulated 
in the intestinal mucus, being eliminated from the system by the abovjs 
emunctories, the uxtrm diathesu is destroyed. Hence, from the above 
reasoning, these Gentlemen hare concluded that cod-liver oil is the great 
remedy for worms, together with tonio and well regulated diet, fresh air 
and gymnastic exercises. 

Cod-liver oil is considered by many practitioners not only a valuable 
remedy, but a veritable panacea. It is a certain cure, it is alleged,* for 
scrofula and rachitis, whilst in phthisis pulmonalis its fame as a curative 
agent is far and wide spread. But, Gentlemen, be careful how you sub- 
ject your judgements to mere opinion. Medical men, like other men, 
have their hobbies, may I not say their idols ; and with intense zeal and 
fervency do they worship at the shrine, which their fancies have erected. 
Opinions in our profession are of value only when they are sustained by 
facts. The question, then, in reference to the marvelous virtues claimed 
for cod-liver oil as a remedy is not one of opinion, but is one altogether 
of facts. Is there really any specific virtue in cod-liver oil f How stand 
the facts ? Many practitioners have abandoned this remedy, some be- 
cause they have failed to recognize iu alleged virtues-'-others because of 
its nauseous taste, and the consequent deraugementof the stomach, which 
it is so apt to produce* Whilst others again have substituted for it the 
ordinary olive oil, and have realized from this latter all the benefits said 
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tb bt) exoImlTely duo to die cod-lirbr oH hstelf. It is M^lt knowti tbat 
ib Eoglahd a praetfice has pttoTalled very eztetifliveiy of ^tdolinifterliig 
40 sickly and emaciated MXAtwt lacd aoA buttekt^ imd with the molt 
•maTked ^ocxl^ effect. Bv^ Gi^uob, a diedngliished Belgian pfaytioianv has 
devoted much ttme~tO' the. invtotigatSon 6f oodnliver oil as- a thwapeijltte 
agent, and he is of opinion that it owes ail its< efficacy to ih» fat H eon- 
tains^ and possesses no remedial virtnes, Mrhieh are.not to be foniid in the 
VariOns oleaginoos and fatty sabstaricets.

IN FORTY HOURS.

BzERiAH Vaughan, bom in Connecticut, aged 2*1 years, enjoyed 
excellent health up to the evening of January the 6th, 1865, 
when he first complained of slight pain in the ''stomach," for this 
imeasinees he took pretty freely of Brandy and Peppermint without 
affording him any relief. He retired to bed earlier than usual, 
but passed a restless night, being constantly annoyed by a desbe 
to move the bowels, but without any evacuation. His pain and 
distress continued to increase, when about noon on the Yth, he 
took a large dose of Castor Oil, which he vomited in a few min- 
utes after. A Physician was now sent for, \Hio found him with 
&leeble pulse, great prostration of strength; nausea and occasion- 
ul vomiting of dark brown fluid; he pronounced his case hopeless, 
ifcelMng his friends that he would die, but the natore of his disease 
he iwas unable to determine; the abdomen was distended and tym- 
panitic at this time. The night of the 7th was passed about the 
same as that of the 6th, except that the pain was more paroxysL 
mal and his prostration greater. About four hours before Ms 
death he told his friends that he felt much betterand was in hopes 
of attending to his business in a few days. He died about ten 
A. M., on the 8th, not having any motion from the bowels since he 
was first attacked. 

Aut(^sy 26 hours after death. Th% body was pale, excepting 
the abdomen which was livid from the. umbilicus to the pubis. On 
opening the abdomen about two quarts of sero-sanguineous fluid 
escaped; the small intestines were of a dark chocolate color, and 
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more than two feet of the • Ilitun had passed through an adtettti- 
iious opening in the peritonenm juat where the Bigmoid flexure of 
the large intestine terminate in the rectum; at the point where 
the strangolation was greatest the Hinm was ruptnred m two pla- 
ces, and it was from these two openings that the fluid came from 
that was contained in the abdominal carity. The other Viscera 
of the thoracic and abdominal cavities were in a healthy con- 
dition. 

• As cases of this kind are not of very unfreqluent occurrence, it 
becomes the duty of PractitioAers to place them on record with 
a view of determining the propriety of an operation^for their re- 
Hef ; for in the present instance, if a coirect diagnoisis could have 
be^ made, a Surgical operation would have saved in all proba- 
bility his life, for I found no difficulty in replacing the strangulat- 
ed portion of the intestine when the abdomen was opened; It is 
true, the great difficulty is in making a correct diagnosis, these 
cases presenting all the signs of Strangulated Hernia, with the 
exception of the external tumour. Dr. BATCHfiLDER informs me. 
•that he has been able to detect the seat of 'obstruction in these 
cases by the aid of the Stethoscope, trticing the peristaltic mo- 
tion of the intestine to the point of stricture. Within the laist 
year two cases have been reported to the Pathological Society of 
this city very similar to mine, and in both an operation would 
have been successfnl if p^ormed at ah early period.

Dear Doctor :-i-There are many people living in this enKgh^- 
ed age, and generally acknowledged to have g'ood common sense, 
who believe that Quacks never do any injury though, ttiey may 
fail in some cases to do good. 

During the short period of a little more than three years in 
the field as a Medical practitioner, it has been my misfortune to 
see at least three lives sacrificed in consequence of the above mis- 
taken idea. The cases were ^b follows: In March, 1853, I was 
called in great haste to visit Mrs. B-^ — — , four' miles from my of- 
fice, I arrived at four o'clock in the morning and found her very 
nearly exhausted from long continued ^parturient paids. Her la-

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boor cpmiuenoed the preceding night. Early in i^9 morning an 
extremdy illiterate old woman wag caUed in to attend the case. 
Hie child presented aji arm. The old woman tried pulling and

. ring the day, and then advised that a certain Lobelia Quack re- 
siding near by should be called to her aid. He came and sat du. 
. ring the night ^ntil I arrived, apparently shaking hands mth ike 
unborn — dead. 

It was mj first com of armpresentationy and Ifinppose I felt as 

others l^ave with' their first difficult ease. B|it the facility witiii 

. which I returned the presenting arm, brought the head to the 

, brim of the pelvis and assisted nature in its nearly exhausted ef- . 

forts to e^el the child, showed to the Quack, and all others pre^- 

. enty how faithful I had been to the teadiings of my un^^g In- 

stmctorsy and the difference in usefulness between the Begul- 

ar and the Quack. 

On the 28th of last Nov. I was called m the night to visit Mrs. 
Cabtwbioht, eleven miies from my office. I found her in labour 
with the child's arm presenting,^ and two old women. ''Aecooeheu* 
sense'' in attendance. Again I was successful in turning the chi]4 
and saving the mother's life. 

December last, on the night of the 28th, I was. called to ride 
sevi^ miles to visfit Mr& Chavbbrs. Here I found an old. woman 
and a Quack perfectly nonplused by an arm presentatioa. As in 
the two preceding cases the time occupied in getting me to the 
spot was much longer than it is possible for a child to live under 
iie contractions of tbe uterus, trith an arm presented to the y^oM, 
Thus "they do hurt," by their presence^ cheating the patient out of 
competent assistance until too late, and this is of more frequent 
occurrence in the priEwitiefe of Medicine proper than in Obstetrics 
and Sm:^^, but it is not so easily demonstrated to the unpro- 
fesfflonal part of community as those just related.

Dear Sir : — ^What has 'become of the much vaunted abortive 
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method of treating Typhoid Fever by Dr. Stewabt, of Jackson, 
Tennessee ? Has the plan failed thus early 7 Yon recollect the 
mai^ commui^q^tioos h» bas furnished y^a, informing^.the Readers 
of the Lancet of the fiammafy manner in which he disposes this, 
to others, obstinate malady. From his positireness in regard to 
his abortive treatment, I was almost induced to hope against hope 
that be had outstripped all the veterans of the Profession; and 
like another infant Heboules, had strangled the serpent in his 
mighty grasp. Judge of my regret and mortification when on tak- 
ing up the December Number of your Lai^cet, and anxiously 
turning to his article on Typhoid Fever to find confirmation made 
d!0u})ly strong, and then this declar^ition : " Under this plan of 
treatment, all my patients recovered in from seven to thirty days," 
Is this what the Doctor calls abortive treatment ? The only con- 
clusion I can arrive at is that he has been treating common re* 
mitting fever, and dignified it with the name of Typhoid. It waS 
cruel to buoy us all up in this region with the belief that Typhoid 
Fevw would vanish before a Quinine-bottle, and then let us down 
so suddenly and unexpectedly. When Dr. Stewart, or any other 
practitioner, shall discover a plan of treatment that will cut short 
Typhoid Fever, he ought to be rewarded by a monument as dur- 
able as the Pyramids of Egypt. 

I have not the advantage of a personal acquaintance with Dr. 
S., but presume he has not been very long engaged in the Profes- 
sion^ «lse he would not have promulgated his dogmas so strongly 
in relation to a disease that has baffled the skill of the ablest men 
in otff Profession.

We have been rid inattentive observer of thfe sjStematic course, 
of misrepresentation pursued by J)t. J). Meredith Reese, editor of 
the American Medical Gazette, towards the tfniversity Medical 
College of the City of New York, and of the calumnies which*, 
that remarkalile man has heaped upon distinguished Members of 
its Faculty, and upon other emment Physicians of New York. But 
As Wb had supposed that Ijhe Profession in the City would natu- 
i*ally take caris of its own dignity, and a« other Medical Journals 
are published there whosie province it is to arrest this career of 
menda6ity, and, therefore that the Gazette would soon be crushed 
by thp re-action of its own conduct; and, moreover, as we have been 
rather inclined to regard such unmitigated and naked falsehoods 
as a case of monomonia, we have held ourself aloof till some new 
event might aWaken a greater interest. Jnst such an event has mani- 
fested itself in a conspiracy to grossly misrepresent the tJniversity 
College, and to malign its eminent Professors, in distant parts of 
the Union; as Will appear from the following transactions, which 
call ujpon the Profession to make the same common cause of the 
foe as is done by Society at large in the more limited case of the 
highwayman. 

In their Announcement of the Wintel* Course of Lectures for 
•1865-6, the University Medical Faculty have very wisely included 
a letter from Professor Paine,, to the tlditOTs of the Nashville 
Journal of Mkdidne and Surgery, whi<)h are avowdly their rival 
Professors in that Medical School which glimMers in the horizon 
of "the far West." This letter explains its objects; although, if 
forbearance were not an elevated virtue, we should be disposed to 
think that the Professor has left his cause too much( to abstract 
facts, It will be seen also, that this letter was sent for publica- 
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Uim to the Journal, bnt, that iiurtead of perfortoiiig this simpk 
act of justice, the Editor^ Oilly briefly refer to the letter, and in a 
manner well calculated to fortify the concerted plan, and give a, 
new venom to the poison* A part of this ingenuity consiflts in

DISEASES OP THE PERITONEUM.

1!lie diseiiies of the peritoneum I irill now describe are: let, 
Acute Peritonitis; 2d. Chronic Peritonitis; 3d. Ascites, and 4th 
those changes which will be hinted at in a few words! Acute Pe- 
ritonitis toI be divided into several species, but the one that will 
particularly engage our attention will be Peritonitis by pt^foraMon. 
I will also introduce a few divisions of chronic Peritonitis, the 
most common and important being the iuhtradous form. In re* 
lation to Ascites, we may be allowed to lOok upon it in a great 
number of cases as a disease not properly belonging to the peri- 
toneum; ^ the serous cavity in such cases, is aught else than a 
reserroir in which the secretion, resulting from spcrcial organic 
causes, is accumulated/ But, finally, as the principal symptoms 
have their seat in the peritoneum, and as the active treatment is 
direct^ i^ this serous sslc, there is no impropriety in making as- 
cites an affection of the peritoneum, in as much as i< iff admitted 
at all hands, that, in certain cases, we are to look to <he periton- 
eum itself, or to its investing cellnlar tissue, for the cd^ of the 
disease* 

articlb r« ActTTB piMrroNms. 

The history, of Peritonitis is one that could not conveniently 
have been traced but at a late period.- It is true that we find iri 
some Authors previous to Bic^at's timef^ and more particaiaitly in 
Waltheb,*"^ tolerably correct ideas in relation to inflammation of 
this serous membrane; but it is only within the last thirty or forty 
years that the proper care and study has fceen bestowed upon a 
disease, which in a majority of cases, is of i^iich danger. Periton- 
eal inflammation, so frequently an attendant of puerperal fever 
has been the special object (A Srttention at the hands of many 
writers; and among those who have more closely attended to .tbui

the same disease to be found in varioos periodical publications. . 

In this article, I will devote but a short paragraph to puerpe- 
ral Peritonitis, in as much, from recent researches, we cannot coiv* 
sider this form of peritonitis as constituting Bolely the iaffeetion 
known bj the name of puerperal fever) and that we should ne- 
cessarily, at a later period, when describing this disease, allude to. 
inflammation of the peritoneumi as being part of the general af- 
fection. 

A primary difficulty is thrown in the way Of a descr^>tion of 
acute Peritpuitis ; are we to devote a special article to each prin- 
cipal form, or should we give a general history of the disease? If 
the forms to which we allude had well defined characters, or if the 
existence of some of them — as sponiafieous simple Peritonitis — 
were rigidly demonstrated, we might admit (tf such a division. 
But such iniot the case, as will be seen that excepting Peritoni- 
itis by externum of inflammation from one organ to the serous mem- 
brane, and Peritonitis by perforation^ the forms under considera- 
tion are not as well known, if we are to credit the assertions of 
writers. We could not neither divide Peritonitis as did M. Stokes 
in species colitespotoding with the various ages, the anatomical 
forms of the disease, etc. 'th^ ditfefences are not sufficiently 
well defined, according to the^e tarious circumstances, to warrant 
our proceeding in this manner, And were we to follow this example 
we could giv'0 fcut partial ideds of Peritonitis, reserving the des- 
cription of the forms when I treat of its causes, of the principal 
forums when We come to the symptoms, and to prescribe ifor each 
their appropriate treatment.

• ' 1. P^disposlng Causes. 

A^e. it is generally conceded that persons of adult age are 
more liable to be attacked with acute peritonitis than those of 
other ages. If we wish to refer to acute peritonitis in general no 
doubt exists as to the correctness of this proposition. In fact, as 
r hare already said, this disease most commonly always results 
from an extension 6f tne inflammation from an organ to the peri- 
toneum, or from perforation. Now, what are the affections in 
which this state of things occur? Thejy ' are those following in 
the wake of confinements, it is perforation of the, intestine; result- 
ing from ulcerations accompanying typhoid fever, or phthisis pul- 
monalis; and these are the causes which' we generally find in per- 
sons from the age of seventeen to forty years. But if we are so- 
licitous of ascertaining the influence of age on simple peritonitis, !t 
will be found that we cannot come to so satisfactory a result. M, 
Simpson* h^s collected many observations of peritoneal affectioi:^ 
occurring during intror^terine life^ but these facts, although high- 
ly interesting, have been reported not without some trouble, and 
though they number but 24, jet we are not to conclude from .them 
that peritonitis is of frequent occurrence in the foetus. Simple 
spontaneous peritonitis has been described as having occurred in 
infants. M. DuGEsf has devoted some space to the description of

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id more prevalent in the Spring; 4. That itififlreqaentlj an accom- 
paniment of erysipelas of the body (tmnk); 5. That it is fre- 
quently the i'esult of other lesions, principally those of the abdo- 
men; 6. Finally that in nearly one half of the cases, the canse 
was traceable to umbilical phlebitis. Moreover, M. Thobe's ob- 
servations confirm what we previously knew of the very great 
dang;er of peritonitis in the new-bom child. 

iSer. We bav^ already said that this disease was one of the 
lesions most frequently present withpnerperal fever, and from this 
cause women are, therefore more liable to inflammation of the pep- 
it<menm than men; for there is not a- difference worthy of note i& 
re]a,tion to other species. 

.Constitution, We have no reliable data of the influence ex- 
erted by the constitution upon Peritonitis. Sur-acute peritonitis, 
occurrmg generally as a result of lesions of the various abdomin* 
at' organs wiD, of necessity, attack a tolerable large number of 
persons wbose con\»titiition is much deteriorated by sufferings ^ 
a longer or lesser duration. But this is not the primitive consti- 
tution. 

Hygiene, etc, . We cannot either say anything of the influeaee 
of hygiene, of the various professions, etc. The influence of cli- 
^atejcan mly be considered relatively to peritonitis, showing it- 
self undear aa epidemie form, such, for example, as pueiperal peri* 
tonitis, But this question will be more properly investigated 
when we come to speak of puerperal fever. The same remarks 
apply to those influences known by the name of epidemic consti- 
tions. 

2nd. Occasional Causes. 
1. ; Simple spontaneous Peritonitis. Here we should endeavor 
to ascertain whether there is really a ifbrm of simple acute spon- 
taneous peritonitis; that is to say a form of Peritonitis not attri- 
butable either to lesion of an abdominal organ, perforation, or ex- 
ternal violence. "Spontaneous Peritonitis, that it is that form 
€ff the disease not dependent upon antecedent or subsequent vis- 
ceral lesion, is according to the Authors of the CompenditiMy not 
very frequent; however, they add, too many authentic observations 
of this inflammation are on record, that we should have any 
doubts of its existence.'' I do not believe that this proposition 
is rigidly acceptable. It is true that we will find in various works 
a certain number of observations which, if we only look at their 
captions, are examples of sunple and spontaneous peritonitis. But 
if the facts are analyzed, we shall soon satisfy ourselves that they 
are enveloped in considerable doubt. For example,'*' in Brous'^ 
SAis' observations, we find the post-mortem. exaoninations defi(dent 
in a large number of very important details; aiid from the absence

And thus is it in relation to a 
stibjecft, whtose history he gives in a few words, that he adds in a 
note: "I suspect there was in this patient a very small perforation 
of the ileum which I had overlooked/' 

Among M.'Ai<n)itAL's ob^rva^Ms, w^ ca^ only took upon the 
two fli8t as esQBimples of imple Peritoiiitisf. of spcmtaneous origfa 
TJalortiinately the importimce of the point under consideration not 
being duly appreciated when the^ observations were made, re- 
coarse was not had^to all those means necessary to determine if 
^ere wei^ not ati orgamc cause tha^ coidd have a>eeounted for the 
development of acute Peritonitis. Two cases of PerttonitifiL mXh- 
out petfomtibn,^ }iate been ol)8erved in MM. Raygr and AkiV- 
RAL^s wards. This affection had spnmg up dm*ing the stage of de^ 
diito or ednvttlescience of lyi^hoid fein^ri Unforttmately these ob- 
servalidbB, as reported, t^ow no light upon the state of the dif* 
feBent oi^afis, and inore parttcdarly upon l^e condition 6f the 

IWgB. 

L^t^ly, Dr. LoGERAis has nyade this question the subject, of liis 
inau^ktl di^i^ation, and he has ri^ported several cases by which 
he demonstrated the necessity of close examination in order of 
avoiding iribr; fot in some cases wh6re the best reasons existed 
for tie belief thijit the Peritonitis was of spontaneous origin, a 
minute dissection revealed the existence of one of the lesions I 
will preseiatly ^csmbe. Ffamlly, and this consideration is not with- 
out importaiice, we should bed^ in mind the very gre^t stfardty of 
peritoneal adhesions, exceptmg in cases where Aey are traceable 
t6 organic lesions, and this proves that other afflections have been 
frequently mifrtakeh for simple PMtonitisj for the uumlier of Biich . 
cnses, said to have been cured, is rbther large. Therefore, are we 
to look upon cases of simple, primarv, or spotitaneoue Peritomtis 
as of very rare occurrence, and the physician Rhould ne^er neglect 
piiblishlhg; with the minutest details all Cases tending to estftblish 
beyond doubt its exiirtcnce. It may appear (Somewhat strange in 
me to thus express my opinion, but it is the compulsory result of 
ah examination of the cases; and it cannot be deuied^ wliatevcr

sign of eruption. Another important distinction between the two affect- 
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ions 18 in the character of the eruption itiself. The efflorescence of scar- 
latina, if closely observed, consists of numerous small points spread oat 
in patches of rarious forms and size, presenting the aspect of a diffused 
scailet surface. In rubeola, on the contrary, the eruption is made up of 
irregular pau^es^with an elevated surface»the spdls being less red at their 
clreutnference thantn the centre, and what is particularly remarkable 
are the spaces between the spots in which the skin presents its natural 
pale colour. There is a marked difference in the two affections in regard 
to the after effects: In scarlet feyei we look for dropsy' either of the 
ehest, abdomen, or anasarca, more or less derangement of the glandular 
systens, e^., #hilst in measles, the pulmonary organs are extremely ape 
to become affected, giying rise to bronchitis, pneumonia, etc. indeed, 
as a general principle, It may, I think, be conceded that the true danger 
of meaiAes is not in the disease itself, but In some of its sequelss, more 
especially the pneumonia, which often assumes a formidable type. Coo* 
▼ulslons will sometimes present themselves as a complication of seairlet 
fever, and this is very apt to occur when the efflorescence is either pard- 
ally developed, or after having appeared suddenly recedes; you can havjs 
no difficulty in understanding why, under these circumstances, the con- 
vulsive movement should ensue. Nature is contravened in her attempt 
to throw upon the surface the poison, which constitntes the essence of 
the disease— this poison as a consequence accumulates In the blood, be- 
comes an irritant of the'sfflnal cord, and hence the ' convulsions. The 
only safety to the patient In such case is recourse to prompt and effective 
measures to derermine to the surface, and thus aid in the full develop- 
ment of the eruption. This temark applies not only to scarlet fever, but 
also to nnleasles, small pox, etc. 

The symptoms of Sc^irlatina, are not always the same— they change 
according to the variety of the disease, and become modified, also, by 
other influences^ such as the virulence of the epidemic, the seaso;i of the 
year, individual idiosyncracy, etc. In scarlatina simplex, there is usual- 
ly headache, rigors, nausea and vomiting, with more or less febrile ei(- 
citemeat, and these symptoms ordinarily in two days, sometimes earlier, 
are followed by an efflorescence. The pulse in scarlet fever is character- 
ised by extraordinary rapidity— and i( is asserted by Teofssbau that he 
has known the pulse of the adult in this disease to range at 160 .per inin- 
ute. In the anginose variety, all these symptoms become aggravated, 
and in addition there is more or less stiff'ness about the jaws, painful 
deglutition, and 8ore throat j which, as I have already, remarked is char- 
acteristic of this form of the malady. In scarlatina maligna, all the 
above symptoms again undergo an aggravation, a,nd a prominent feature 
of this variety is great depression of the vital forces, with. a stropg tend- 
ency, in many cases, to sipkipg. The tongue at first is partially covered 
in the centre with a whitish paste, but its extremity and borders are red 
even from the commencement, and this sparlet redness in a day or two 
VOL.

briery tell you the treatment to which I usually have recourse, qiud whi^^h 
,1 i^m happy to say, has. proved highly sucoessjCul. When called to a qase 
of scarlatina,, my first object is to ascertain its variety ; if it be the tpi\4 
or scarlatina simplex, unless, as sometimes happens, unusual syroptorn? 
should develop themselves, I enjoin upon the patient, quiet in t^e cham- 
ber, administer a gentle aperient, and restrict him to an antiphlqgiistic 
diet ; should there be much heat of surface, I have the entire body four 
or five times during the day, freely sponged with cold water or vinegar 
and water. This sponging will be found not only grateful, but very 
efficient in diminishing the unnatural heat of the system. There is usu- 
ally in bcarlatrha an annoying sensation of burning in the. skin, of which 
the patient is apt to complain ; nothing will cause this so rapidly to sub- 
side as the cold affusion or sponging, and the pulse also, under its infiu- 
enee, becomes lowered, and the patient falls into a refreshing sleep. The 
cold affusion was first introduced to the attention of the profesiion by Dr. 
CT7&RIE ; and oftentimes is of the most signal value in this disease. In 
France it is employed with great benefit in the most unpromising cases 
of scaHet fever, such, for instance, as when delirium, coma, subsultus 
tendinum, 6tc., supervene. This mode of using the cold affusion is as 
follows — let the child be placed naked in a tub, and then let cold water 
be poured on the head and entire body for 20 seconds— the child should 
afterwards be wrapped up in a soft quilt, and put to bed. This may be 
repeated every four or five hours according to the urgency of the symp- 
toms. 'Those of you who have not witnessed the effects of the cold affu- 
sion in scarlet fever, can scarcely appreciate its magic infiuence in the

Dear' Sir: — ^With your permission I will notice, animadrerting 
in no improper spirit, Article XXX, which appeared in the Mar. 
No. of the Lakget, in regard to a case of GonTulsioUB, by Dr. 
Lankford, of North Carolina. 

If I was assured that every practitioner whose attention has 
been, or shall be engaged in such publications, were pMseBsed of 
that mature judgement, medical knowledge and carefid experience 
deriyed from individual observation or the well autheniicated no- 
tings of others, I should not now trouble you, but unfortunately, 
such is not the case. Some young discipie of JEsculapius, more 
solicitous of testing the worth — or more ready to adopt ill ad- 
vised inovations by ill timed practice, than to perseveringly avail 
•himself of the facilities which this age and country present, for 
acquiring those intrinsic qualifications without which the practice 
of Medicine is a sorry burlesque — worse than a force. (Noone, 
Ir maintain, may possess themselves of that clear and d^berate 
Judgonent, that fearless, yet prudent unhentativenesH winch should 
ever characterize the physician — ^without Hospital and Clinical 
experience, unless they have devoted a life time to private prae- 
tice,) may be induced to adopt as a precedent the case in ques- 
tion — ^which I honestly. believe would be. attended by fatal conse- 
quences in a large minority of instances. There is a prevalent 
adverseness to the use of the lancet, which is as dangerous in its 
consequences as it is unwai^nted by competent experience. This 
grovmg antipathy is, I am^fally pursuaded, in a great degree ow- 
ing to timidness.^ Few persona of my acquaintance bled well; 
most of them dislike the operation and seldom perform it efficient- 
ly. The orifice is usually too small and the quantity or blood ta- 
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ken seldom gafi^cient to make a decided or inunediate fa^pressloii. 
Now in the ca^ which called forth this commonicatioix theiie may 
probably have been no need of depletion — ^bnt I Bhoold infer &om 
the fact that " the woman was plethoric;" "the lips swollen;'? *^the 
tongue protruded;" "the os but slightly dilated^" although she 
had been in labor for mianj days, that depletion copious, even if 
well borne — ^would have been a much safer practice, and to- my 
mind more dearly indicated than the heroic exhibition of secaU 
corniUumwaA Tart. Ant The mere fact that motiher and child 
surviyed without it, is no proof to the contrary. Take it all in 
all the case of your North Carolina Correspondent was unique — 
his treatment novel, and his success unparalleled. 

The popular, but erroneous, opinion rogarding the debilitating 
effect of blo^ letting is altogether without foundation: thare 
known patients possess a surprisingly increase of strength immed. 
lately alter a large bleeding. How numeirous are the cases which 
must suggest themselyes to every practitioner, whose experience 
has been considerable, in which phlebotomy has been followed al- 
most instantaneously by a restoration of mental and corporeal rig- 
our. Such is often the case in those sudden and depressing a^ 
tacks of malaria. The overwhelming seizure which so often oocues 
in miasmatic ^tricts, from billiooB fever, also in pneumonia, or in 
fact any severe inflammatory attack of febrile disease. 

If the patient should evisce symptoms of fatigue as in the 
case of Dr. L., if ** exhausted," if " prostrated" after ^e loss of 
blood, then might stimulants, antispasmodics, etc., have been safe- 
ly admitti$teped which might not have been exhibited prior to de- 
pletion wtthout basard. 

If the patient had been ansemic and debilitated by previous 
disease (under which circumstances edampsia parturief/Uittmyfoxxld 
hardly occur) there might have been some plausibility in the 
treatment pursued and advocated. In the langtftige of Botallus 
endorsed by Mabtyn Paine, the great American Philosopher of 
Medicine, whose name shall, in future ages be recognized as an 
ornament to our profession, as the eloquent, learned and valnable 
contributions from Us masteriy pen shall adorn the brightest an- 
nals of Medical literature. " One hundred thousand men peril* 
from the want of blood-letting, or from its not being tim% em- 
ployed, where one perishes from excessive blood-letting, when 
pradiced bf^a physician,^

And here^ Sir, allow me to tender to Dr. StsittSttsoir, and his worthy 
associate, Dr. GaraibH) the thanks of my fellow classmates for their nn- 
ceasing readiness to afford us that instruction which is so necessary and 
important to a Medical practitioner ; their unchanging kindness and gen- 
tlemanly deportment in communicating instruction, has given to them a 
high position in our esteem, and we trust they may live long to enjoy the 
richest of heaven's blessings. We know that the enemies of the Science 
we love, will say by way of reproach to Medical Students, that to go to a 
Medical College was to learn infidelity ; 'but if every parude of created 
matter were annihtlatedi with the excepdon of one human efft, with its 
minute, delicate, and beautiful structure, floating alone in the vast im- 
. mensity of 'Spacto, it would proclaim in language that could not be con- 
troverted, ** there is an Omnipotent GodI" It has been thought by many 
that ait the mdral and religious intfuence upon the minds of young men 
•must of necessity spring from the Literary and Theological institutions of 
the day, and that the Medical Schools can take no part in the matter : 
but if we look at the Intelligence, morality and virtue, that is to be found 
among the -members of the Medical profession, from Canada's most nor- 
thern regions to where the billow waves of the Pacific lash the boundary 
6f the United States, we must say that the Medical Schools of out land 
have had something to do in the matter. I know the Students of the 
blether CollegW in this city will say of thef r Professors, at I can say fbr 
^myself, and in behalf of my fellow Students from the New York Univer- 
"slty^Medical College, that the gentlemanly deportment, and unchanging 
' kfrfdness, combined with untiring zeal in the instructing of their classes, 
' has mitlleeoeh an impression upon our minds that the names of Profess- 
ors^Morr «nd4?AiNB, Poet and DAAPxa, YjmiBurbn, Mbtcalfk and Bbo- 
' vowLDt will ever>oocupy the highutplact in our esteem and the warmest in 
our afeetions. 

And now In conclusion, allow me to say to you my fellow classmates, 
that the profession we have chosen is the most noble and exalted in itSi 
character and qbjec^^, of any ever designed, or carried out by man. We 
are volunteers in a service Which calls upon us to contend with disease 
and death in theii attacks upon the human family, and although many 
from our ranks have already fallen upon the field of battle, yet I know 
there is not one of you, that could 'be^induced to forsake his colors or flee 
from the post of duty. 

: You will have to contend^ with the foe ^under difierent feelings, from 
those produced upon the battle field, by the-booming of cannon, the 
proud neigh of the war horse, or the exciting strains of Martial music ; 
A difierent feeling from that produced among the crowd gathered upon 
the sea shore, for the purpose of saving the crew of a storm shattered 
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ship ! Or that felt in our streetSt when » fellow iMing is seen upon the 
roof of 'a bailding enveloped inflames. Yon will be alone often with 
your bodies fatigued from labor* and your minds exhaosted from think- 
ing, you will have to leave the foe a^lmost-Qubdued .at the house of the 
opulent, and pass to the cabin of the i>oor, here every hope will be 
centered upon you^a kind mother* an affectionate family, Will hang all 
their prospects for future happiness upon your ability to contend with 
the daripg intruder. Thus, whether attending to the necessities of the 
wealthy* or wiping the sweat from the fevered brow of the poor, or pa- 
cing the wards of a city Hospital, you will alike need a high and noble 
courage i That ooprage which inspires the christian pbilanthtropist. ^ 

But thfsre is one thing that we should n^ver forget, and that is that our 
future succesis is dependent upon our industry and perseverance. Tb9 
fact that we have received a diploma, will do us but little good, if we 
stop there ; we have au upward road to travel, and nothing but indefati- 
gable and unwearied energy , can enable us to keep pace with the im- 
provements of the age. Never rest until you are so perfeedy well ac- 
quainted with the Anatomy, Physiology and Pathology of the human 
eye, that it shall be observed that where you are, blindness eannot stay. 
It will be well for us to remember the advice given to the tardy Student, 
by Professor H^saok, as related by Frofewi/ox Mott, in an address deliver- 
ed by him fn 1850, at the College of Physicians and Surgeons. " Fixing 
his fieree eye sternly upon the tardy Student, he would invite him down 
lower and lower towards the desk, and then after an awful pautt, adrise 
iiim to get his buckwheat cakes a little earlier in th^ morning." 

To be successful we must study enrly and late, always being dieterroin- 
ed to know and do for ourselves, independently of what others may have 
done for us, s6 that by our devotedness to our profession, we may secure 
the approbation of men of intelligence, wherever our lot may be east, 
that by So doing we may bring down the blessings of the afflicted upon 
ourselves arMl those who gave us instruction.

verj: cbaracteristiCi that it is useless for us to insist! much iqKni 
this one. There is, moreover, a reason applicaUe to all the ex- 
plorations instituted with' a view, to physical signs, it is thai they 
do not conduce to such important results that they should be 
practised with the ordinary care, , The abdomen is, in fact, as I 
have stated above, e?ccessively painftil under the slightest pressure 
and we are not justified merely to arrive at a diagnosis which can 
be based by other means upoa a solid foundation, in i^creieksing 
. already severe suffering, and thereby add to the. original disease* 
Therefoire, should palpation and * percussion be made with the 
greatest care and gentleness. Auscultation has of late been add- 
ed to the other means of investigating diseases of the abdomen, 
and in some cases there has been detected a. rubbing sound simi- 
lar to that we have described in pleurisy. But this fact has nev- 
er been ascevtaine^l in cases of •stnple spontaneous Peiit^tis. 
Let OS, howevef, to this place state that the* conditions necesBary 
for the production of this robbing noise wbfeh has sometiriies 
b^n compttred to that of Ttewiea^erj a sort of grating, cracking; 
etc., are the presence of rotigh false membhaties, mlifoterg against 
each other in tiie motions of the abdomen. M. Dbpres^ dwells 
partiealarly upon this phenomenon, and which has snbseqnently 
been recognized by MM. BBATTir,t Cobrigan,J Dr. Bright,! MM. 
Barth and 'Roger, II and a geodly uomber of Ofther physicians. 
Dr. Spfttal^ has described it with oare in a tnemoir illnstrated 
by the report of two cases. I will quote the two kst conclusions 
of this jqdic&ons work: ' < 

" In whatever part, says M. Sprtal, we^mky detect tbe perifr' 
taltio mbknog noise, we shomld- consider it as a* diavaeti^iitie 
sign of the stidbg of the intes^nes' one dpon anotiier, as also 
against the afodommal parietes, without adhesiioas, or with this 
condition slightly developed.

^e neitt most prominent symptoms afe derived frOjfti the di* 
gestive apparatus.. There is vomiting of bilious matter, ordinar- 
Sy preceded or accompanied by frequent nausea^ the ejected. mat- 
ter IS yellow, greeni8h,:frequently of a deep green colour, and bit* 
ter. At a later period, apart of the persistency of the vomiting, 
the patient rejects almost every thing that is taken in the stom- 
ach; and this symptom Is the more troublesome, that the contrac- 
tions induced for the expulsion of the contents of the, stomach 
iffe always extremely painful. At times during the course of the 
diisease the vomiting takes place by & simple act of regnr^tation. 
Apccirding to MM. Barthez and Billiex there is a different state 
of things in children: "Vomiting is of seldom occurrence in chil- 
dren; it wa8 present but in two cases at the onset <rf. the disease. 
It was copious and of a bilious character; it happened in a 1^ixd 
caJBC only on the eleventh and eighteenth day of the disease." 
¥here is generally a constipated state of the bowels, and Bnoua- 
SAis who attaches much importance to this symptom^ attributes it 
to the difficulty the intestinal fibres experience in contracting.

S«8plratiop appears to be more impeded in this than in aiky other 
form pf peritoneal inflammation, and this is due to the great dis- 
tension df the abdomen from th^ causes 1 have above indicated. 
In a word, this symptom like all the others, bears a relation' to the 
great violence of the inflammation in such cases. , And thus is it 
that when the disease has acq[ulred its full development, the pre- 
ceding symptoms become intense^ there is inces^nt vomiting, in** 
supportable pain under pressure,' impossibility of the slightest 
motion, and conpequentlv thie patients are compelled to remain 
in one position — ^on the b^k.

Along ^ith this, and to correct the condition of the 
urine, Jretort io an alkaline treatment, and the best alkali is 
urea ifself; |^ive one third! of a grain of pure urea, or nitrate 
of urea. After taking six or eight grains, proluse diuresis 
will frequently occur, atld wfth it complete relief of all the 
symptoms.

I proved r^elliohs to remedies simply because they are regarded 

I as a disease fer. se. It requires only an accurate observation to> 

siiow that it is in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred a result^ or, 

if you please, a symptom. If, then^ this be true, it is the duty 

of the scientific practitioner sedulouilj to pursue the enquiry-.-<)f 

what is it the effect, or, in other words, what has produced it? 

The causes of epilepsy are quite numerous. 

Mabshaxx Hall eaUed the attention of the profession some 
years since to an important distinction founded upon physiologic* 
al truth, and which shotdd never be lost sight of in th» treatment 
of these affections, which are usually regarded as the 0pprohrivm 
of our science. He startad with the broad proposition that the 
causes of these nervous diseases were traceable t& impressions 
made either on the nervous centres, or on the peripheral extremi- 
ties of the nerves themselves. . Hence the distittction into cen- 
tric and eccentric convulsions. Who will net at ^nce recognise 
in this simple, yet truthful classification of these nervous mala- 
dies, the good sense and -logical mind, of Marshall Hall, who 
has strewed the field of medicine with many a physiological 
flower? If you reject his proposition, you cannot in any way 
satisfactorily account for many morbid phenomena, which are con- 
stantly developing themselves in the human system. 

But the proposition is not broad enough, for instead of speak- 
ing merely of convulsive affections, he might have included par- 
alysis, various neuralgic pains, etc. You are aware, for example, 
that irritation of the nerves of the stomach, either through dis- 
ease, or^the sudden application of cold, will oftentimes result in 
pain in the head, and more particularly of the forehead; and you 
are familiar with the fact that pain in the right shoulder is one 
of the ordinary consequences of an impression made on the nerves 
of the liver. Numerous facts recorded by Gravbs and others^ 
have shown that paralysis of the limbs, and more especially pf 
the lower, is frequently traceable to. numerous diseases of the 
lungd, pleura, liver, stomach, intestines, ovaries, uterus, kidneys 
and prostrate gland. 

In admitting, therefore, that paralysis, as well as convulsions, 
may result secondarily from irritation of some of the cent^petal 
nerves, it is easy to understand how a child, whose intestines are 
filled with undigested matter, may be attacked, as a consequenod, 
sometimes with paralysis and sometimes with convulsions; and 
upon the same principle, paraplegia will occaaionaUy be observed 
to follow a severe attack of dysentery, or enteritis. But why is 
it you may very naturally ask, that there are sometimes convul- 
fidk>ns, and at other times paralysis? If the irritation be sudden,, 
ftnd the nervous centres characterized by much excitibility, then 
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convnlsioDB irill occur — mA under otiier circttmstaitces paralysis 
will be developed — ^but it is aot, I bsfelieve, yet determined posi- 
tively why or how paralysis is prodi!tt«4 iNP tfot produced. It is 
not improbable that An alteration ia the attritioo of the spinal 
cord results from irritation of the centripetal nerves but the modia 
4n quo of this altered nutrition jus a question of some obscurity. 
Pr. Brown-Sbqttard suggests that it may be from the action of 
the nerres on the bjood-vessels; he has also pointed out another 
xjause of alteration in the spinal cord, and supposes it may result 
in paralysis. SCis argument is this: that the modification of 4 
diseased viiscus may be transmitted from the viscus to the ^Aml 
cord, in one of two ways. 1st. If inflammation supervene in the 
neurilema'of the tierves of the organ, it may pass on to the spi- 
nal cord itself; 2d. The nerve-tubes beingendowed with capillarity 
may propagate, through their extremities in the altered viscera, 
the fluids in contact with them, and a portion of these fluids may 
then be conveyed by the fibres of the anterior roots (as they do 
not pass through a ganglion) to the spinal cord in which they 
may ligjit up iMammatory action, or in some other mode involve 
its nutntion. 

When the patient now before you first presented herself at the 
Clinique, I remarked that I fe)t a deep interest in the result, and 
regarded the epilepsy in her case as one of eccentric origin, ex- 
plained as follows: At each menstrual crisis the peripheral ex- 
tremities of the spinal nerves, which you know are distributed on 
the neck of the womb, as well as the same extremities of the 
sympathetic, which pass to the upper poirtion of the organ, being 
dubjeeted to unusual irritation, this irritation is tranaoutted di- 
rectly by the spinal nerves, and indirectly by the «ympa(ihetiG fil- 
aments to< the two great nervous centres, the brain and spinal 
marrow; and in this way the epilepsy was ^yroduced. At ka^, 
this was my theory and reasoning to explaut the condition of the 
girl The treatment was predicated apon the theory, and we 
shall pre8e9tly learn what the result Jmbs been. . 

In epilepsy there is a loss of oonsciousuess, and c^nsequentiy 
the cerebrum, as well as the «pkal cord, is more or less involved; 
but in chorea, where consciougBess is undisturbed, 4ind where there 
is merely involuntary mueariar motion, certain parts of the so 
called tnie sj^ruU cord are atone the seat of irritation. 

:Now^ m^Mn, will yon fee kind enough to inform us Aether 
your daughter has improved, or otherwise, under the . treatment? 
She hatS improved^ sir, in one particular. What is that, madam? 
She does not have .her fits as she formerly did, at the time of iu&r ' 
courses, but«he has them about ten days afterward. . Are they 
as frequeat and severe as they were before she came to the Clini- 
que? They occur once or twice between her turns, but they do not 
list as long. Well, madam, from what you state, I am encour- 
aged to believe that we shall restore your daughter to health, and .

piills of caja[q>hor, liyosciamus, and Bover^s powder^ togctlier With 
mjections of laudanum and tepid water into the rectum, which 
yoa remember were the remedies suggested^ commencing two 
days before the menstrual period^ and continuing until its tcnnin- 
atiom The re^ult^ so far, has been most satisfactory, and you are 
bound to accept ,it^ not as the result of chance, but as a legiti- 
mate deduction from fair reasoning. What^ now, is to be done^ 
in order that the convulsions may be entirely removed, and this 
girl, who is ji^t^ as it were on the threshold of womanliood, res- 
tored to healthy and he enabled to ]^Iay her part in tlie great dra- 
ma of life? Fox this pm^iose, and as a link in the original ckain 
of argnment, I would suggest that the same treatment be contin- 
ued at the next menstrual turn, and in addition, after live days 
shall have elapsed from the termhiatioii of the menses, let fifteen 
drops (jf laudanum in a wine-glass of tepid water, be thrown up 
the rectum for three 8ucccssive nights, llns Will probably so 
dImJni&li the senstbiUty of the uterine organs, as to |jreTent a TC- 
<iurrence of the convulsions. If the injections should tend to 
constipate tbe bowels, the patient should take a seidlitz powder as 
circumstances may Require. 

For the few i>ast years, the ta^eatment of epilepsy has called 
forth Rome important researches, and various therapeutic agents 
hare been anggesterl. The modes of tTcatment, found most ^ne- 
cessful mny bo, I think, embraced under the following heads; Ist, 
Traeheotomy J 2d, Ca uteri station of the larynx and pharynx; 3d- 
AppU<mtion of the red-hot iron, and other escharotics to certain 
poitions of the head and neck; 4th. The section of a nerve in 
cases in which there is a decided aura; 5th. Certaiu special t^me- 
dies sueh as the oxide of zinc, arnmoniated copper, the cotyledon 
umbilicus, etc^etc. Tracheotomy was propoiicd by Marshau. 
Hall as the most efficient treatment in those cases of epilepsy in 
which there is what be terms laryngismus, i. c, spasm of the 
glottis, preventing the free pa;? sage of atmospheric air. What- 
ever may bo thought of the theory, it would seem that the results 
are not very favorable to tliis operation. Dr. KAncLrrri: has 
sho^^ that, in seven eases m whicti tracheotomy was had recourse 
to, ane only was positively cured, two died, and the others but 
^lightly Liiproved, The conclusion, then, is that this operation 
should not be performed unless the patient, during the epileptib 
jpai'oxysm, be positively threatened with Suffocation.

Now, in iriew of All tlus, 
J think ire maj sefely assert that the fatal effects of ergot mre 
due to poisoning of the blood, bat whether that poisoning con- 
sists in the sinple addition of the particles of the material fdngns 
or in the induction of chemical changes, or, as perchance, Lis- 
BIO might suggest, in a fermentiye process, yet remains to be 
Bolyed. 

This tintt-ensemik of morbid phenomena, aptly styled ergotism, 
and appearing in diversified aspects, such as convnlsive ergotism, 
gangrenous ergotism, etc., together with the peculiar constitution- 
al effects of the persistent introduction into the system of cin- 
chona, known as cinchonism, of alcohol as alcoholism, of tobaco, 
tibat may be named meoHamsm or iohadsm^ of lead, iatumism, of 
aconite, aconUdsm, etc., this ergotism, I say, together with the 
other isms, may well form a distinct class or order in the nosolog- 
ical arrangement which some future Gullbn may chance to com- 
mit to the tender mercies of the medical public. 

These diseases from remedies constitute a field of the wide- 
spread landscape of pathological conditions hitherto bnt little 
cultivated or even traveled over and inspected, a fact ^ttribntable 
in the first two instances adduced, to the cpmparijktiyely recent in* 
troduction of the articles jljito us^ as jth^rapeutlc agents, the for- 
mer, ergot dating its dfibvS upon the stage of the >f atena Medica 
no farther back tjiai^ th^ close of the 18th century, the latter, 
cinchona, to tiie year 1639. But since these various substances 
are now quite extensively employed in tiie practice of the healing 
art, and yearly becomipg more and more in demand, it assuredly 
behooves our inde&tigable profession to institute and .conduct to 
determined results rigid inquiries into the essential nature, course 
and termination of their respective pathological consequences, as 
also into jbheir appropriate prophylaxis and th^rapei^. The diffi- 
culties in the way of the attainment pf this very desirable en^d 
are ixideed many and great, such, for exa^nple, as the con^paratiye 
iufirequency of these ailments, the dei^e obscurity which so oft^ 
env/elopes their origin, the inextricable labyrinths through which 
the searcher for medical jtruth is many a time compelled to walk; 
but let the inductive powers of a Qudtbb, the acumen of a C/oop- 
f^ the well-b%isknced capacities pf a I^ush, the inflexible resolif 
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tiein and energy of a Morr, be enlktod in tiie enterprise, and'tiie 
obscurity will vanish, the mazes will be OTereeme, and the pro- 
fession of oar choice will receive signal honor, and goffering hu- 
manity be bountifally blesised. ' ' 

Again. The question of the intimate nature of the abnormal 
growth under consideration, whether simply the seed diseased by 
insects, or by hea^ and moisture, or, as maintained by DbCan. 
poLLE, a parasitic fungus, or still as put forth by Quekett the seed 
prevented by a parasitic fungus is one whiqh will engage the 
attentive investigation of aU medical men, and, moreover, one 
which may possibly receive some solvent aid&om a thorough can- 
vassing of the properties of the excrescential substance in their 
connection with and dependence upon the various morbid pheno- 
mena attending ergotism. For that causes may sometimes derive 
helps to disclosure from a careful analytical sifting of conseqnen 
ces and effects no less than effects, from investigation of causes, 
is a truth ineontestibly settled upon a sure basis ,of actual tria| 
and the acknowledged principles of inductive philosophy.. Here 
again I cannot avoid lamenting over my misfortune in being de- 
prived Of such a desirable opportunity of examining this pomt of 
inquiry as the occurrence which forms the warp of this communi- 
cation would have afforded me; but with respect to this complaint 
I may truly say, as will doubtless each of my readers, il suffit; 
and, in lieu of repining, endeavoring to make the most of this lit- 
tle facility for scientific elucidation granted me, I will thank my 
stars for what has been supplied and will be content. 

Once more. This instance of the mortal effect of ergotized 
rye upon animal life, suggests that the diseases of vegetable pro- 
ductions, of which the fungous excresence nhder discussion is a 
familiar, yet striking example, are well worthy the attentive con- 
sideration of scientific men, and justly deserve to be allotted a 
distinct department in the great university of science, to be 
known as vegetable pathology, and to be taught, if not in our 
medical schools, at least in our higher institutions of learning. 
The benefit that would ensue from the thorough execution of such 
an enterprise would be of very diversified aspect and character, 
as may easily be imagined. May I not venture to hope, aye, to 
prophesy, that some not very distant future age, if not our own, 
wfll be favotired with the blessed privilege of witnessing the ac. 
.complishWut of this laudable project, and of participating in its 
invaluable benefits. .^ >

Dr. Vandeb- 
VEER is said to have prevented more than three hundred persons 
from becoming mad, by the exhibition of this agent; It has, 
however, since been thoroughly tested, and found utterly worth- 
less in the treatment or prevention of hydrophobia. In conse- 
quence of its failure in the cure of a disease over which medicin- 
al agents possess little or no control, it sank into desuetude, and 
was by many swept from the catalogue of officinal^ agents. •Co- 
nium, now regarded eminently valuable in the treatment of a va- 
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riety of diseases, once met a fflmSar fate in its history, in oonse- 
qnenoe of its failing to cure sdrrbons diseases, for whidi it liad 
been r^arded as a 8pe<^/ ^tellaria, like coninm, will yet be- 
fomid highly snccessM in the lareatment of many diseases, but is 
not to be considered as a specie in any. 

Lately I haf6 b6'6n using Tfilden's fluid extfatct of Scutellaria, 
with signal success, in the treatment of diseases attended with 
nervous irritation and irritability, resffesfeness, etc. In the treat- 
ment of children, it is invaluable for allaying these symptoms- 
The dose is a teaspoonfnl, repeated a* often as the ch-cumstances 
or indications require.

BRONCHIAL iNJEdTioN^. In the Jafauary 3fo. of the Armrican 
Medical MoTtthly^ Dr. Horace Green published an important par 
per " On tU tTttployrnRTU; of injections inio the bronchial tubes, and 
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ndo tubemUar amtks of tke h^rP He introdnoeB an dasdc 
tabe, through the tniehea and intd the left or right bronchial di- 
vision, as the case may require^ and through that injectsfrom one 
to two drachms of the solution of nilarate of silYer, forty grains 
to the ennce into the Inng. This he says produces no congh or 
sense of saffocation. In the few cases Dr. Qbbbn has em^doyed 
injections of a solution of nitrate of silyer into the lungs in dis- 
eases of these organs, the results have been uniformly an abate- 
ment of the cough and pectoral pain and an improvement in the 
character of the expectoration. This is a novel medication, and 
will doubtless arouse professional incredulity, as much as did his 
proposed topical treatment of the larynx and trachea^ This, we 
opine, will be a matter of trivial importance to him, if, after its 
feasibility is established, some one does not attempt to rob him 
of the honors of originality. For ourselves, we have high hopes 
of this new plan of medication and confidently expect that subse- 
quent experience will confirm the first favorable impression of its 
utility^ Nitrate of silver is probably not the only remedy that 
caii be ttus used without risk and with benefit. The public have 
g^eat confidence in remedial aplilications direct to the seat of dis- 
ease, and when the benefits of bronchial injections shall fcfe foDy 
known and appreciated, doubtless the inhalation quacks wit! b6 
curtailed somewhat in their profita. 



Removal of a portion of the luno. In the February No. of 
the Medical Exammjer, Dr. Hale communicates a case of a wound 
through the thoracic walls of the left side, in an Irishman, aged 
25 years. A portion of the lung protruded, and before medical 
attention was had, became utihealthy from strangulation. Dr. 
Hale excised the protruding portion, which measured six inches 
in length and 2 1-2 inches in diameter, the remainder was pushed 
back and the external wound closed by stitches and adhesive 
plaster. The patient recovered without any bad symptoms^ and 
on the sixth day it is said, he walked jive miles to see his physician 
which walk seems to us to have been entirely superfluous. How 
the " protruded portion of lung became filled with air" at each 
inspiration we cannot conceive, and Dr. Hale does not see fit to 
enlighten us. In fact we cannot help thinking there was some 
inaccuracy of observation or of statement. Why pneumothorax

iBrPRAORDiNARY sIzedChild. The January No. of the '*W1m^-^ 
erii Landetp mentions a case of birth in Mliich the child Weighed 
twenty-two amd d half paimds. Indeed pelvic caliber is not of 
equal distribution! The largest' child we ever saw at birth, weigh*' 
ed thirteen and a half pounds, and its delivery ' was conipleted in 
less than half an hoitt from the .first labor paife. We once sat 
down to a woman^ in the '■ commencetoent of labor as supposed 
and the first pain gate us the chil4, placenta, li(|uor amni!; all at 
one effort, fdr the membranes were entire: the woman was deliy. 
ered as the hen of her egg. The membranes were immediately 
ruptured and the child survived. Capacious pelvises are not very 
rare, but twenty-two and a half pound children at birth, are ex- 
tremely uncommon. 



TTlceration of the Leg. In a late No. of the London Lan^xt 
Dr. F. C. Skey gives his plan of treating chronic ulceration of 
the legs with many illustrative cases. Opium is the main remedy 
in connection with tonics and stimulants when indicated. He oc- 
casionally resorts to straps and bandages, as adjuncts, but opium 
with soap is his main dependence. In reference to its action he 
says: " In truth opium is a most valuable stimulant of the. vital 
powers, and whether its action originates with the centre or the 
periphery of the circulation, whether primarily on the heart or 
on the capillary vessels, I do not ^pretend to know; but there is 
no drug, simple or composite, known to our pharmacologists that 
possesses an equal power with opitim, of giving energy to the 
capillary system of arteries, of promoting animal warmth and thus 
maintaining an equal balance of the circulation throughout the 
body." That opium gives energy to the capillary circulation and 
promotes animal warmth we are 'well convinced. When the conn- 
try practitioner is called from a warm bed in winter, to ride four 
or five miles, we know of nothing that will prove so eflfectual in 
keeping him warm as a grain of opium. Many persons exposed 
to inclement weather, resort to spirituous liquors as a prevention 
of cold, but opium will prove more eflBcient in the accomplish- 
ment of this end and is less injurious to the digestive and nervous 
systems.

TuEiPHiiNiNG. ,i)r. Syme, .pf Edinburgh, in a qlinical lecture 
published in a recent number of the London Lancet, disparages 
the use of the trephine in nearly all cases of fracture of the 
skull. He says, " if you except the case of punctured fracture 
of very small size, such as a sharp pomted instrument would pro- 
duce, trephining is never of any service." This somewhat sur- 
prises us, coming from so eminent a Surgeon, believing as we 
have, and still do, that many lives are lost in neglecting to make 
an early use of the trephine. Frg^eti^res not unfrequently occur, 
where the inner table is more extensively fractured than the ontqr 
and where trephining is the only safe surgical proceedure. Dr. 
Erichsen, a Surgeon of no less eminence than Dr. Syme, uses the 
trephine quite often, and does not restrict the propriety of its 
use to cases of small " punctured fracture." In cases' of depress- 
ed fracture of the skull, accompanied by symptoms of compress- 
ion, the depressed fragments should in aH cases be raised by the 
use of the trephine, if it cannot be perfectly done without; and 
where fracture with depression is quite evident, and the symptoms 
of compression absent as is sometimes the case, we aprehend the 
rule of Surgery should be the same. Bad symptoms should be 
anticipated, not waited for. Many lives have probably been lost 
in cases of fracture of the skull with evident depression, when 
the symptoms of compression are absent, by waiting for symp- 
toms which are almost sure to come connected with meningeal 
and cerebral inflammation where operative proceedings are neg- 
lected or postponed. 



GIlSTROTomt. a late number of the Medical Examiner, con- 
tains a report of a case of gastrotomy, for the removal of a lead- 
en bar, 10 inches in length, weighing a pound, which operation 
was eminently successful. The operation was performed by Dr- 
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BsLLy of WapeQo, Iowa; no bad symptoms followed, and the pa. 
tient was well in two weeks. This operation, we beliere, has 
neyer been performed in this conntry before, an480 fiar as we 
know, but a very few tunes anywhere; hence we may condade 
that there are bold and good Snrgeons in the new state of Iowa, 
as well as elsewhere. The "Vfest can famish many good phjEdc- 
ians and snigeons, tiiorongly posted in their profession, and we 
hope they will increase until ignorant characters shall be driyen 
from a vocation they dishonor, and regula/Tt the only truly edeetic 
medicine shall have a worthy representatiTe wherever sickness 
prevails and accidents occur.

Ij^li^mmation of the' Sbeaths of tendons foniis*'an"interesting object .Of 
stiidy, as it leads frequently to errors in diagnosis, while on the othelr 
hand, if correctly ascertained it requires special therapetitic means for 
its treatment. Evsry one is awai^e of that peculiar kind of inflammation 
of the sheaths of the radial extensors and which M. Velpeat; has des- 
cribed under the name of at. £ut the radial muscles are not the only 
ones thus affected^ and an example of this affection, attacking th^ late- 
ral peronei muscles lafely came under the Proiessors observation. There 
was no:ticed on the side of ithe right foot, below the malleo^ji^.s externus a 
spot of a red coloijir, elongated and narr/ow, and following the ciinrature 
of the lateral peronei. ^Ijiere was tumefaction, oedema, p(;lin, heat ,an<^ 
jredness.

VELPS^iV hos freqjuently observed 
that blisters in these cases* rather than ii^ccease the pain relieve the par 
tients, and even at times mitigate, their , sufferings. Inour patients a 
somewhat unexpected result has proved, once more, in this species of in- 
flanfimation, that the diaignosis being properly arrived at,, the prognosis 
and, therapeutical mea^s are to be modified. The inflammation passed 
to ^aiolutioo and he was discharged cured in eigl4 or ten days after. In 
the onset, Q^ tendinous, inflammations, quiet frequently alone suffices for 
the cure; if, U appears to fail, then recourse must be had to leeches, poul- 
tices, baths- locally and generally, and above all a blister, will trmmph 
over the diseagr) even in its advanced stages. This case teaches us tl^at, 
ey^n when thsxi^ Is fluctuatioA. we must not despair of. bringing the case 
to a happy t^erminAtion. loflamnxation of this nature }s of frequent oc.- 
curren<:e, and it.i^ as frequently misiuxAerstood ; and above all, , it is of 
the highest impqrtanee for. the prpguosis an.d treatment, not to confound 
it with phlegmon^^GazettQ des Hopitftu:^.

The duratidti of peAtonitiWby per- 
foration or rup^ftre is fee shortest in almdfet evei*^* case. In M. 
LotJis^ cases, the time' which ^kpsed be<#een fee ^ttitfg in of 
the pe^atioh fifed death varied froitt tl*enty t6^4fty-6tx>otirs, 
except m owe ^Igect \^h6 live^a until tfie seventh ^y. We have 
bbsetved similar instances in cases of f^npture of 'fee spleen. It 
■mtty, in general be said that i^tonitoff'Om rtiptittre is ttiore mp- 
idly fatal than when it restrlts from j^rfotation^ because in oases 
of rupture, fee outlet of communicati6h being iM^r and feia for- 
eign, liquid being poured with violence' and abttn<|ance in feeperir 
toneum, inflammation of great intensit;^^ is at <i»i^e' developed. In 
rupture of the stomach, the impossibUity of taJdng in fluids with- 
out their immedUute escape into the infliunedcavliy, and fee pas9- 
a^ of the acrid matters contained in this orgaa into tW cavity, 
renders the disease fatal in a few hours."*" 

Cteiieral Peritonitis almost always terminates in death. The 
^ cases whereinwe might hope for a more favorable issue, are with- 
out d,oilM, thc^e' of simple spontaneous Peritoaltis; but we have 
"seen how rarely they occur, and how much doubt is entertaiapd 
in relation t(^ the majority of such cases. Peritonitis from an 
extension of inflammution when of a general character is almost 
inyariably fatal/ Gfhe termination of fee: puerperal form of the 
disease is knWh td all practitioners; a cure is pf seldom occur- 
rence; feough,.in these eases, death results as well from other les- 
ions of the puerperal fever afi from the Peritonitis itself. I will 
return to tMs subject 

There are but few^ o'd^ lAliere peritonitis from perforation

Thede adhesions limit- 
ing the -pihf of the organs, maj^ at times give iise to accidents 
which it in important fdr ns to p6int ontt th^ abdomen remains 
tender at their point Off existen^^/ and this tenderness i6m<>te 
partictilait^ manifest in Extended nifOtlons of ilat tnmk, as a drag- 
ging ^ th^ hdhesions is expcAenced as #M1 as in the organ ' 
im^caied ts Hi ihe abdbminal parietes to which they are attach- 
ed. I^he Tise^, saeh f6r exaraplci as the stdibacfi and lirer, can 
be retained in a sitnatidn different from the normal ^tate, and 
hence a greatet^ 6r less degree of interference with' their Amctions 
will be the refinidt; Bnt in no sitnatibn are these symptoms/ the 
-sequence df adhesions, m'6re evident than in certain cases of al>^ 
nonnal adhesftos of the intestitii^s: We hav€^ already spoken of 
bridles feiSnlting from peurti^l l^eritdnitis completely strangulating 
the intestinal (^al; at times several folds are attached together, 
and the peristfldtic action bein^ interfered with, the intestinal 
-matters accnmnlate: in other instances the result is occasioned by 
the adhesion of a portion of the intestine to some neighb^Mng 
organ as i\h uterus, oY the ovarium in « diseased c<mditiOn, and 
from this it results that the centre of the fold of the intestine be- 
ing in a declined position there is engorgement or accumulation 
fit this part. M. Gossy has lately communicated to the Scoc^ty 
ol Observation, a case of this nature. I have pointed out the 
principal inconveniences that may result from these adhefii6ns, 
and the others can be easily understood.

The anatomical lesions of Peritonitis in geneAii,* And 6f ea6t 
form in particular, have been studied with much cafej and in the 
works published during the last twenty years "ire Unil^ifttoerons 
details upon this point.

If true, in thoi^e^sases that have been well known {^nd- Stud- 
ied, there has been>perforation or rupture ofi^ cavity and, its con- 
tents emptied ]4^itio.,1^e peritoneum, it cannot ^be .q^gtiened that 
the foreign liquid may have sensibly modified by it? contact with 
.tiiie peritoneal, secretion, which could have be«i difii^rent bad 
there been but inflammation; and, moreover, this liquid by its ad- 
jmixture with the product of this inflammatory secretion, ,mnst 
necessarily endow it with special qualities* In some cases we 
discover at the bottom of the pelvis, towards the lumbar regi<H)s 
and seldom elsewhere, a small quantity of turbid .whitish Bemm 
wiiUifibduous fla)£es floating in it; at other times it is a true coUec- 
tion of pus with. or without a small quantity of iiquid fecal mat- 
ters, bile,, etc., depending upon the nature of the organ thatjhas 
. been perforated or ruptured. Again the quantity of purulent 
liquid is somewhat abundant, .and in such, cases, it generally results 
.from the bursting of a jarge ^sce$s into the peritoneal, -cavity; 
and this is the case in abscqss of %\i^ iliac fossa, Lastly the li- 
quid is at times .sanious and very fetid, and this is obseryed in 
cases where the abdominal organs ,are in a gangrenou3 condition. 
We sometimes find blood mixed with the fluid contained in the 
peritoneal cavity; this result has led some writers to make an- 
other form of Peritonitis under the appelation of hemorrhagic 
.Peritonitis. But I have pointedout above thereasons. which lead to

M. Tessibr,! of Lyons, has administered With siiccesssone 
centigramme daily of nux vomica in cases of constipation resulting from 
inertia; he also advises astringeoit liijections, such as tannin, ratanhia^ 
alum, cachou, etc., under simitar circumstances. This species of con- 
stipation is generally prevalent among -Old people. Dr. Allborakd,} 
has frequently succeeded in obstinate co'nstipaffoo with injeettoils of ni- 
trate of silver 0,0*^ tq 0,10 grammes to 82 grammes distilled water.

. \n the men's wafd^ia sin^ilar case, in which the .rheumatism after having 
travelled tluoagh the limbs, became centered upon ihe meningeal metp- 
branes. When'rheumatisra thus fixes itself on the lining membranes of 
nervous centres, it determines a considerable degree of congestion, and 
the result isparalizing of those parts supplied with nervous cords arising 
from the parts thus implicated. 

At times paradysis from such causes man ifests itself in a still more evi- 
dent manner, as is demonstrated by the following case i-* 

A man in No. 16 Saint Bbrnard ward, formerly a soldier In the colon - 
ieS| goes out swimming while at Martinique; in leaving the water he be- . 
comes paraplegic and is cured in six weeks; He entered the hospital 
some time since for rheumatism of the-tMtpid'^m^sc'le ; the pain persist- 
ing, I ordered a blister aipd lilorpiiine; the pain- disappeared the follow- 
ing day from the deltoid^ but it manifested itselt severely over tiie clavi- 
cle, in the brachial plexus, while at the same tirne there was loss of sen- 
sation and motion in the arm. These symptom**, afler a continuance of 
ten days, entirely di'>appeared. These factis, proving how rheumatism will 
progress from the periphery towaVds the centre', from a nervous trunk to- . 
wards a plexus and nervous centres^ possess a high therapeudc value. 
Thus, in the paraplegic wonian Whose case we have alluded to the treat-, 
ment directed was aiiti- rheumatic ; scarifications about the tenth dorsali 
vertebrte, the painful part ; veratrine was administered and sensible re- 
lief obtained. The patient is now enabled to walk and says that «he has

Clinioed Ledures on the Diseases of Women and Children^ By 
OuNNiNG S. Bedpord, A.M., M.D., Professor of Otatetrics, 
the Diseases of Women and Children and Ginical Midwifery, 
in the University of New York. 8vo. pp. 563. S. S. h W. 
Wood. New York. 1866. 

Our attention was first attracted to these Lectures by the nov- 
elty of the enterprise, in the success of which we had not much 
confidence; and it is partly from having witheld our enconiage- 
ment that we are now induced to state our opinion of the results. 
We were, however, by no means alone in this distrust, and there 
were probably none who did not regard the undertaking as an ex- 
periment that would be required to encounter many difficulties. 
We think that our author has fairly represented this at page 12. 
Nevertheless, the work went on; grave and venerable matrons 
brought their daughters and little ones to the clinic in «ch in- 
creasing numbers that they soon exceeded the Professor's ability 
to dispose of the cases in the allotted time of two hours; and the 
lectures became frequented by many practitioners in the city, and 
by students attached to the other schools. The experiment came 
out triumphantly, and proved to the world that knowledge and 
humanity in pursuit of lofty and sacred objects may overcome 
what would be otherwise oflFensive to common modesty. The Pro- 
fessor has demonstrated that human suffering in any form may be 
rendered the subject of chaste and enlightened instruction in a 
practical manner; and it is a consciousness of this honesty of pur- 
pose, and confidence in the uprightness of those who come to 
learn, which has divested his lecture-room of all repulsiveness to 
the sensitive female who may desire the benefits offered by skill 
and benevolence. A principle which he lays down, and is amply 
followed out in his comments, has, doubtless, been largely tribu- 
tary to our author's success. In his intercourse with his female 
patients, he says, " let the practitioner feel that he stands in the 
sanctuary of virtue, and his actions cannot fail to be in accord- 
ance with this sentiment;" page 77. And it may be supposed 
that he was not unmindful of another precept addressed to hii 
audience, that, " the poor, like the wealthy of this world, are 
subject to disease and suffering; and they, too, have their keen 
sensibilities. To allay these sensibilities, and smooth the pillow 
of the sufferer, laboring under the double affliction of disease and 
poverty, is the duty of the Christian; it should, too, constitute 
the happiness of the physician:" page 87.. 
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We cannot, however, agree with the anthor in the propriety of 
the latitude which is ^omet'mes indulged f9r the practical benefit 
of the studen^. . Qiit t^ ^eat popularity of the clinics appears 
to render ouv application applicable to all the'Caae^ where delica- 
cy is most in question. And, that the Professor manages all this 
with a becoming consideration, is further evident from the rebuke 
which he so wisely bestows upon the abuses of the speculum and 
touch, especially the former: pages 6 and 126 — 128, Nor will 
we neglect, in this connection, our author's referenice to soaie of 
the frequent remote predisposrng causes of " ffmctional and or- 
ganic derangement of the uterus, among which he enuni^»tes in 
graphic language, 

" Abortions, precocious nervous excitement from the perusal of 
prurient books, the lascivious polka, and the various excitiujg 
scenes of city life, as so many influences which are constantly ex- 
hibiting their destructive results on the females of the gay me- 
tropolis; and add to these, the uninterrupted rounds of excite- 
ment, consequent upon balls, parties, the opera, etc., the liability 
t6 cold, imposed by these amusements, and more than all, the fact 
that these disastrous influences — disastrous to health and happi- 
ness — are exercised on a physique^ too often without a single attri- 
bute of solidity, and you will at once have explained why it is 
that females in the higher classes in our large cities decay long 
before they have attained the meredian of life." Page 7, and again 
pages 98-100, 293, 294. 

But Professor Bedford, has done more than achieving the suc- 
cess of his clinics. He has more than taught us their practibility 
and usefulness. He has opened a new field in the periscope of 
medicine, where he will have no lack of followers, and has confer- 
red a benefit upon humanity which the enlightened of future gen- 
erations will not fail to acknowledge. 

If we look at the work before us, we shall find it although only 
an abbreviation of his lectures, bearing ample testimony to the 
author's industry,talents, learning and benevolence. In whatever 
is practical, he has generally our concurrence, often our admira- 
tion; and this is the most immediately useful part of the work. 
In diagnosis, description of symptoms, pathological and remote 
predisposing causes, modes of investigation, . and treatment, its 
value is of a high order, and generally unexceptionable. In all 
these respects too, our author is ample in the most useful detail, 
nor avoids a minuteness where it may be suggestive in difficult 
problems or of habits of critical inqury. Nor have we anything 
but commendation for the style, which is chaste and classical, or 
for the pi'eservation of its original colloquial manner, unless there 
may bo to the mature physician a redundancy of interrogatories 
and of a conciliating deportment addressed to the patients. But 
it will be readily seen how much all this is tributary to the hap- 
piness and confidence of those who resort to this cfinic for relief, 
how much it unfolds the diseases, how much it imparts the force 
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q( domonsttatioa, and bow vtamh the example conducts tbe'^pttpil 
into the proper methods of myestigation, and awakens his^kind- 
Qjess and sjnupatbj. But oiif author often tvcoa with an agreable 
facility, into the didactic style, especially in exposition of medteal 
principles, or, as in the analysis which he makes of the structnre 
of the uterus and its appendages : pages 136^1^. 

It wiB be thus seen that our author does not Hmit himself to 
the jsittipre details of practical iuAtruction. Far from it; for he 
cone^ntiy brings into application many of tbe'great'principles of 
the science, by whlk^h, indeed^ however, unconsciously, he is es- 
peooally guided in his pathologidal and therapeutical views, and 
which never fail of actuating all, with rare exceptions in the 
treatment of disease. Sound in the main, in his philosophy, he 
occasionally departs from it to pay a tribute to the prevailing 
errors of the (ky. It is the former, however, as his book will 
^ow, which carries off his practice, and therefore, in a practical 
sense at least, the latter ie ignored. But what most surprised us 
is thfi frequent introduction of those enlightened views in solidiMn 
and vitalism, which have yielded so extensively in recent times, 
to the lofig-exploded doctrines of humoralism and physics; and it 
is thfe, especially, which has prompted us to look with diligence 
to the practical value of the work, and to express^our humble op- 
inion^uponj^ merits. 

It is impossible, however, to present an analysis 'of this store- 
house of knowledge for the student of medicine, for it consists, 
in itself, of analysis of special cases, and of brief commentaries 
upon principles in medicine suggested by the circumstances^of the 
individual cases. This ia alike true of our author's instruction 
both upon the diseases of women and children, though much less 
remarkable for variety and skill in the latter respect than in the 
more complicated diseases of females. There is, unavoidably 
much repitition where the cases present strong points of resem- 
blance; but this is not valuable to the inquisitive student, on ac- 
count of the peculiarities of every case," or' even their shades of 
difference, which may be important to be understood, but often 
of difficult discernment. Occasionally, there is a useless repiti 
tion preserved in the- work, which appears to have .been the re- 
sult of inattention ; as in the instructions given for^the ^manage- 
ment of infants as soon as born, their food, etc. 
. Our author's lectures are also peculiarly valuable for the im- 
portance which they ascribe to an exact knowledge, and the con- 
stant exemplifications, of the seats and sympathetic complications 
of disease, and in tracing effects to their proper pathological cau- 
ses. Many very instructive examples occur in diagnosis, and the 
most ingenious and difficult show our author's complete depend- 
ence upon the philosophy of the vital solidist. Thus, for exam- 
ple, at page 45 is an instructive case of obstinate vomiting, occa- 
sioned by uterine hydatids.

" Several medical gentlemen had already prescribed for the pa- 
tient. When first seen by myself in company with Dr. Whiting 
she was apparently near dissolntion. Her prostration wag ex- 
treme; her conntinance almost Hippocratic; and indeed, her 
friends had abandoned all hope of recovery. The gentlemen who 
had preceded me in attendance, had ordered cnps, leeching, blis- 
ters, etc., over the region of the stomachy with varions other rem- 
edies, but all without the slightest appreciable effect." Our au- 
thor " arrived at the conclusion 'that the vomiting was merely a 
symptom of trouble elsewhere than in>^the stomach, and that no 
remedy addressed to that organ would be of the least avail in res- 
cuing the patient from the imminent .peril to which she is phiced. 
On applying my hand to the abdomen, I found the uteflM enlar- 
ged, and occupying the hypogastric t«gion> " My opinion was, 
that the vomiting was sympathetic, 'ftud produced by irritation of 
the uterus. I therefore suggested the propriety of endeavoring 
to induce contraction of this organ, that its contents might be 
expelled. This view was concurred in by Dr. WnrriNo. Accor- 
dingly, at Dr. Whitinq's request, I introduced a female catheter 
Into the uterus. In a short tune the organ contracted, and a 
mass of hydatids was thrown off. Almost immediately, as if by 
enchantment, the vomiting ceased. The patient had a slow re- 
covery and is now in the enjoyment of robust health." 

Our atithbf then remarks: " Let this case impress on you the 
importlince of tracing effects to causes; and remember this cardin- 
al truth, that the practitioner who prescribes for mere symptoms, 
(and our author has several cases illustrative of this,) can never 
hope to treat disease successfully." And may we not add that 
success can never be attained but through an enlightened knowl- 
edge in physiology as the groundwork of all the rest? But this 
case, like a parallel one from congestive dysmenorrhcea at page 
■ 112, is only conspicious in that respect. A multitude of others, 
more obscurely but not less essentially dependent upon the laws 
of sympathy, are constantly presenti^ig themselves in our author's 
' Work, and where, without the same gpiding philosophy, all prac- 
tice is a poor substitute fbr unaided nature. It is all for the symp- 
toms; dr foi: some peccant humor, or aspires at converting morbid 
blood ftnd diseased solids into their normal state by chemical pro- 
cesses, when these very philosophers, profound as they may be in 
other defmrtments of science, will readily concede that the Orig- 
inal normal state was the work of an elaborate system of organi- 
zation, and acting upon materials totally different from the chem- 
ical agents by which they may be supposed to be r£5{)laced. 

Analogous to the foregoing, but presenting other aspects of 
our author^s philosophical habits, are the enlightened comments 
upon a case of ulceration of the uterus, at pages 124-126, where 
the physiological habits of the nervous system in developing sym- 
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pftithetic diseases are well compounded; and here oar author treads 
heayily upou the usurpations of the chemist, and laughs at the 
bumoralist, by tracing the formation of urinary lithates to the 
laws of vital solidism. Thus our author: — 

" There is one feature in this case with which is associated a 
very important and interesting fact; the character of the urinary 
deposit. Patients will frequently consult you on this subject, and 
if you regard the urinary deposit as a disease per 5«, if you con- 
nect it with idiopathic afifection of the kidneys, you will often err 
in judgement, and fail to benefit your patient. Lithates are not 
uncommon in the urine of females, and if your observation be di- 
rected to this point, you will discover that they are often the in- 
direct result of disease ef the womb. This charactei of deposit 
is one of the evidences of impaired digestion. In diseases of the 
uterus, either functional and organic, this impairment, I have al- 
ready said, is apt to follow through the operation of the trisploTir- 
dmic system of nerves* You see, therefore, how manifestly im- 
portant it is, before having recourse to therapeutic measures, to 
ascertain where the cause and. effect exist." And so of a sim- 
ilar, maltreated case, at pages 383-386. 

At another time, in recurring to the subject of ganglionic in- 
fluences in the production of disease, we have from our author a 
practical suggestion which is predicated of the true philosophy 
of the peristdtic movements of the intestines. After speakirg 
of many other sympathetic results of the gravid uterus, our auth- 
or says: — 

" I believe that to a certain degree the constipation so common 
in pregnancy may be explained in the same way, the regular ac- 
tion of the intestinal canal being modified in consequence of a 
want of healthy nervous power from the ganglionic nerves. This 
at all events, in my opinion, is the true explanation of torpor of 
the bowela in the earlier months of gestation ; and I therefore 
am led, as a general rule, to regard constipation as an accompani- 
ment of pregnancy for the same reason that I do nausea, vomit- 
ing, etc., irritation of the ganglionic system of nerves. But, at 
a later period of pregnancy, there is an additional cause 
brought into operation — ^pressure of the uterus against intes- 
tine, etc. :" page 146. 

On the other hand, another peculiarly modified irritation of- 
the ganglionic nerves, induced by pregnancy, will lead to diarrhoea, 
the nervous power then operating as in the case of vomiting, as. 
a stimulus to the organic properties of the intestinal muscular 
tissue: page 14T. The treatment must depend on the special : 
causes, remote and proximate. 

Or consider the comprehensive philosophy involved in a few 
words of our author's excellent comment upon a case of " sub-mu- 



cous fibrous tumor 
pages 217-224. 
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*^ The efmac^tion here is the reiSttlt of loieaV difiea86--^e ti«r^M- 
of organic life, whose healthy influence is 6o essentkl to the ihftin^ 
tenance of the ntttritiv« ftmctions, bare suffered impiiirinetit, from 
the diseased condition of th^ uterus, Md hence they have be«^ 
unable to transmit to the digestlre orgAns their proper supply of 
nervous power. How often have yon seen this principle es^fiv- 
ptified in the Clinique, both in functiotlal and structurat disease ol 
the uterus I It is a principle which those of you who intend to 
make a speciality of the maladies peculiar to women mtist have 
constantly before you. Ofteft will it prove a faitMul g'«Al*, and 
enable you to reach the truth which, without it would hie tttrnt- 
tainable. It is not improbaMe that the patient herself; a^ well 
as her Men^, imagine that the emaciation is the absorbing f^a^ 
ture in the case — and with this view, theh* therapeuttcs wottld 
c<lnsist in the administration of tonics to generate an appe^iftel,' 
etc. But to you -this decay of structure presents a very different «»»' 
pect — it is the? effect of a disease which alone Is to occupy your «fc* 
tention; and if you can succeed in arresting it, then the nutrithi'e 
functions will be the recipients of healthy nervons infltfeflce— di- 
gestion will be improved, atid the patient will gain health s^^ 
strength. This, at least, is the fair reasoning in the caser-HTeaisOn- 
ing, which ali exp^eoce proves to be correct:'' page 2201 

It is not remarkable, however, that onr author, in hf& devotioti 
to his favorite department, and in the midst of so great a varietj^ 
of complications of disease, should sometimes regard thfe nterin^' 
derangement as the primary sympathetic cause, when it has been 
only one of the remote consequences of other lesions of fhnclfion. 
We think that such misapprehension occurs in the' ifitetesthfg case* 
of " Jhreatened paralysis,'' at pages 208-210, and that of *' sup- 
pressed menstruatio'n and periodical hemorrhoidal bleedi%,'^ at 
page'337, the latter of which we would refer to hepatit conges- 
tiorf. ^^These instances, however are rare; and for these o'oi^ au- 
thor inay plead the example of his distinguished teacher, the Bk- 
rOn L'duis, who refers all the structural lesions that ever happen 
in typhoid fever to a primary affection of Payer's glands, yellow 
fever to hepatic disease and the intermittent to troubles of the 
spleen. 

We shall continue to follow our author in his medical princi- 
ples because we find them most . usefully associated, as a natural 
result, of his exposition of about all the cases tha/t make tip his 
valuable contribution to the healing art. We may not neglect 
saying, therefore that the humoral pathology, as feir as otir au- 
thor's facts and philosophy are concerned, gets msitif blows froM 
examples of lactation and mammary abscess; and chemistry and • 
filtration have a very sorry chance in their presence, especiaHy 
when our author speaks of the effects of mental emotions in al-^ 
tering the qualities of the milk, and which is illustrated by a 
case of infantile purging and convulsions, at page 428-4i6; and 
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tiigoAik when he decaa^ apon the inflaences of the Qterns, habits» 
etc., in «rarbasly Bffeetmg the {urodnction of milk. The simple 
element of the whole may be constantly seen in the only philoso- 
phy which can interpret the rarions sudden .changes brought ab- 
out in the prodact of a suppurating surface by mental emotions, 
gastric and intestinal derangements, cathartics, exercise in the 
open air, etc. ; and this ts teztensiyely applicable to all other se- 
cretions. 

Many prevailing errors in practice are corrected, which are 
often accompanied by suggestions that point the attention of the 
student to profound problems in physiology, which, if he follow 
out, will induct him far into the labyrinth of a sound philosophy 
of life and disease. These instances sometimes begin in slight 
matters. Thus at page 1 99, our author, when obiecting to the 
usage of appling to ligatures two the umbilical cord, is 1^ to as- 
sign the reason, which brings into view the whole proper philoso- 
phy of decarbonization of the blood, both in the lungs and in 
the placenta, and how the phenomenon as taking place in the lat- 
ter is tributary to a just interpretation of the former. 

We would also commend to the attention of the student two 
difficult and well-authenticated cases in diagnosis of a very differ- 
ent character from such as we have already quoted; one of con- 
cealed pregnancy, the other of mistaken pregnancy. They oc- 
cur at pages 48 to 53, and abound with important instructioa 
eren to the mature of the Profession. The narrative has als« 
the advantage of being affectingly true to nature, and the -cases 
are presented without any apparent design of our author, in pow- 
erful contrast with each other. 

At pages 248-251 is a very clever, and if we may «ay so, ad- 
mirable diagnosis of a ease of '^ imperforate os tinose and reten- 
tion of the menses," which exemplifies our author's skill and the 
p ractical richness of his instructien. Other, and similar cases 
occur at pages 29^7-299, and pages .318-321, the latter of which 
presents the interest of having oocmrred in a woman who had 
borne two children; and a successful issue of this case may be 
seen at page 376. These dexterous achievements in diagnosis 
were made and verged in the presence of the class; and perhaps 
it may be conceded that the great practical benefit arising from a 
thorough investigation of obscure forms of dangerous maladies 
justifies the full extent of our author's critical instruction. There 
seems not to have been anything lost to modesty, while it cannot 
be doubted that much was gained to knowledge and humanity. 
There is much of this where obscurity prevails, and where a great 
•compensation obtains, though it may be mostly important in the 
aspect of diagnosis. This, for example is true of the interesting 
<case iof uterine flatus, which follows immediately the last of the 
foregoing, pages 321-825; and at page 311 may be seen the sue- 
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c^ssfiil result' of. tlie instrniiiental tteatoKnt. To this dw» cf ea^- 
seSy (m\j farmore practically imfDortamt, belongs a rccj compliear 
ted one of '^ complete occlusion ^sf the mm^s urimarius^ wUk a^ 
kesion of the walls of the upper^fowrth of the vagina, together vM' 
vesiuHmginal fistula, pr&ddced hf> instrumental ddivery/* requiring 
three distinct operations at as mnsj distinct periodsy tfttd wbece 
oar aathor exhibits his happy fikcility of rendering a special cam 
the groundwork of important and (M versified information: pagei 

. So far, and in all the onalagoos cases of difficult diagnosis and> 
treatment, we think that our author has established a claim ta 
the thanks of the l*rofession for^the responsibilities he undertook 
in its behalf, and where, too, he had bcJen discouraged from the 
enterprise. Even in such instances as that of the abscess, at 
page 3,40, and of chancre, at page 419, ^nd of infiltration, at 
page 406, much practical benefit may result from the demonstrar 
tions made; but: here it is more a question .as to the propriety of 
its- full extent. . If all minds were as pure as our author^ we 
might not raise an objection. In any event, it must be conceded 
that our author has a remarkable facility in obtaining the confi- 
dence of female patients. 

We aire npt disposed, however to rest here, but woslft in^cste 
still further the excellent variety*, in the work before us. Of a 
still difierent character from the foregoing is an incfiiiry into the 
various internal causes of chorea (page 116); and at pi^efs 104- 
105 is a profitable example in diagnosis of internal causes of 
cough, where the malady was ^^sympathetic from intestinal worms," 
with an explanation of the pKiloso|)hy ; while this ta&y be contras- 
ted with another case of troubl^>some cough depending ap<» 
' - pressure of the gravid uterus against the diaphragm,'' when the 
paUent was in a recumbent posture (page 180) ; with appropriate 
conunents in all the cases upon the corresponding varieties in 
treatment. And here may be usefully considered and compared 
with the foregoing the enlightened commentary upon a case of 
catalepsy resulting f^om an '' engorgement of the uterus," which 
had grown out of a complex series of remote influences: paigtts 
331-33t. This patient returns cured at page 3*18. In connfce- 
tion also with the foregoing cases, that of hysteria, at pages 368- 
874, and the variety of comment to which it leads, nay very tis©- 
fuUy engage the attention of the student, not only f«r its practi- 
cal bnt its theoretical interest. And of an analagous nature are the 
enlightened disquisitions upon '^ globus hystericus,"' etc., at paged 
236*-241; and again upon the remote internal and proximate cau^ 
ses of infantile convulsions, and other diseases of infancy, and 
how the treatment should be determined accordingly; as at pages 
86-at, 196-198, 212-211, 287-290, 460-456. '' In my judgment" 
says our author, '' the advances of Physiology , though recognized 







m almost every d,epartnaeEt of the Profession, are in nopafticiv 
lar more strikmgly illustrated, than on the light they have ^Jied on 
the nwwus diseases t)f infancy;'' page 450. 

It wiU be ^een that we hpive Mtherto, referred to qnly »uch cpr 
ses as were introduced to the dass in attendance cii>Qn our au- 
thor's lectures, when the prescriptions were made, and the .accu- 
racy of our author's diagnosis confirmed 1^ highly interesting 
and sometimes startling demonstrations. Weare therefore pre- 
pared to^^render to our author fall credit for the five or six cases 
embraced in his work, which occurred in his private practice. Of 
this numlJer it is bpt just to oar author that <?e should quote an 
example, ^nd we are sure that the reader will be gratified with 
the following pathetic ;Story of a clergyman's daughter, .which 
will serve, also, to eixhibit the importance of accuracy in diagno- 
sis. , . 

. Thus, our. author: — 

"I was requested <to visit a lady who was residing in thestate of 
New Jersey, aboqt thirty miles distant from New Ycwk. I im- 
^ mediately repaired to her residence, and op my arrival was re- 
ceived by her father, a vene];able and accopoplished gentleman. 
£Ce seemed broken in spirit and it was evident tha.t grief ha^ ta- 
ke^ a deep hold of hiS;frd.me. On being introduced to his daugh- 
ter's room, my sympathies were at once awakened on beholding 
^e wreck of beauty which was presented to my view. She was 
evidently laboring under phthisis, audit was manifest from her 
wasted frame that death had claimed his victim. My presence 
did not seem t<rH)ccasion the slightest disturbance, and with the 
smile of an angel playing on her countenance, she greeted<me 
thus: ' Well, doctor, I am glad to see you on my beloved fathers 
account, for he will not believe that I cannot yet be restored to 
health. Life, however, has lost all its charms for me, and I long 
far the repose of the grave.' These words were spoken with ex- 
traordinary gentleness, yet with an emphasis that at once gave 
me an insight into the character of this lovely wiwnan. 

^* Her father was a clergyman of high standi^ in the English 
Churdi, and had a pastoral charge in England, in which he con- 
tinued until circumstances rendered it necessary for him to leave 
that country and seek a. residence in America. At a very early 
age, this young lady had lost her mother, i^ud had been almost 
entirely educated by her father, whose .taleuts and attainments 
Admirably fijtted hii?i for this duty. When phe had attained her 
^ghteenth year, an attachment was formed between her and a 
young barrister of great promise and respectability. This at- 
tachment resulted in a matrimonial engagement. , Soon after the 
engagement she began unaccountably to decline in health. There 
•uKas consi(^erable irregularity in her menstrual periods, with more 
or less constant .nausea, loss of appetite, inability so sleep, fever- 
J^shness, and ^ uncontrollable d^sUke^o society* In addition to

these symptoms there was a marked change in he? personal ap- 
pearance; her abdomen became enlarged, with increased size of 
the breasts, etc These changes attracted the attention of some 
of her female acquaintance, and the rumor soon spread that they 
were the result of pregBancy. 

" The barrister to whom she was affianced heard of these re- 
ports, and, instead of being the first to stand forth as her protec- 
tor, and draw near to his heart this lovely and injured girl, thus 
assuaging the intensity of grief with which she was everwhelmed, 
addressed abetter to her father, requesting to be released from 
his engagement. This was of course assented to without hesita^ 
tion. The young lady, conscious of her own innocence, knowing 
better than any one else her owri immaculate character, and rely- 
ing on Heaven to guide her in this her hour of trial, requested 
I that a physician be sent for, in order that the nature of her case 
might be fully ascertained. A medical man accordingly visited 
her, and after an investigation of her symptoms, infonned her 
father that she was undoubtedly pregnant, and that means should 
be instantly taken to keep the unpleasant matter secret. gfThe 
father, indignant at this cruel imputation against the honor of his 
child, spotless as he new her to be, spurned the proposition, soA 
immediately requested an additional consultation. This resulted 
in a confirmation of the opinion previously expressed, and the 
feelings of that parent can be better appreciated than portrayed. 

" Without delay, that good man determined to resign his living 
gather up his little property, and proceed with his daughter to 
America. On her passage to this country, she became extremely 
ill, and there being a physician on board the vessel, ^his advice 
was requested. After seemgthe patient (she was affected at the 
time with exqessive vomiting from sea-sickness,) he told the fath- 
er there was danger of premature delivery. Such, therefore, was 
the general appearance of this lady, that a medical^man, merely 
taking appearances as his guide, at once concluded she was preg- 
nant. This was about the substance of wbat I learned respect- 
ing the previous history of this interesting and extraordinary 
woman, and my opinion was then requested as to the nature of 
her malady. My feelings were very naturally much enlisted in 
her behalf, and I proceeded with great caution in the investiga- 
tion of her case. Without entering at this time into details as 
to the manner in which I conducted tlie examination, sufi&ce it to 
say, that, after a faithful and critical survey, most minutely made 
in reference to every point, I stated in broad and unequivocal 
language, that she was not pregnant. The only reply this gentle 
creature made on hearing my opinion, was, ''Doctor, you are 
right.' These words were full of meaning, and their import I 
could not but appreciate. They were uttered neither with an air 
of triumph, nor with a feeling of unkindness towards those who 
had so cruelly abused her. The father was soon -made acquain- 
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ted with the result of my examinflticm, but he indicated not the 
slightest emotion. His bearing was quiet and dignified. It was 
evident that he had never for one moment fattened in l^e belief of 
bis daughter's virtue, and required no assurance front me or any 
other human being, that his child had been shamefully wfftniged. 
He asked me with great solicitude whether something could not 
be done to restoreher to health, and I thought the-^old man's 
heart would break when I told him that his daughter was in the 
last stage of consumption. I left him with the pledge that he 
.would inform me of her dissolution, and afford an opportunity, by 
a post^martem examination, of testii^ the truth^f myj^opinion. 

/' About four weeks from this tune; I received a note annoUMc- 
ing the death of his daughter, and requesting that I would im- 
mediately hasten to the house, for the purpose of making the ex- 
amination. Dr. OsTRUic, now practicing at Goshen, at my re- 
quest accompanied me, and assisted in the autopsy. It may sur- 
prise you, gentlemen, yet it is an interesting fact to communicate 
for it exhibits the true character of the man, that during the posf- 
mortem examination, the father stood by, and witnessed every 
stagiB of the operation ; his form was erect, his face pale and 
thoughtful, and one tear would have broken the agony of l^is 
grief. As he stood before me he was not unlike the stricken oak 
in the forest, which, though blasted and stripped of its branches 
was yet upright and majestic. As I removed the tumor from the 
womb, he seized it convulsively and exclaimed: ' This is ray trophy 
and I will return with it Jo England, and it shall confound the 
traducers of my child.' 

"Here, you perceive that both character and life were sacrificed 
to error, of judgement on the part of those whose counsd had 
been invoked. Without a due appreciation of their responsibili- 
ty — heedless, as It were, of the distressing consequences which 
would inevitably result from an erroneous judgement of a case, 
in which character was so deeply involved, the medical gentlemen 
unjust to themselves, and to the Profession of which they should 
have been in part the conservators, rashly pronounced an opinfon 
which consigned to an early grave a pure and lovely being, and 
crushed the heart of a devoted and confiding parent. 

"It was the misfortune of this young lady to labor under an 
affection of the womb, which simulated, in^several importaiit''par- 
ticulars, the condition of pregnancy; and which the world in its 
ignorance, might have supposed did in fact exist; yet there was 
no excuse for the physician, guided as he should have been byjfhe 
lights of science, and governed by the principles of a sound mor- 
ality. When I stated unequivocally to the lady that she was not 
pregnajU, I gave an opinion which I knew would stand; my ex- 
amination was conducted in a way which enabled me accurately 
to comprehend that the whole train of symptoms, indicating ges- 
tation, was occasioned by an enlargement of the womb, altogeth-

"This, gentlemen,' Is 'ft'^case well calculated to make yon pawe, 
iwid;conteinplate with sefrtous earnestness theposition in whtch,by 
virtue Of your diplomas, j^ou will soon be placed. These diplomas 
will coiif^ on you the right to practice yoar professiOQ— they 
will intrust to your keeping the 'Irros and happiness <Jf your fel- 
low Ijeings — -you will frequently be tfeerS<^ arbiters, on ¥4iosede* 
^ion must rest the konot of yoor ipatienits, and on wh^ae judge- 
^nent must stand all that is caeared in life.'' Pages 50-63. 

In th^ midst of all the'dlsjilay wliich we have now seen of our 
5 author's philosophy of life and dfeease, it may be unexpected to 
find him now and then pftying a respectful consideration to popu- 
lai* and superficial doctrines; and to their advocates It may be 
consoliijg*to know, f^firr eiample/<-thatTie speaks of " neutralizing 
the syphilitic poison by mercury: page 339. But our author does 
not enlighten us as to the modus (ypertm^i of a fumitimulatifig 
diet in curing the same disease, as attested by many of the best 
'^writers ; nor does he intimate that the iodide of potassium, which 
"he greatly commends in these cases (page 840), also mutrahzes 
the poison. That would not be in conformity with the sensible 
results that are peculiar to the union of acids and alkalies, and so 
the reader is left to make the best he may of the modus operandi 
of-ioMite, TBo arsenic, cinchona, cobwebs, opium, emetics, phle- 
t^otomy, and mental emotions, some from the animal, some li*om 
the mineral, and some from the vegetable kingdom, and oth<idhs 
from the spiritual domain, or from the contaminated mass itself, 
alike " neutralize th^ poison," when they overthrow intermittent 
fever, or unite chemically with the diseased solids, and thus eon- 
verl%oth them and the blood to their normal itate? Is there 
^he slightest consistency in this with the exact laws ' of chemicai 
affinities and the resulting coincidences? Our able and candid 
author will concede that there is not, and will expunge this tri- 
fling with facts as well as with philosophy in his next edition— 
albeit though it be stereotyped. We will pay the expense. 

-This suggestion, indeed is- important in order to render our au- 
thor consistent with himself, not only in a generarsense, but in 
the very matter now in question; for at't)ther times he unavoida- 
bly allows the true philosophy of the operation of mercifiry to 
escape from hip lips. ' Thus, in a case of suppression of the men- 
ses, he says that " ptyalisrn must be eifected by mercury, and 
though it is not desirable that extensive mercurial action should 
take place, it is absolutely essential that the system should be tender 
its ii^uence'hv^i least three or four months:" page 403. 
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Oar aufcbor also itaagines that measles and scarlefc fev€t aft 
owing ta^Hmtamlnation .0^ the blood hy some ptcic^rYirns, (not 
•the; inseetrpatbology,) and tlmt ^' nature as a general prlnetple 
throws it u()oa tbesurfiftoe. Bat wbeii, from some coitfteaTeBtioti, 
she is oBftble to diispose of it, the result of this inafai^ i» soon 
disclosed by the nerroas disturbance whith ebsuea, and which fre- 
quently termioates in Qonyolsions:" page 437. 

Now, however this doctrine may abound in recent authors, we 
deny that it is supported by the shadow of fact, and beliere that, 
Hfce what i^ hate already shown of analagous fictions, it is con- 
tradicted by all that is known in physiolopry and patholojry. Tf 
this be not so, then it'devciltes upon the advocates of the hypoth- 
esis to *hoW that it is not exclusively the offaprinp: of imaprina- 
tion. And as to our authopj. does the doctrine in the case before 
Us harmonize with what we have seen of his rational philoFophy 
of convulsions in other instanees, tind in which the blood is not 
a^ all suspected? Does our awdior's treatment, under any circum- 
stances, correspond with hisp«tholopry? Certainly not. It be- 
longs purely to vital- solidism, and as our author well remarks 
upon this matter, '' thte treatment after all is the material part of 
the nrhole sabject.^* See page 542-560 

Under the same category must be included the speculations about 
kUstiTie^ (a word from the laboratory), which occur at page 474. 
It may be more encouraging that our author touches the shoals 
of the humoral pathology at the very outset of his work. But 
he seems conscious of this awkard position, and is evidently un- 
willing that his readers should accept the fallacy. Thus, of chlo- 
resis^ he says that itia often constituted by an "^w impoverished 
condition of the hloo3.^' Nevertheless, he regards this " impover- 
ished condition" only as one of the ultimate effects of an exten- 
sive functional lesion, generally at first of the digestive organs, 
which ieads frequently to digj:urbances of the uterine functions, or 
to Tesions of structure in various parts. Let us quote the Pro- 
fessor on a subject so important to a right treatment of disease, 
ajid through which he dismisses the humoral pathology: — 

" Constipation," says he,. " is so frequent an accompaniment of 
chlorosis, that we are inclined to think, with Marshau. Hall, 
that it is one of the most fruitful sources of the disease. It is 
insidious in its results, and often lays the foundation of general^ 
derangement c^ the health. In these and in other cases the in>- 
pOverishment of the Uood may arise from the morbid infkiences 
exercised by these disturbances on the ganglionic system of nerves 
thQ healthy and unaffiected condition of which is so essential to 
the proper performance of the assimilative functions.'' Page 
24. 

Indeed, the whole of our author's reasoning and practical iur 
junctions are entirely on the side of solidism ; and it will be seen, 




IroQfthe following case of *^ amenorrboea froEm an atonic cohdi- 
tion of the syisteiii^' (whioli ilinstrates still farther, onr author's 
meaning as to an ** iniporerished condition of the blood"), that 
there ts after all, no encoaragement in his work for the physical 
philosophers of life. Thus, the Professor, upon " imporerisbed 
blood," as it was with Andral, the restorer of the doctrine: — 

" The vital forces are too low, the vis naturatis of the economy 
is deficient, and as a necessary consequence, of this state of things, . 
there is functional inactivity of the uterus. Without a just dis- 
crimination much injury might befall the girl from injudi- 
cious medication." Page 484. 

'Finally, our author quotes Dr. Bennett as saying that chlorosis 
" arises exclusively from disease of the blood," and our author 
shall now become the; critic: 

"With this doctrine to guide us," he says " our treatment of 
chlorosis would not only be useless, but absolutely destructive in 
cases where this affection is traceable purely to organic disease of 
the womb, or to aberration in the functions of this organ." Page 
25. 

As our enquiry upon this topic is extensively applicable to the 
humoral pathology, and as we desire our author's co-operation, as 
well as what may be gleaned of a like nature from other quarters, 
we may be permitted to quote our author, in- connection with 
Bernard, in the matter of the treatment of chlorosis, where we 
shall find them both upon the grdund which we hare always oc- 
cupied. Thus our author: 

"Bernard is of opinion that the curative effects of iron in 
chlorosis are not due to the absorption of this agent into the 
blood; he has not been able to detect, after injecting into the 
stomach iron filings, the lac1;ate of iron, etc., more h:on tban usu- 
al into the vena portse; but be observes that as if on exists in the 
food, it may require a certain combination in order that the metal 
may be absorbed. He however inMsts upon a very important 
fact, viz., that the salts of iron exercise a special action on the 
mucous coat of the stomach, each portion of this surface touched 
by the metal immediately assuming a more active circulation. It 
is, therefore, a direct excitant. May not chlorosis, he asks, ac- 
cording to this, be due to an irarpaired digestion, and may not the 
iron, by the excitation it produces, re-establish and fortify the di- 
gestive functions? Although this question is not completely 
solved, yet it must be admitted that it possesses much theau- 
peutic interest." Page 28. There is nothing new in this. 

Our author has given us much that is sound in philosophy, and 
of great practical value in pathology and therapeutics, we should 
bave, perhaps, no right to bring his occasional oversights into 
contrast, were it not for the benefit of rational medicine. Nor 
did we, in fairness, think it right to neglect the little to which 
our author has conceded to popularity; and with this intention we 
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r^fer such as prone to specalation to a leeture upon %remia and 
a&uminwria. which our author has especially provided for that 
class of readers, at pages 521-6^4. This, too, may have been 
judicious, in view of the odds that prevail against our author's 
substantial system of medicine. But where there is so much that 
is profound, erudite and philosophical, we have our doubts wheth- 
OT there is enough of the former to give satisfaction. Our au- 
thor, moreover, should have been actuated by what he evidently 
sees, that the day is near at hand when medicine will be com- 
pletely rescued from the toils of its invaders, and when their as- 
pirations n^ust go into the common wreck of factitious systems. 
Nor do we intend any discourtesy by this remark which is promp- 
ted alone by our convictions of the momentous importance of the 
subject to the highest interests of mankind, to reason and the 
claims of nature. What we have regarded as spurious cannot 
long survive the blaze of ligh^ which the nervous system is pour- 
ing upon physiology, pathology and therapeutics, if just conclu- 
sions should not be reached through other important sources that 
abound in the animal economy. ' J 

Bat most of all do we regret that our author should have given 
his countenance to a popular doctrine of the day, which reaches 
far beyond the ranks of the Profession — ^the spontaneity of living 
beings, as manifested in his comments upon intestinal worms: 
pages 61, 62. Admit this as an example of spontaneous origin, 
and it must be conceded by all that is sound in analogy, that the 
door is equally open for any other animal and for man himself. 
The hypothec is without a plausible fact, whilst the ova of these 
parasites, and of such as are found in the organization of the 
body, even in the fcetus, may require, in the natural external con- 
dition of the animals, a magnifying power of several hundred 
times to render them visible. They may therefore, be absorbed 
into the circulation, where their new mode ^f existence, as well 
as in the intestinal canal may so modify the condition of the ani- 
mals that they shall lose all resemblance to their oharacteristics 
in the external world. The animal and vegetable tribes abound 
with equally remarkable aberrations that arise from clims^te, do- 
mestication, and cultivation alone. But more than this. From 
whence comes the elaborate organization of these so called para- 
sites and their wonderful systems of design? " How do they ob- 
tain, at their start into being, the seventeen or eighteen elements 
of which they are composed, and which are indispensable to the 
beginning of existence? And should not this o^ection have 
been urged against the pretended creation of the Acarus Crossii 
put of a simple solution of silex in water? Is there anything in 
chemistry that will expound the union of such a number of ele- 
ments into compounds of the most exact nature, or these com- 
pounds, by anything known in physics, into systems of design, if 
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you had all the elements to begin with? Or take oxygen, hydro- 
gen, nitrogen and carbon alone; the chemist completely fails to 
fabricate the most simple organic compound out of these or any 
number of elements. Nor can the pretense be set up that the 
so-called intestinal parasites grow out of a previously organized 
part, for they are perfectly independent beings, and have no at- 
tachments to the intestine. The doctrine which ascribes Muguet 
" to the production of is parasitic plant within the epithelial cells" 
"(p: 459), is open to precisely the same objections as apply to the 
spontaneity of animals,and is contradicted by all the physiologic- 
al, pathological and therapeutical facts. It is alone worthy of 
the most imaginative of the microscopical school, setting aside its 
pernicious tendencies in religion. 

W(B cannot but think, after all, that whoever regards the ani- 
malcule, that can be discerned only through a high magnifying 
power, in all its wonderful complexity of organization, seemingly 
existing in nothing, in all its close analogies in composition and 
structure to man himself, and ponders upon the -same analogies as 
they are only less complex in worms, and only still less in parasit- 
ic plants, and considers the stupendous designs which each part, 
and altogether in unison, fulfill for the growth and well-being of 
each individual, and how there is no deviation in structure among 
all the individuals of the species, respectively, must concede the 
descent of the whole from progenitors that had been brought 
into being by an Intelligence higher than that which is enabled to 
explore the labyrinth and trace out the designs, and that thus 
informed, he must bow with reverential awe under the inspiration 
of such contemplations. 

• In parting With our author, we assure him, for ourselves, tharfc 
we hail the advent of such a work, abounding in practical matter 
of the deepest interest, and illustrated by laws ordained by Na- 
ture, and we may further congratulate our author that this novel- 
ty in medical instruction has been achieved in America. 

The great variety of topics embraced in our authors work is 
accompanied by a correspondingly copious index, while a general 
analysis of each lecture makes up a connected table of contents, 
and this is repeated at the head of the lectures as they follow 
each other, and each case is introduced by a brief analysis. Of 
all this variety of subjects it may be safely said, that each one is 
worthy of the place which it occupies in the book, and that none 
of them can fail to interest and instruct the student, or the prac- 
titioner who may be deficient in experience or in sound physiolog- 
ical, pathological, and therapeutical principles, or who learn the 
value of simplicity combined with efficiency in medical treatment; 
and even the erudite and skillful will be well rewarded by a peru- 
sal of- the work. Nor can we again refrain from again express- 
ing our surprise and gratification, at finding these lectures so re- 
markably exempt from the superficial wews that abound in the 



great thoroughfare of medicine. Nor is it the least valuable part 
of our author's labor, that it is embellished with religious and 
mpral precepts, philanthropic suggestions, inchlcafions of delica- 
cy, and examples of skindness to the suffering poor. Let us have 
in conclusion, an illustration of all this in a brief apostrophe of 
exquisite pathos: 

" The case before you is well calculated to excite your sympa- 
thy. Here is a poor woman in feeble health, affected with a for- 
midable disease, and yet compelled to seek her living by her own 
labor. Poverty, indeed, is no crime, but it is trying inconvenience. 
[Here the patient exclaimed: — ' Yes, doctor, dear, it is inconven- 
ient with this load of sickness upon me; but the Lord has aMct- 
ed me because I am a sinner, and I am content, and will bear my 
sufferings with all the strength I can.'] What an example is this 
poor woman to the discontented and dissatisfied of the earth! 
She is tranquil in mind, and submissive under her severe distress"^ 
p. 197.

The May No. of your Lancet, is before me, and I am somewhat 
surprised at not finding the name of one Dr. John Poole, of 
Bradford, Yt., in it. I expected, judging from an extract in your 
April No., that I should be overwhelmed in a most momentous 
controversy — one that would cause the eyes of the Profession to 
turn unto us, and make us the " observed of all observers." But 
lo and behold I he is silent, and I hope doing as well as could be 
expected, after delivering himself of so learned a dissertation as 
appeared in the April No. It is to be hoped that it was not the 
nauseating " dose" which caused his silence, if it was, I will send 
him on application, a few doses of secale cornutrnm, to draw kirn 
up, I would not advise eten him to use depletory measures, for 
he certainly possesses not a superfluity of that great desideratum, 
power. 

But instead of this controversy with Dr. P., some anonymous 
Surgeon, who writes more for the display of his elegant phrase- 
ology, than for the soundness of his argument, has thought prop- 
er to fire a blank and badly directed squib at the case I reported 
some time since. 

When I first saw the piece, I was somewhat vexed because his 
name (which should always stand at the bottom of a communica- 
tion, in defence of itself;) was not subscribed to it. But after 
reading its Partington-scrap-bag-contents, I was not at all 
surprized that he should be ashamed to append his name to such 
a piece. I wish to know of surgeon Phlebomist what he means 
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"by this sentence. Jcannot analyze it. " Some yotlng diseiple 
of EaculapiuSf more solicitous of testing the worth— -or more 
ready to adopt iU-advised innovations, by ill timed practice, than 
to perseveringly avail himself of the facilities which this age 
and country present, fot acquiring those intrinsic qualifications 
without which the practice of medicine is a sorry burlesque- 
worse than a farce.^' The sentence immediately followii^ is also 
a conglomerated mass of inoomprehensibleness. ^Whilst my lavr 
cei is growing rusty, his grammar is getting dusty. 

He now gives a lecture on the mode of blood-letting (nothing 
novel in it;) and complains heavily of the timidity of the profess, 
ion, in perlormii^ this wonderful^ nice and delicate operation. Ex. 
cessively ridiculous, that in the middle of the 19th century, when 
any old African can pull out his Jack-knife and bleed with as 
much alacrity as is necessary, that this charge should be brought 
upon the enlightened Medical profession of North America! Phle- 
botomist» I suppose is a strict routinist — ^never deviating irom the 
plan that his Grand-father followed; but if he, (his ance^ors) 
bled for conviibions he will do it also, regardless of peouliar cir-* 
cumstancesi This is what I infer &om his writmg. He seems 
to be a monomaniac on bleeding. He thmks, it seems, that it 
vodd have checked convulsions, ^dilated tl^ t>s, and expelled tfie 
fmtos, withoift any other remedies. It might have aided, could 
it have be^x '' well borne'' but there was the difficulty. It was 
not so " heroic" as to bleed when conscience, together with d 
well founded opinion forbade it; and the sequel proved that my 
opinion was well grounded. . Because she was plethoric was no 
reason why she could not be enfeebled by nearly three days se- 
vere labor. Had I have been called a day sooner, I should have 
bled copiously, but there is a time and a jproper time for every 
thing, and in this instance the time for bleeding had passed. But 
" Phlebotomist'' is so presumptuous as to offer a different plan of 
treatment, which he thinks would have made the case terminate 
more favorable. I am sufiBciently satisfied with its termination 
and treatment. I know the case was " novel," and for that reason 
alone I reported it. Had I bled the patient it would have never 
have appeared in a Journal, for it would have been the usual 
treatment, and it is folly in any person to report a case, unless he 
sets forth new principles. 
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My critic refers to pneumonia and bilious fever as cases, in 
which patients may suddenly revive after bleeding, as though 
these diseases and partuf ition were at all similar. In pneumonia 
the lungs have a greater task to perform than in health, by hav- 
ing to aerate aU the blood through a smaller portion of the lung, 
the diseased part throwing its task upon the healthy. Thus we 
can see the speedy recovery. But the uterus has no such func- 
tion to perform. It acts by and with itself, but should it fail to 
do this, we must administer secale cornutum even heroically.

We have long since been pursuaded that a part of the failure 
of the " pneumonic inhalation," which have been resorted to for 
the cure of aggravated cases of pulmonary consumption, has ar- 
isen, not so much for the nature of the operation as from the 
manner of its action through the imperfections of the several in- 
sthiments employed; and my object in this communication is to 
describe an apparatus which is deemed to be absolutely conven- 
ient for the purpose now mentioned, and which I have named the 
* * pneumo^azometer." 

The Pneumo-gazometer is composed of a bifurcated tube in 
copper, surmounted by a metallic globe furnished with an exit — 
respirator of vulcanized India rubber and entrance in direct op- 
position^ each branch is. furnished with a stop-cock, so that each 
brTurcated tube is connected with an oval reservou: which can be 
heated or cooled to the desured temperature, whilst the bifurcat- 
ed pipe discharges the substances that have been put in the reser- 
voirs, or this may be required by thus maintaining a slow though 
continued action through the respirator, in order that a uniform 
temperature of its contents may be secured. This regulation of 
temperature may be combined with vapor or gazeous and mois- 
ture to any degree that may be thought advisable; for instance, 
the pneumo-gazometric practice consists in restoring the respira- 
tory organs and all function appertaining to the lungs by supply- 
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ing the vital actions or elements that have been changed or was- 
ted by the eiBFect of coughs, colds, asthma, bronchitis, consmnp- 
tion, etc. 

Although the importance of the condition of the lungs to the 
maintenance of health, and the comfort of the individual has 
been fully demonstrated by many eminent physiologists, yet few 
modes in this country have hitherto been devised either to pro- 
mote or to regulate its functions. The lungs are not to be look' 
ed upon more as an elastic respiratory apparatus, serving to pro- 
tect the parts within them from injury,and preserve the symmetry 
and form of the body, but as ministering to the sense of breath- 
ing, and to some of the most important offices in the system. 
The lungs diflfer in their degrees of thickness in various parts, 
and from it issue various peculiar • tissues by many, almost innu- 
merable air cells, which admit of the exit of the atmosphere 
into the body, the minuteness of these pores is evident from the 
expiration which they give forth, being of so delicate a character 
as to be discharged in the form of vapor, and thus constituting 
what is commonly known as the imperceptible inspiration,; in an- 
other state this is condensed and forms hoarseness, "influenza,'^ 
the expectoration of which is -known often to be most profuse 
and rapid, by means of the expectoration. That which is hurtful 
to the body within, is freely thrown off, and the lungs thus con- 
stitute one of the most effectual presei^vers of the fiUme, in the 
c^scharge of irritating and injurious matters. Lymphatic vesseU 
are also found in great numbers upon the surface of the lungs; 
and imbibe various materials which they convey into the sys- 
tem. 

Without going into particulars respecting these several ftmc- 
tiens of the lungs, it will be apparent that to preserve them free 
from all extraneous substances, to decompose all concocted matter, 
collected dust, the deposit of the mucous secretion^ etc, it must 
be of the utmost importance to use those means of inhalation, 
fumigations, etc., which have been attended by such beneficial 
results. Its modus operandi is probably two-fold: first, by co»» 
recting and evacuating the secretions of the lungs, and secondly, 
by attending and modifying the state of the curculating fluid as 
well as the vital powers of the pulmonary arteries themselves. 

Therefore, the aim and object of the new therapeutic agent; 
and by its operations we are enabled to withdraw, or cHsplace, or 
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accumulate, or concentrate a part of the mass of air, according 
as the varying circumstance~of the constitutioii, age, season, etc., 
may render expedient; its great utility as a certain mode of in- 
stantaneously attracting into the lungs the air, which woirid oth- 
erwise become condensed in the viscera of the great cavities of 
the body, and this' too, without causing any direct loss of the vi- 
tal action. That the action is one of no o^di^ary activity, is suf- 
ficiently evidenced by the'immediate effect which it often produ- 
ces, the face is rendered florid, the action of the heart becomes 
slower than it wag. before, at times there is a gre^t tendency to a 
quick pulse, and often there is a good deal of disturbance of the 
gastric and intestinal functions; and all these phenomena are re- 
ferible tp the powerful inhalation of the me(Mcated gases from the 
derivation of the air into the lungs towards the heart and great 
Wood-vessels.

The fdllowing case is copied from'my [report to the SiU!geon 
General of the United States Army; and came under my cbar^ 
while doiaag duty at this Post, with Co. H,'4th XJ. S. Infeatry ia 
October, 1849. 



The case of Kbeumatism, reported in the month of August, i»„ 
I consider, very interesting in many respects. The patient, Ser- 
geant, now Private, Young, was admitted in the Hospital on the 
31st Jtilj, daarrhcea being the disease attached to his name in 
the Prescription Book by my Prdecessor, for whicb he ordered 
" Cal. iij. P. Pov. V. every 4 hours, two doses; afterwards P. Dov. 
every 4 hours. Awg. 1st. Pulv. Dov. v. P. Camph. ij grs, give 
every 8 hours." At the time he entered, he was suffering from 
Bsvere pain in the left ankle, extending from it upwards to the 
posterior tibial region; this was. thought to be subluxatio, and 
cold water was accordingly applied to the parts — the pain and 
swelling increiased, and without leaving the original site, the left 
elbow, wrist and hand becaone simultaneously inflamed, tumefiedl 
and painful. s 
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Taking chaiige of tlie Hospital on the afternoon of the first 
August, and seeing no symptoms of Diarrhoea, nor Sublnxatio, 
but a well marked case of Aoiite Rheumatism, in a constitution 
predisposdd to the disease, and impaired bj exposure and irregu- 
larities, I (nrdered R. Magnesise Snlph. Sij. Sennas Fol. Siv. infused 
in Si^. boiling water, to be taken immediately on cooling and 
straining— at the same time, one of the following powders eyery 
two hours: R. Ant. Pot. Tartras. gr. 1-8 PotasssB bit. gr. vi, at 
bad time; one pill of R. Pulv. Gum. c^ii gr. ss. P. Gum Gamph. 
grs. ij. Pulv. Ipec. gr. 1-8. The affected parts to be rubbed ser- 
eral times daily with wiarmammonioal liniment, and keeping them 
covered with a flannel roller. These prescriptions with the oc- 
casional addition Of a purgative pill or saline laxative, were con- 
continued till the 6th when the disease in the left upper extrenii- 
ty entirely disappeared; at the same time a severe gonorrhoea 
showed itself. This unexpected addition to the original disease, 
required some change in the treatment, he was therefore ordered 
to take a teaspoonful of the following mixture once in two hours: 
R. Pyroxilic Spirit Siij ; Tereb. canad. Tinct. CubebeB aa Sifis» 
Tinct. Ferri/ Mur. 5iiij. Mucilage Gum. Accaeiee, 5iv. 

Aug. 16th. Dull, throbbing, lancinating pain in the left ankle, 
circumscribed redness pointing below the extemt^l malleolus, all 
evident symptoms of suppuration; poultices were applied to the 
part, and the following powder every three hours; R. Pulv. G- 
Guaici, grs. x. Pulv. G. Opii. Ant. Pot. Tart, aa gr. 1-8; and 
twenty-five drops of this mixture once in three hours: R. Yin. 
Col Si. Tinct. Digitalis, 5ij. Tinct. Rhei. Co. Jij. alternating with 
the powde^ in such a way, that one of the two prescriptions were 
taken every hour and a half. Urethral discharge diminishing, no 
ardor urinse. 

Aug. 17th. Opened the abscess, two ounces of pus escaped, the 
gonorrhoea disappeared in less than two hours — emollient appli- 
cations to the ankle, the same prescriptions continued ; one of the 
anodyne pills to be taken at bed-time. 

23d. Abscess healed, gonorrhoea reappeared in an aggravated 
form. The Balsamic mixture was ordered to be taken every 
two hours, continue the mixture of colchicum and powders; — 
at bed time, R. Pulv, Ipec. Co. grs xv. Hyd. Chi. Mit. grs. ij. om- 
itting the. anodyne pills. Blister to the left malleolar region, and 
kept opened by Ungt. Sabinae and4)0ultices. 
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Sept. 1st. Pain has entirely disftppeared, no tumefaction; !bnt 
stiffness and hardness of the parts^neighboring the joint — ^passive 
motion was enjoined, and on &e sixth the blistered surface having 
healed, he conld walk in the EDosp^tal with the assistance of a 
stick. I now directed the following lotion to be applied to the 
foot and ankle four times daily: R. Pyrdixic . Spirit giss. Tinct. 
Myrrhee gj. Tinct. opli Siss. rubbing, the part with a wollen dot^ 
till dry. This treatment^ was continued till the 12th, when the 
rheumatism and with it the urethral disease had disappeared. He 
still continued the use of the Balsamic mixture, till the. 20th, 
when all the medicines were dispensed with; and on S^t. 30th 
he returned to duty cured of both^ diseases. 

This is a well marked case of Gonorrhoea! Rhenmalnsm, and 
had the weather been more fayorable I would have discharged 
Private Young on the 20th, but the marked dependence of one 
disease upon the other, prevented me from so doii^, till I was. 
fully satisfied there would be no danger of a relapse. 
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XL^ TBE INPLUBNCE OF OPERATIONS UPON THE NER- 
VOVS SYSTEM. By M. Jobert, (de Lamballe.) 

Operations "whether slight or severe, generally exercise some degree of 
influence lipon the orgfans,and more particularly upon the^ervous system. 
There is here fbr the stirgeon and physiologist a field of study as curious 
as it has beeYi neglected and difficaltof exploration. Operations provoke 
perturbations of the nervous system depending upon a diminution of the 
mass of the blood (Ancemia) or from the shock imparted to the nervous 
centres. The accidents in the iattrr case manifest themselves by symp- 
toms indicative of a want of equilibrium between the nerves and the or- 
gans to whidh they are distributed (nervous traumatic fever.) There is 
Another incontestable fact, that operation producdve of much shock mury 
cause material lesions in the nervous substance, the stomach and intes- 
tines, and wliich become more or less quickly disorganized. The chan- 
ges dbservabte in the stomach and intestines have been regarded as 
cadaveric by J. Huntbr and Carswell, and a tesult of the A!sst)luX{ofi*6f 
the organ by the gastric juice. But how are we to account for softness 
of the brain occurring under the influence of the pain ? Violent paitis 
teaQting on the* nervous enlargements Xr^Pflci^AO^O exhanst and chedk 
their functions the more suddenly that their point of origin is nearer to 
the source of all sensibility. And thus it is thta \ve Aire to account for 
death occurring after extensive burns, diffused peritonitis, internal stran- 
gulation, and after some operations petfortned ii|>ofl thfl! igemto-tirinttiry 
<Mrgans. Constant and violent pain may become the cause of fearful ac- 
cidents; and henoB the necessity of diminishing oc nbolishing pain in or- 
der to prevent its fatal effects, whether -rapid or slow^oatbe-Qervoas sys- 
tem.»--L'AbeiUe Medicale.

Xn. SVLPHATE OF 'QUININE rN \PHTHMfiS PULMONALIS. 

By^r. Muntenea'n. 

Quinine Administered bonjointly with acetate of morphine, and fre- 
quently alone, "will in a large number of cases prolong the life of phth- 
isical patients, arid even frequently cure them, if the morbid action is 
not rekindled by fresh tuberculous deposits. It may prolong life when 
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the local disease is of limited extent ; administered at the cmset of the 
disease, it may, more particularly in children, married women and those 
recently confined, conduce to a cure, if the other cirenmatances are oth- 
erwise favorable. The qninine does not diminish the frequency of the 
palscy except at a li^te period when assimilation is re established, or < 
when the patient is at the same time laboring, under intermittent fever. 
Hypersemias or temporary congestion of the head, the chest or intestinal 
canal, do not contra-indicate its administration. In the greater number 
of cases, the fever subsides after a certain tlni«, though it is often readily 
renewed ; at other times there is a slight degree of rebellious feter, that 
calls for the administration of quinine for several weeks. In actrte cases 
and in many that have passed to the chronic stage^ there is an increase 
of cough and expectoration during the first days, this^ as also the return 
of the menstrual function, is one of the indirect effects of the quinine ; 
the exudation that has taken place in the lungs, as oedema or fibrinous 
effusion — the remains of antecedent congestions — is now expectorated 
under the form of a slimy mass, of a gelatinous nature, more or less 
frothy, or of serum at the sanier time with the globular and nummular 
spits of chronic cases. Quinine exerts but a trifling action on the or- 
gaus of circulation. When given in moderate doses and continirouslyi 
its causes; neither dyspnQBa,diarrhflBa, nor any other untoward symptoms. 
The quinine should have in many cases of phthisis, if not in eYerj case, 
the ^rst place among the therapeutical means directed against the dis- 
ease. Lastly there is no antagonism between pulmonary tabereu le s 
and intermittent fever.-^Nederlansch Lancet. 
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Xm. CONTRA^mDICATtONS TO TBE ADMTNI9TRATI0N 
Oj? SEC ALE, By M. Paul Ditbois. 

Secafe eortitttnin, «pftrt of its well known hemostatic ptapeniet, U ane* 
ful in cilses of inertia where the nterine contractions are unable to ter* 
minate the labour. But it is unfortunate that so much abnse is made of 
this pifecious medicine; and we have seen it administered in eases where 
it was quite useless because the indication was unknown^ Thid abuse, 
and the disastrous consequences resulting from it have constituted not a 
little to bring the secale eorn\x*um in discredit with many practitioners* 
However we should not for all tbkt deprive ourselves of so viclftable a 
means simply because its improper adtninistration is attended by unex- 
pected results. We should know what cases call for its administration 
or contra-indicate it, to know in a word« its Indications and contra-indi- 
cations in cases of labour. . We will determine after M. PAt;t« Dubois, 
•ome of the circumstances which appear to simulate the use of the secale 
and which in leality etclnde it. The circumstances wherein titerine 
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contraction^ beoornd weakened and who do tiot call for ergot ale suffic- 
iently numeroas and frequently require much sagacity and experience 
on the part of the accoucheur to discriminate them. We will cite bnt 
the principals with the special indications of each ; they are: 1. A weak- 
ening resulting from a natural state of the constitution or from piecedent 
pathological condition ; in this case the patient is to be sustained by ton- 
ics, wine or broths ; 2. An unusual distention of the uterus by too great 
a quantity of amniotic liquid, producing incomplete paralysis, from the 
uterine fibres being too much on the stretch. The membranes should 
be ruptured the moment the os oteri is distended to tho size of a five 
franc piece. This is, hy M. Dubois, named catheterism of the uterus ; 3'. 
Congestion of the face causing a weakening of the uterine contracfion 
from the plethoric condition of the patient, Venesection is here called for 
4. Predjudice on the part of the parturient female, the presence of a 
person disagresable to her, will cause a cessation of uterine action. Sub- 
lata causa, tollitus efectus ; 6. A high degree of temperature tti the pa- 
tient's room is prejudicial to uterine action as tending to cerebral afiect- 
ions. The room should be ventilated and the air refreshed ; 6. puring 
labour there may be severe pain from A distended state of the bladder^ 
which is compressed by the uterus ahd the abdominal musctesi these 
painis» at tiines are of a nature to paralitfe and weaken the aedon of the 
uterus as also of the abdominal muscles. The urine muH be draWn 
with the catheter* Pains in the back counteract uterine contractions | 
to remedy them if the labour is sufficiently advanced, apply ihle laroeps» 
if not, wait patiently. The same holds good for the violent headache 
occurring simnltaneouUy with contraction af the abdominal muscles; 7. 
The premature discharge of the amniotic liquid renders the labour ted- 
ious; foi as all hollow organs, the uterus in order to contract) takes its 
point of support upon its contents; if the foetus resists, the contraction 
is continued, but if the amniotic bag is ruptured, the fcetns becomes en- 
gaged and the uterus has no longer a point of support ; 8. There is an- 
other obstacle against which uterine contractions are powerless, it is the 
retention of the waters either from nOn-rupture of the metnbrane and 
rigidity, in this case resort to Venesection or belladonna, a^in. some ob- 
stacle about the neck of the uterus preveniing*dilatation, either from its 
rigid state of contraction or plethoric edtidition, or as we have lately ha4 
an example in this clinique from induration or alteration of its tissue, we . 
must in this last case resort to a cutting instrument. No oblique direc* 
tion backwards of the neck of the uterus will weaken its oontraofioos; 
if that does not dilate, the anterior lip must be slightly incised with a 
probe-pointed bistoury. — Gazette Medicate de Paris.

Wefe there no erroaeoos ideas entertained respecting Peritoni- 
tis, and were we better convinced of ,the extreme rarity of spon- 
taneous Peritonitis, we might say that the diagnosis of this af- 
fection is attended with no real difficulty. But it was shown by 
the dis'^.ussion I was compelled to enter into, that this is not the 
case; and! it will, therefore, be necessary to offer a few remarks 
ijpon the diagnosis in order that We no longer confound under 
one and the same name diseases highly dissimilar. Let us com- 
mence by putting aside those cases of partial Peritonitis, depend- 
ing from acute or chronic visceral affection, and who have no oth- 
er effect than to momentarily increase the severity of the affect* 
ion. It will in fact, be sufficient to say upon this point, that in 
abdominal affections, if We find the abdominal parietes corresr 
ponding to the organ diseased highly sensitive under a slight 
pressure, if the patient at this point experiences a sharp pain in- 
creased by the slightest motion, and if the seat of the symptoms 
remains limited for more than twenty four hours to the original 
site, we should then admit the existence of partial Peritonitis. 

Local pains, and more particularly those of the abdominal 
walls, have already been distinguished from inflammatory pain of 
the entire epigastric region. 1 will in another place point put 
the various diagnostic signs presented by these pains when affect- 
ing other regions of the abdomen. These variations are not to 
find place here. 

Let us now see whether there are any diseases which may be 
mistaken for general Peritonitis: I will commence with puerper- 
al Peritonitis and with Peritonitis from perforation, for these two 
affections have such determined characteristics that they are easi- 
ly distinguished from any other diseases. If we bear in mind 
what I have elsewhere Said of the march of puerperal Peritontis, 
it will be seen that after a few hours, it is utterly impossible to 
mistake it for any other; disease. I have said that . its characjier- 
istics in a very short time are: diffused pain of the abdomen in- 
creased by pressure with marked fullness of the abdominal cavity 
and dullness nearly throughout its whole extent. Now metritis, 
ovaritis, nephritis, or hepatitis have pain limited to the diseased 
organ, and whatever else may be the similarity of the symptoms. 
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this fact alone will prevent the possibilitjr of etror. Let tis bear 
in mind, moreover, that metptis alone is developed nnder the 
same circnmstances, and that it would be a very extraordinary 
coincidence for other abdominal affections to set in at the moment 
of development of puerperal Peritonitis. This happens solely in 
cases of purulent infection; and then the Peritonitis, the abscess- 
es of the liver, etc., are but so many links of the general affection. 
The diagnosis is of the highest importance at the commencement, 
of the disease; thus at times do we see, shortly after confinement 
the patient complaining of chills, then hypogastric pains called 
colic, and in such cases we are to fear the setting in of Peritoni- 
tis. To avoid error it is only necessary to remember that the 
chill of Peritonitis i&, in general violent or remarkable by its do- 
ration, that it is accompanied with a degree of. prostration fre- 
quently well defined, and that the pain acute more persisting thq,n 
that of colic, much increased by pressure is rapidly diffused, so 
nmch so, that shortly after its setting in, it has spread beyond the 
boundaries, of its original site 6.nd commences to radiate through- 
out the abdomen. . There is yet more difficulty in the diagnosis 
of metritis and the commencement of puerperal Peritonitis; but 
this point will be studied when speaking of metritis. Peritonitis 
from Perforation or rupture has — ^we repeat — ^for principal char- 
acters, a sudden invasion accompanied by excessive pain, spread- 
ing rapidly and ^lotably increased by pressure. When these 
symptoms are remembered no disease can possibly be mistaken 
for it. Hepatic and renal colic, and probably certain forms of 
nervous pains have also for prominent symptom severe pain of 
sudden occurrence; bat the pain remains either circumscribed or 
of limited radiation, and again it is not increased by pressure, or 
if it is, the inprease of the pain is not to be compared with that 
of Peritonitis. I will also add that in the various affections just 
alluded to, we do not remark, at least not as a general thing, the 
state of the pulse characteristic of Peritonitis. It is, therefore, to 
be seen that it is only in simple, spontaneous Peritonitiis, that the 
diagnosis is iiot fully determined; but again, I repeat it, that its 
existence should only be slightly admitted, as cases are of such 
seldom occurrence. Rheumatism and neuralgia of the abdominal 
parietes are the only affections which may be mistaken for gener- 
al Peritonitis. Rheumatism is more distinguishable by the pain 
occasioned by the motions of the body than by the spontaneous 
pain and the pain from pressure^ and this characteristic is suffic- 
ient. Again there is ordinarily no fever in rheumatism. How- 
ever this diagnostic sign possesses but a limited value, for I have 
seen cases — and there is no practitioner but has observed it — 
where severe pain of the abdominal muscles have cpincided with 
fever and even with gastric disturbances, and which, if proper 
care had not been taken in the examination, might have been 
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mistaken for Peritpnitis. M. Gj:nest* has. particukrlj direct- 
ed the fl,ttentiou of the practitioner to such cases. The following 
is an excellent means to recognize what is the trne disease: 1. To 
have the patient set up and then lie down with all possible care; 
these motions in Peritonitis occasion pain tnroughout the abdo- 
men, while in rheumatism the pain is limited to the muscles impli- 
cated, and at times to those of one side only, an important con- 
sideration which should not be overlooked; 2. And the only true 
sign is, presBsaire in very acute rheumatism (the only form of the 
disease tha4; can be mistaken for Peritonitis) at first occasions 
something of severe pain, but if the pressure is continued, the 
pain is not increased; such is not the case with Peritonitis as the 
pain is Increased in proportion to the amoqnt and continuance of 
.the pressure. It is not necessary to say that this mode of ex- 
ploration should be performed with the greatest delicacy possible; 
.slight pressure methodically applied will be sufficient to detect the 
variations I have just pointed out. 

The same remark is applicable to the diagnosis of lumbo-abdo- 
minal neuralgia^ which is yet more easy of distinction from Peri- 
tonitis, although it cannot be questioned that from a want of 
proper , knowledge of these diseases, they have been frequently 
mistaken one for the other. Lumbo-abdominal neuralgia may, as 
it will be seen elsewhere, occasion very severe pain of the abdo- 
, men, occupying a large extent of this cavity and at times accom- 
panied with meteorism, for it is well known that a certain degree 
,of tympanitic is not uncommon in nervous persons. I have seen 
several such cases. You can come to a correct diagnosis in this 
.way: to the abdominal pain of neuralgia will be associated more 
or less severe pain at the sides of the vertebral column and at 
that part from whence. arise the nerves whose painful extremities 
fwce found ipon the anterior wall of the abdomen. There is, more- 
over, a painful spot of greater or lesser extent opposite and above 
the middle of the crest of the ilium; and although the interven- 
ing portions separating these points may at certain times partici- 
pate in the pain, we can always easily distinguish the centres 
wh^e the throbbing are felt, and which are more sensible to pain 
froi|i pressure than the other parts in the course of the nerves. 
.AgjBiin,,QOi^tinued pressure, far from increasing the pain, relieves 
it at tim^, more particularly if the pressure is made with the 
p^-lm of the hand, We know that in Peritonitis^ pressure can- 
scarcely be insisted upon, which is intolerable even when exer- 
cis-Gid with the utinoat care. I have dwelt upon this point of di- 
agnpaiSj.as I thinfe the pymptoms of Peritonitis have not general 
iy been thoroughly appreciated. If we bear ni mind the distinct' 
ive ^igns I ha^ve indicated, and if we bear in mind the argument , 
offered in this article, there will be reported without doubt, far 
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Jess plumber, of cases of Peritonitis as (aired, and the existence of 
simple spontaneous Peritonitis r^ill be admitted with more cau- 
tion. 

We now come to casQS of partial Peritonitis, developed spon- 
taneously and Without lesion of any corresponding organ. The 
doubts eottcrtained respecting simple general Peritonitis are here 
revived in full force. However we find some oases with severe 
pain, increased under pressure, at a fixedfpoint/of the abdopaen, 
accompanied with some degree <)f meteorism, ""liquid stools, and 
febrile action corresponding with these symptoms; and it is diffi* 
cult to connect this assemblage of phenomena with anything elsjp 
than circumscribed Peritonitis; and yet the most careful examina- 
tion reVeals no organic lesion to account for the'V)ccurrence of in- 
flammation of the serous membrane. These facts should be more 
closely studied than has heretofore been done. And all we are 
warranted to say in the present state of the science is, that, if 
with the symptoms we have described, we find neither tumefac- 
tion nor disfiguration of the organs, and no derangement of the 
functions, the disease may be looked upon as Peritonitis. Thus 
in metritis, palpation and percussion will reveal in the hypogas- 
tric region, a rounded tumour extending to the sides and the lim- 
its of which are clearly defined; and thertouchVill^dctectSthe tu- 
mefaction of the neck, the weight and sensibility of .thejuterua, 
and lastly hemorrhage or leucorrhcea are the symptoms of func- 
tional disturbance; ir|*egularity in the menstrual period or its sup- 
pression will complete the diagnostic signs of metritis and Pe- 
ritonitis. We will be guided by th^ tumefaction of the spleen in 
splenitis; the same symptom is observable in hepatitis, and to it 
we are to add the less degree of pain and the presence of jaun- 
dice. • \ 

There is a disease of very uncommon occurrence, ^that may lead 
to error, and that is the formation of a large abscess between 
the peritoneum and the abdominal nluscles. M. Brigheteau* re- 
ports such a fase. Apart of tlie pain and* the general phenome- 
na of Peritonitis, evident fluctuation was detected at the point 
occupied by the abscSs. This circumstance, however, may lead 
to the knowledge of the existence of a collection of liquid not 
reeulting from inflammBtion of the peritoneum. Cbcumscribect 
dallness at one portion of the abdomen and fluctuation at its lev- 
el, ar/e uigns that should remove the idea of inflammation of the 
peritoneum rather than to favour its existence. The same ^ymp- 
^ tpms will serve as diagnosis between Peritonitis and enc^ed 
dropsy of the peritoneum, that is of those collections of serous 
liquid which are enclosed within a sac of more or less^thickness 
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and which separate them completely from the peritoneal cavity. 
In relation to the other diseases of the abdomen, they differ so 
mnch from Peritonitis that it will not be necessary to present the 
differential diagnosis.

I have not thus far spoken of those cases 
of Peritonitis the principal symptoms of which are so little ap- 
parent, that their existence may be overlooked or mistaken, and 
yet this will sometimes happen even in cases of Peritonitis from 
perlfjration. In ihis case the patient does not complain of the 
violent and sudden pain which is characteristic of the onset of 
the disease; 'and the plain reason is found in his general state, 
which previents him from suflFering; or at least of niaftifestin^ these 
sevete snflFerings. Latent Peritonitis, in fact has bet?n cfljgtjf ved 
in cases where intense delirium had existed fbr a IdVt^ time, and 
th's is partiicularly remarked in typhoid fever, of which delirmm/ 
is a sym()tom. M. Louis has seen three cases where these facts 
were observed; if, however, the patient is closely watched, and if 
he is examihed with great caution, wfe may sucdeed in discovering 
the disease under consideration^ for aithough the patient does not 
manifest the extreme suffering above described, we see the rapid 
alteration of his features, the tumefaction of the abdomen, and 
that when we make pressure, the patient endeavt)Ts tKJ repel the 
hand of the physiciati; that the pulse has rapidly become srnaLl,^ 
feebly and thready; that the extremities are chilled, and in a 
Vord, tl^at the ^ene^al state presents that aspect peculiar to sur- 
acute I^eritonitiS' which lias already been decribed. 

It would be very diflScuH,- nridePythe aboVe circtimstanfces to 
avoid error, if the Peritonitis' occurred spontaneously without 
perforation, without rupture and without any organic lesion. We 
have, fo; example, seen* in certain cases, ijiflammation of the ar- 
achnoid meiibifahe, of the pleura and of the peritoneum, occur- 
fr.ng at the same time or at short intervals; and the delirium re- 
sulting from araehintis ' obscures to such a degree the sympftoms 
of the other affections, that the physician's attention is not called 
to them, and thai they may even be overlooked; a most ijiinute 
"exploration of all tne organs is the only means whereby the ex- 
istence of these multiplied inflammations can be ascertained. 
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Prognosis, This will vary with the form of the disease. Thus 
is it that partial Peritonitis, whether produced on a level with an 
organic lesion, or whether it is -spontaneous — which is infinitely 
less common — |aHot really dangeroug. Next in ord§r, and the 
form that presents the most l|avorable chances Of a cure is simple 
spontaneous general Peritonitis; but we must bear in mind how 
\ cautiously we are to admit its existence. The danger of the 
puerperal form of the disease is well known; it is seldom that it 
terminates otherwise than by death, more particularly wh^n the 
disease prevails epidemically. Peritonitis from perforation or 
from rupture is of equal danger, although M.M. Graves and 
Stok«s have reported cases of cure to which I will allude when 
speaking of the treatment (tf the disease. The most favorablei; 
circumstances for this happy termination are the very small jsize 
of the perforation, allowing the escape of but a very small quan- 
tity of fluid, and the rapid formation of adhesions preventing the 
matters contained in the perforated cavity from extending the 
spread of the inflammation.

Mr. Dixon, a, student in the 
office of Drs. Rolph t Aiken, visited the patient in the absence 
of bis principals, and deemed- necessary to administer something 
— ^rid that something turned out to be morphine. The peculiar 
symptoms of narcotism soon developed themselves, and althoijgh 
the most energetic — and the papers ays the most cruel— measures 
were re.^orted to to save the unfortunate patient, they were ujiar 
vailing. At a coroner's inquest, the Doctors and their Student 
were severely handled; the former reprimanded for their negligence 
in permitting the young man to dispense medicines without suffic- 
ient knowledge or experience, and the latter being found guilty of 
manslaughter, was taken to jail where he now remams. W^ re- 
gret much this unfortunate accident, as Mr. Dixon is rjBpQrted to 
be a v#ry promising student and how the mistake could have oc- 
curred remains unexplained. 
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It win be seen that the space usually allotted to Professor Bed- 
ford's Clinical Lectures has in this number been taken up by the 
republication of a most excellent criticism upon these Lectures 
by Professor Paine, of the University Medical College, New 
York. The article was communicated to the New York Journal 
of Medicine.

Dr. Shrewsbury, of Portland, Maine, communicates the report, 
of a case of poisoning by strychnine successfully treated by cam- 
phor. But owing to the tetanic spasms of the muscles of the 
face and mouth, he was unable to have the patient swallow, and 
in this dilemma, he resorted to external applications, baths, etc., 
of camphor. Now all this trouble fbr the physician and danger- 
ous delay for the patient would hav^ been avoided by a very Sim- 
ple means — ^pouring the solution of camphor through the nose. 
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This plan ws^epwrnunicaliea to tl^^. Pwrfefisigo^. tbrongh the Bos- 
ton Medicdl Journal, in 1844 by Dr. Wolfbed Nelson, of Mon- 
treal, and republished, three years since, with additional ca^es.in 
our Lancet. We have tried this plan in. numberless cases where, 
the'patiepts either from convulsive actions or unwillingness loifed 
the internal administration of medicines, and they were soon sat- 
isfied that the old way. of swallowing was preferable to the new- 
No one need fear for the patient, as no dapger attends the ope^ 
ration; and in unruly children the .certainty of the plan is sijich, 
and the innate conviction of the little fellow that you have him 
and, consequently, that opposition is useless, soon compel him to 
take the medicine by the mouth. 

A singular case treated by this plan came under our notice one 
year since: A wiseacre, not a thousand miles from out office, fell 
upon a very interesting case^^ i ijostjbing. lesfctilin a young woman 
who fancied she could not swallow; he went to work and found 
the case to be one unupufiUy. mjc^mmon and unhear4,ofy.^4 'fp a 
lik^uncommpn.and i^heaf^ of manner. djd, he treat b^, by thjj^slr.

this tp^ati^ent nearly, three njonths^ and \^ere soon satisfied, 
that, all the trouble was hysterical — made up; still pefSjistipg 
in her inability to swallow, we called for milk and a teaspoon and^ 
poured away through the nose, the milk went dpwa like in. a "rat- 
hole"; we left laughing in our sleeve, and in two or thyee day^ the. 
game was up, she remembered how to swallow and went home, 
and her doctor sold exceeadmgly betow par. He had never seen 
any oueirwaUow. tknmgk- the nose before, and we opine he will 
never hunt up another case of a young woman who does not know 
how to eat and drink. For moral see the fable of the Frog and 
the Ox.

proved successful when the patient was a horse and a coach- 
driver the doctor. Take it for what it is worth. We find it 
in the Nashville'iournal of Medicine, communicated by Dr 
Hopkins; When called to a case of Tetanus, place the pa- 
tient either in a horizontal or sitting posture. Procure a piece 
of plank, about the siize of a shingle, and a mallet, this is all 
the physic necessary ; place the plank along the os frontis, 
give two or three gentle taps with the mallet, ' and your pa- 
tient is welly provided he recovers through tbi& means.

solutely quiet, give what nourishment he can swallow, and 
trust the result to his constitution.

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^There is perhaps no term under whi^ is classed bj the extra- 
professional *« more extended category of human ailments than 
that trite one biHonsness. This appelation has been,* as it W:^re^ 
a packhprse, upon which faaye been heaped, in mount^op piles, 
by the -innocent hands,. of thp.non-mediqal, an innumerable arrfiy 
of disordered states of system,, and now, Veritablj fearing a suc- 
combing of the OTertasked beast of burden under his onerous 
4oad, I venture^ not only tp, enter my protest against any further ' 
encumbrance, but also to suggest the propriety of a withdrawal 
of the major part already imposed. That yery many temporary 
irregnlaritiesln tlje functional actiiaty of the physical organism 
of man, and not a few more serious organic lesions, are conse- 
quent upon certain derangements of the biliary apparatus which 
may be very aptly designated by the comprehensire and philo- 
sophicaHerm, biliousness,, is indisputable; .but that numerous af- 
fections of other organs than the liver and 3te appendages, an^ 
particularly the stomach and duodenum, are improperly, tfiongh 
unwittingly^ ranked in the same catalogue, is eqoally a practical 
.truth. 

It shall be my i^c^e^t endeavor, first to indicate soma of il)e 
-oases, in which ihere exists,inits strictest signification, biliousfies^, 
.and jE^lso to analixe the, essential nature of that morbid condition

' Let me, now direct. ivttentjiQn to ^ few facts illustrative of th^ 
causatfon of* theae evidences of biliousness, and consequently ex- 
planatory of the intrin$ic essence of that biliousness; dnd begiYi- 
hiog with the. first class of cases hqre referred to, those in whicli 
the symptoms. m^n,ife9tly point njor^ especially id disordered ner- 
vous and indigestive action, I wiU maljUe mention of the much 
^reatjEsr frequency of these ailments in w^-rm latitudes and seas- 
ons thah in those whose temperature is lower in the s<!ale, and 
also of tts Occurrence in the system's of epicures, and by prefer- 
ence such as habitually consume large quantities of adipose add 
61ea^nons material^ f&r oftener than'in the bodieir of vegetarians, 
or ^thc strict observers of dietetic regulations. Philosophy here 
suggests the qu6ry: Are not atmospheric heat, and atRmeiit rich 
hi oily and fatty constituents predisponents, if not direet eTieltants 
of these morbid states of the organism? A brief ' refeteiice to 
physiological principles wiUptaee the affirmathre of this mleriroga- 
tion upon a logical bask We are thereby taught that the fiiaetkm 
of the Uver is to secrete from the portal and proper hepatic circu- 
iatiog emrkatsi coxvemcaitilipaa omttorv pudrlie^ligrty svcli ap is 
tick 10 oarbou and b jdKog^ and al»> material whi^b is destined 
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ti» be reMib0orbed Biid afloeiAHltune t» lolftn a dtfy fa the pl^ 
fMl v^ctaam. 'Bit maDflM; «eiiiw iifiiiee of Ihe bilary secret 
tkm, o^, at leMty of tbut pdHion not introdooed Mo tii« natrieiit 
iuM, IB tlifi lixeHatiiHi of the intestinal peristaltic action; while 
tile part perfomediUj^on tibe centents of ilie ckLOdehai by thai 
which is there re-taken by the lacteals, is^ as jret^ bat uapsarfectly 
coinprehende4| though it is presumable that, by virtue ef its sa- 
ponaceous qualities, it ajssists in the solution of the oily eonstltu- 
euts cf the chyme. Moreover, comparatively recent experiments 
condqcted by that sagacious and indefatigable physiologist, ST. 
^Eic^ARD, conclusively prqve that a share of the function perform- 
by thQ liver is the generation of sugat from the azotized and non- 
i^trpgenized compounds of the blocd circulating in the portal 
veins and the imtritive capillaries of the liver. Thfere is reason to 
b^UeTe that this sugar, in its passage to the heart, is converted* 
into lactic acidji ftod, upon exposure in the luugf to atmospheric 
o^ygitq, into carbonic ncid and water, which are exhaled in the 
p\llmQiiiU7 air-ceUa. This chemical transformation is probably the 
source of a considerable proportion of the aqueous vapour con- 
tiaually eispired. 

With regard to the e^ttapositien of bile all cheimmr analysis 
concur m saying that its solid ingredients are closely allied to fat, 
t&n^iing of a very latge amount of carbon and h jidtogcn (and 
bwD a limited! share ol.oxygdB and azote. The fbrmula of the or* 
gaaicpoftioii of ox-bUe aecotding to Dr. Kbmp, is 490., 4dH., ISO 
imd IN. This substance^ indi£fl&peatly deaoattinated hy cbem- 
tstft. bifiis acid, ch<ollc aei^, btlin, picromel, etc., seons to bo 
aa acid ucnited with soda, ccmsrlitutiBg a soap. Hie eholesteiiae 
of the bUe, let it be renlembered, is also a fhtty coiK^fK)aiid. This 
composition of the bile, moreover, suggests the probability that 
the liver serves to eHminate from the system aU saperfiaity of 
inateria], i e., all which is not consumed in the tombostive pro* 
cess, or stored up in the cells of the adipose tissue. 

Now, through this telescope of facts, is it not easy to diseem 
how an elevated atmospheric temperature and indulgence in gress 
diet may induce a condition of biliousness; or, turning the glass 
in a different direction, to discover in what the intimation of this 
mwbid state of the system consists. 

Infiering from the synchronism in the occurrence of this de- 
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ranged STstemic action aid the combined- actiYity of exalted tern- 
peraUire and indulgence in aliment rich in carbon and hydrogen 
that the tifo incidents bear to each oJBher the relation of cause 
and effect, it k necessary but to revert to the physiological tr^uths 
just adduced to substantiate this relationship and to disclose 
the essence of the effect. 

In the first* place, let me reply to the query. How does the 
ingestion of gross food induce biliousness? Since the oily and 
fatty constituents of articles of nourishment are destined to be 
consumed in the cumbustlve process of the body, should larger 
quantities, be taken into the stomach than are required by that 
process, the surplus must either be appropriated by the adipose, 
or else (as very frequently occurs' in the bilious temperament, 
.which is exceedingly indisposed to accumulate fat,.) it ttliist 'be 
excreted from the circulating current through the agency 6i the 
liver, and should this organ be insufficient for the increase iti ac- 
tivity of function which is indispensible to the elimination of this 
excess, this superfluity *^must necessarily be retained (unless 'the 
other emunctories remove it by vicarious duty,) to contaminate 
the blood and thus leaft on the long train of gastric and nervous 
disturbances enumerated in the description of the first class <>f cas- 
es, an!ore<:eia,nausea, cephalagia, stupor, etc. In fact a continuance 
df'this -augmented functional activity will of itself induce disordw 
of the organ, and thus to a greater or less tjegree Impede the diie 
withdrawal of the elements of bile from the venous current, : and 
Jiot merely this superabundauce of hydro-carbons, but also ttiat 
portion of the bDiary secretion which consists of disintegrated par 
tides. «f «the- tissues, the' retention of which is, if it be possible 
much more pr^udicial to the health of the system than ' the un. 
appropriated oils and fcit. The increase of animal temperature 
consequent upon the combustion of a larger amount of carbonar 
oeo-hydrogenous miibterial, must, also, more particularly in^warm 
climates and seasons, exercise a; pernicious influence u.pon the-orr 
ganic functions, and thereby predispose the liver to derangement, 
Or it may be the system at large to fever. In cases ibf this char^ 
acter reason suggests, as to the most important therapeutic indi- 
cation,' 1st. A diminution in the amount of aliment taken, and 
even an entire renunciation of such as is rich in non-nitrogenous 
compounds, or at least in compounds of which the combustible 
gffses, carbon and^ nitrogen, form a large "share; and 2ndlv, rem- 
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edies addresded to the liver, either to allay its irritabilitytand con- 
sequent -hypersesthesia, freqnently so distressing to fhe« pataentj 
remove its torpor or restore its tone. A bread-and-^water diet^ , 
a soluble condition of the bowels, the internal exhib^n of hy- 
osciamns or a cataplasm of the leaves applied to^ the: tight hypo" 
ohondrinm, eholagogaes, and chiefly mercurials and the extract of 
leontodon taraxacum, will effectually meet these indications. 

Let me now consider the influence an exalted grade of exter- 
nal ttsmperature exerts in the^causatiou of this diminution or ar- 
restation oi hepatic action indicated by the bilious condition. 
This influence, however, iii a''measurej! is rather negative than 
positive. Hie object of the combustiv^ fimction of tiia«physical 
organism being the production: of animal i^heat, it is evident that

is proportional to that thermometrioardegree in an inverse order , , 
is a sdentiflc verity inoHfess surely proven by the^weli-known <M- 
oomstanee that the inhabitants^of the polaj* regions habitually

tion, and give rise to'markedly.bilious'fiymptoms.^!^Tp[ow accurate- 
ly is this truth ex^nplified in the case ef those Vhp, in the hot 
season habitually consume much butter, fat pofk,^ham, and other 
greasy articles of food, or of those residents of cold latitudes 
who, upon visiting tropical countries, do notfcurtail their custom- 
ary amount of adipose and oleaginous sustenance.

Another of Prof. Bedford*s besetting sins fe to possess ''fine 
sentiment," and use such expressions as the following, which do 
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honour to our common nature; these cause mortal offence to the 
poor spiritless thing which "cannot feel for. other's woes,^ when 
they come in the shape of. the most cruel tortures to which the 
sick woman is, unhappily^ so much exposed.. Yes, . such senti- 
ments as the following, .froHQ- the Professor, come grating on the 
ear of one who possesses not one fine or noble feeling:

of the profonnpitettention of the practitioner/^ 

From my Heart I commiserate the woman who has the €xtrema 
misfortune. to fall under the care of a man who takes umbrage at 
such exalted sentiments, and who could deliberately deliver him^ 
self of such a tirade of abuse against one whose main concern ia 
to tilleviate the sufferings, and cure them too, of our Mothers^ 
Wives and Daughters ! A base grovelling mind can entertain na 
such lofty predilections. To use the words of our precious critic 
(page 138,) 'T rose from this book (analysis, save the mark I) 
with the opinion that the author is a weak, fulsome, bombastic 
man," and, what is worse, a bad man to boot I Whilst I incline 
to the, side that the writer is by no means a. tyro or a "young, 
man," I cannot refrain from applying to him— following his ex" 
ample of quoting poetry — the following lines from the immortal 
Pope:' 

"The craven rook, the pert jackdaw. 
(Tho' neither birds of moral kind;) 
Yet serve, if hang'd, or stuff'd with strawv 
To show B8 which way blows the wind.'' 

R.is quite a curious coincidence that the lengthy and more 
than iU-catured remarks I have commented upon should be fol- 
lowed by a brief but most complaisant notice of the "Medical 
Lexiccm of Modern Terminology," by David Meredith Reese, M.

if what kd»-been said of the doubts entertained in relation to 
the existence even of simple Peritonitis ' be remembered, it will 
hot be scfrprizing to know that the treattheilt of peritoneal in- 
flammation' has been predicated by writers upon cases precisely 
of the same character. "Broussais, say 'the Authors of the Gom* 
.pendi^m, has well pointed 'OUt the following indications of treat- 
ment: 1st. To prevent all immediate irritation ; 2nd. To diminish 
the irritation existing in the affected part { 3d. To establish in 
the circulating system a just measure of action, which should be 
kept up sttflBciently long ' *o perfect the cure." And they add: 
"Nothing has been written since the time of Broussais to super- 
OBde the, judicious th^apeutic plan he has so clearly defined.'^ I 
do not pretend to say that Broussais' therapeutics are n(5t judi- 
cious; but I'wOutd 'add that it wds impossible for Fim,' as also for 
his followers, to verify by experience the efficacy of . this' mode of 
treatment, and whatever may have been the theoretical reason 
which Served as basis for his opinion that it was the best, it 
should not influence us in regarding it as the most useful. But 
if experience teaches but little as to the treatment of Peritonitis, 
this should be no excuse for passing it by, and therefore in the 
present state of things I will describe that plan which is general- 
ly^ adopted. 

-^"^leeding. There is, perhaps, no disease in which venesection 
iJr «o frequently performed as in Peritonitis. Genferal bleeding, 
frequently repeated, unless the pulse be at once depressed, or 
numerous leeches — ^from sixty to one hundred — applied at various 
times over the entire surface of the abdomen, are the means em- 
ployed when tfie existence of Peritonitis is ascertained. Dr. Arm- 
strong* recommends bleeding till syncope is induced; but fa<5ts do

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not prove. that more is. gained in this , than by an ordinary bleed- 
ing. Cupping is> generally^ too painful to be advised.. The gener- 
ality of writers pi^efeK-looaLto genei;;^lr,bleeding^ although there is 
no conclusive fact tavdet^rpiine this question of therapeutics*, 

EmoUim^ ^plicatioiis are employed at the same time,; , thej 
diould be,, if they, can be borne, large cataplasms, or.fomentar 
tions with emollient decoctions to which laudanum has been add- 
ed. Baths are also ordered, the patients being kept therein for a 
long. timQ,, say, two hqurs oi: mow;, but there is one great impedi- 
ment to th^ use of baths and that^is.th^ pain att^ndwitupoaj ii^ov- 
ing the patiept. . 

Narcotics;. ArUiemetUs.. We have seen that. Qua, o£ thei prin- 
cipal symptoms of Peritonitis is painful and, . at times, incessant 
vomiting. It is, therefore, necessary to subdue this sypapt^m, 
which, whilst it occasions, convulsive actions of the abdomen, tende; 
to increase the severity, of the disease. There are two w;ayt of 
accomplishing this object: some administer opium either through 
the stomach or by enemas; again, others recommend the use of 

fazeous drinks such as Seltzer water or the portio Rivieri,. But 
dp not believe that there is any valid objection to th§ u^e oj 
c^ium, and if we take into consideration the severity^ of thi^ pain> 
as well as the importance of keeping the oi:gajis in a stat^ of 
numbness (eugourdissement,) we should not hesitate, not only to 
prescribe opium, \)\it to do so in large dofies, as will b^ demonst- 
rated, with success, in Peritonitis resulting from perforation. — - 
Thus we prescribe, gradually and cautiously^ from 5. ta, 80 or 85 
centigrammes of the extract of . opium in the space of tjjv^einty-foui; 
hours, and, at the same time we order, daily^ the giving of one or 
two quarts ef enemas ta which have been added ten or fifteen 
drops of laudanum; ga^^eous drinks may boused while the. fore- 
going pre^riptions are in force. Some physicians prejiend that 
opium is contra-indicated.. at, the beginning of the disease, thougl^ 
there are no proofs in corroboration of this opinion. Dr. Riche^ 
of Obernay, reports a case wherein the symptoms appeared, in-t 
dicative of Peiitenitis from Perforation, and in which he admiiv- 
istered 25« centigrammes each of opium and hyosciamus, althqugh, 
the patient was but a child of fourteen years of age. A cure was 
e&oted in ten days; and, in this case, although th^ tolf^rance of 
such l^rge doses of narcotic agents is remark9'ble,,th9 di^nosis is 
yet uncertain, 

Revulswes, We now comedo the consideration of the revul- 
sive agents recommended by the majority of writers, and which 
according to Broussais, should be energetically employed. First 
on the list are blisters of various siies. We have to allude here, 
and still more forcibly, to what was -said when speaking of the 
treatment of Pleurisy and Pneumonia by blisters. No writer has 
thought of studying the therapeutic effects of these agents in well 
established casesv;- of keeping note of the cause of disease, of the 
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amcHMi^efiebrilejactHW, in a word, Ihe cl*ief efements of gdod 
therapeutics kftTe been overlooked, and, stfll, manj pf&ietitioners 
are lavfsb in the use of blisters, wbiHe many aa^e led to employ 
them merely from their hating been so mneb pr»fee<f . We mutfl 
glre up the eemslderation of this injportant porat by thv attailysis 
ot' fkcts, for the use of blisters should be based mut npon obsert^ 
tieft^bnt npon^thewetfcal^ideas. I do not see tharti blisters h«ve 
S)een applied in the jjublishedlcases of probaMe simple spontane* 
ons generaLFeritoftitis; and yet it is in streh eases that they are 
more likely to be attended with mnch benefit, if they ftnft really 
serviceable. But it has been seen, in snch cases as aire known, 
that there was high febrile action, and tins is a powerftil argu- 
ment to question whether blisters were useftil, or whether they 
«rere not truly prejudicial. Again, the bhster is a small one, or it 
covers- a large surface of theabdotaen; we cannot, in the first 
case, hope to derive much advantage from so iteeble a means, and 
in the second place, we aa« only adding to the already exonieia^ 
tiny peritonealj^ins; fand, what is still more dangerous, we are 
increasing ih^Jfebrile action, from which secondary lesions may 
n^^nlt jind the death of' the patient be hastened. Some practi- 
tioners advise the use of Ijarg^^bliisters when the fever has a^Mvted 
and the intensity of the pain'has sensibly decreased- ; but is this 
application — which, in any case, could exert no other benefit than . 
to bftsten the absorption of the effiised fltild and hurry the cuj^e— 
really necessary ? There is only a small amount of fluid in well 
marked eases of Peritonitis, and the moment there is a subsidence 
of jfebrile action and of pain, the adhesive process sets in, and, of 
itsdf; is sufficient to empty the peritoneal cavity. Why, then^ 
mQ;m violent J, measure when this tendency is evident, and which 
we are not certain of favouring by the blisters ? Every tiding 
leads us to surmise that in cases where large blisters have been 
applied and where a certain amount of effhsed fluid has been re- 
moved,'ithe^disease was acites, developed with some symptoms 
of severity, or which will be cited in the succeeding articles. 
Tbere remain now but cases of partial Peritonitis wherein blisters 
are^applicable;, but we have seen that this form of Peritonitis 
has a natural tendency to a cure, and to substantiate the efficacy 
4rf blisters in these cases, we should be certain that they hasten 
this natural process of cure; and this we cannot do with the ca* 
ses at command. However we see a large number of cases where 
blisters remove the paia even of the inflammatory type, when it 
js limited and does not oceasioa severe general symptoms; under 
these circumstances we may use this means with some little hope. 
In conclusion, it will be seen tha^t till new observations enlight* 
en us, we cannot admit as demonstrated the usefulness of blisters 
in aeutejgeneral Peritonitis, and that we should even fear their 
^ei^ts. The cases wherein it is pretended that a rapid cure has 
ibllowed their application appear more suspicious to those who 
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know the extreme danger of Peritonitis as also the nnmerons er^ 
rors in diagnosis made by practitioners who have not clearly in 
mind the characteristics of febrile abdominal rheumatism and 
Inmbo-abdominal neuralgia, The cases are not wanting, on the 
other hand, where, in subjects affected with true Peritonitis, the 
application of a large blister to the abdomen has added vastly to 
the intensity of the general symptoms, and has subsequently led 
to increased severity of the disease. We cannot, therefore, un- 
der any circumstances reccmmiend blisters; they are dangerous in 
general Peritonitis, while they are generally useless in the partial 
form of the affection. 

Moza, advised by some writers, particularly Broussais, who 
employed it in cases of chronic Peritonitis, should much less be 
used in the acute general form of the affection, as its action is ne- 
cessarily slow and its effects bear no relation to the violence or 
severity of the disease. There is no proof that moxa possesses 
any superiority over blisters in the acute partial form of the dis- 
ease. Irritating frictions with the tincture of cantharides, .the 
preparations of ammonia,, or with a large portion of tartarized 
antimony, as in Autenreith's ointment, have the inconvenience of 
being painful applications without being attended with any sa- 
tisfactory result. 

Mercuaiai Frictions. Of late years much has been said in rela- 
tion to mercurial Mctioos; but I will speak at length i>f this plan 
of treatmeait when we come to pueiperal Peritonitis,, as it is more 
partacttlarly in this foann of the disease that it has bees recom- 
mended. Such are the measures, worthy of consideration, that 
have been directed i^ainst Peritonitis in its complicated foyms. 
We shall see, whea speaking of tuberculous Peritonitis-^whi^h is 
generally characterized by a slow march — that, at times, it pre- 
sents symptoms ol acuity during some of its stages ; thus is it 
that after a certain time, the acute symptoms subside, ftilse mem- 
braaes are organized, and this species of acute Peritonitis term^ 
inates in some sort of a cure, a result demonstrated,^ after a ^bxW 
able length of time, by anatomical inspection.. Again,, we know 
full well, that tubercles need not be plentifully developed m the 
lungs to cause Peritonitis to be present with all its characterist- 
ics. Are we no4, consequently, allowed the belief that, in sach 
cases, we have fancied curing, by the above means, acute simple 
spontaneous Peritonitis, when it waa^ really nothing more than 
the termination of the disease by the formation of false. m«m-^ 
branes-^a secondary lesion of phthisis pulmonalis I However it 
may be, we conclude from the preceding considerationa that the 
therapeutic means most to be relied upon, if not exclusively so, 
are bleeding, especially locally, demulcents, emollients, diluents,, 
and, in a word,, that mode of treatment especially designated by 
the term antiphlogistic. It is plain that, m every case of genersal 
voi. XI.— «o. v. a. 
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Peritonitis, the diet should be absolute during the entire contin- 
uance of the acute symptoms. During the convalescent period 
we should order a milk diet, and the utmost precaution should be 
observed in the gradual increase of the nourishment. 

2. Treatment of Peritonitis from extension of Inflammation. — 
It has been seen that this species of Peritonitis generally remains 
partial; when such is the case we readily obtain the cure of the 
inflamed serous membrane if the organic inflammation is over- 
come. But in those cases where the Peritonitis becomes general, 
there, is imminent danger, and the treatment should be that re- 
commended for the puerperal variety, and to which we refer the 
Reader, merely adcUng that to the means directed against the 
Peritonitis itself we should combine those who may exert some 
influence on the organic affection which has developed it, 

3. Treatment of Puerperal Peritonitis, This disease is so ex- 
ceedingly dangerous., and the epidemics of Puerperal fever — the 
prominent symptoms of which are those of Peritonitis — ^that phy- 
sicians have recommended in its treatment numerous remedies 
more or less active and energetic. From all times bleeding has 
been practised, though it is proper to say that many writers have 
strenuously opposed the practice, or at least its abuse. It is cer- 
tain that there are but few cases on record which favour this plan 
of treatment, at least when employed of itself, and this is proved 
by those reported by M. Velpeau*, wherein very large losses of 
blood, without any other treatment, have never proved beneficial. 
However, considering the violence of the inflammation and the in- 
creased activity of the circulation, but few physicians would be 
willing to allow the case to pass without abstracting some blood. 

General bleeding, more or less frequently repeated, is practised 
at the onset of the disease. M. BAUDELocQUEf favours its ex- 
clusive use, because the- application of blisters, requiring the pa- 
tients to be uncovered, exposes them too, suddenly to the action 
of the external temperature. This fear, based upon theoretical 
ideas, should be regarded as exaggerated, as it will be seen furth* 
er that the use of various frictions and inunctions, calling for a 
like exposure of the patients, is not attended with the same incon- 
venience. The majority of writers prefer on the cootrayy the use 
of leeches, and recommend them to be applied in large numbers ; 
and thus eighty to one hundred have been applied, in lact the 
whole surface of the abdomen has been covered with them. The 
application of twenty, thirty or forty is generally recommended, 
and to be repeated according to the urgency of the case. Some 
practitioners think that all the leeches should not be applied at 
the same time, but successively and in small numbers, in such a

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Way that there may always be five or six of them drawing blood* 
There is nothing to warrant that this ''proceedmg — always pain" 
fnl for the patient — ^possesses any advantages over the first plan- 
I will repeat^here, what^ I have"^ just said, that the eflScacy of 
bleeding is not sufficiently demonstrated for ns to insist too for- 
cibly upon its use. So^ong as there is a resisting pulse we may 
continue the application of leeches, more especially if, under7,their 
influence, the pain has become somewhat less severe, 'and if the 
pulse has lost some of its frequency; but if the pulse without any 
change in its frequency,'' becomes small and weak. We should at 
once discontintre the leeches, and resort to those measures pre- 
s^ly to be pointed out. ♦ AccordinglTto M. Baudblocqoie, the 
abstraction of blood must be less considerable in epidemic' "than 
in sporadic Jpuerperal Pa'itonitis, trecause in the first form it has 
something of a 'specific character. M. Tonmelle believes '^at 
general bleeding shouldjtonly be practised in that form of the dis- 
ease he has named free inflammartory;* and, even, in this case, he 
prisfers local bleeding by laeans of leeches, which, he sa5rsr,'^iiay be 
considered, in the disease in question, as a conquest of «cff tintea 
But unfortunately this writer has not analysed his "observations 
with that csare necessary to warrant the full value«of his proposi- 
tifons; we may remark, however, that he has seen no benefit fol- 
k^the application of leeches in the majority of casae, of momen- 
tary duration it is true, the inflammation being in ahnost every 
case 'reproduced with renewed severity, as totreqube the re<*p- 
plication of leeches, and the moment effusion .and sopfmraiion had 
taken place, this plan was abandoned. 

Mercurial Preparations, These prcijp«ratfons have been^used in- 
ternally and externally. Calomel has been the almost exclusive 
internal remedy. This remedy— praised by 'VANWiNZANDEf—- 
was combined with small doses of opium, so that the good effects 
which he derived from it may as well be attributed to the opium 
as to the calomel. Saxtroph would have it combined With musk; 
practitioners, like ScHMirrMANj,'SAj^DERs, Otro, etc-, who have 
also employed this medecine, administer it in small doses, that is 
to say from five to six centigrammes every two hours, or at short- 
er intervals, the dose %eing decreased, We have no data iflust- 
rating the degree of ajction of the medecine administered ;in tl^ 
above manner. Those"writers, and more particularly M^'^^^dpeau, 
who have, ofkte7ea:rs, made much use of mercnrials, have al*- 
most always confbined mercurial frictions' with the|«itdfnal use of 
calomel

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. We are indebted to M. Vjslpbau for the use of mercurial frio- 
tioDS in Puerperal Peritonitis, and he has collected a large num* 
ber of cases in proof of the efficacy of this mode of treatment. It 
should be well understood, however, that he does not confine him- 
Belf in the treatment of Peritonitis to frictions alone, no more 
than did some writers, Chaussier and Laennec for example, who 
had spoken of them, although not insisting upon their use, with- 
out applying them to the abdomen itself; in a word, without in*- 
vesting them with the importance lately ascribed to them by M, 
Velpeau. It is, therefore, properly speaking, a new remedy in- 
troduced by him, and we cannot do better than to quote from his 
memoir. He gives in detail his treatment, and in the first rank 
we find mercurial frictions. 

M. Volpean's Tt—tmBot, 
The moment the symptoms show themselves, with pain at the 
hypogastrium and fever, and if the woman is not too weak nor 
exhausted, prudence directs the use of bleeding, and from fifteen 
to twenty leeches are applied to the vulva or to the painful spot. 
When the woman is stout and plethoric, if the symptoms from 
the outset are very severe, a large quantity of blood should be at 
once abstracted either by the lancet or leeches; but if the disease 
is fully developed, and the symptoms do not yield to the first 
bleedings, I would advise without any further delay resorting to 
the mercurial treatment by applying, once in two hours, eight to 
twelve grammes of strong mercurial ointment, and giving, once 
in two hours — ^if the state of the digestive organs do not contn^ 
indicate it — ^two grains (0,10 grammes) of calomel. Should the 
pains continue to be severe, we will endeavour to relieve them 
by some such an anodyne preparation as thisi 

R. White wood or Lettuce water, 60 grammes; 

Orange flower water, q. q., gtt; 

Syrup of white Poppies, 30 grammes. To be taken 
by spoonfuls during the twenty-four hours. For drink order such 
demulcent draughts as are most agreable to the patient. 

The hand being protected wfth a glove, make the frictions 
slowly and carefully over the whole surface of the abdomen; then 
cover the part with a piece of flannel that the bedding and linen 
of tlie patient be not soiled. The pain, whatever may be its se- 
verity, is n6vet of that degree to prevent the use of frictions. . I 
order them to be extended down the thigh only in mild cases, or 
when the skin of the abdomen is either covered with pustules or 
tending to inflame: they are still to be re-applied to the abdom- 
en the moment the irritation has subsided. When the integu- 
ments become covered with a thick coating of the ointment, the 
parts should be well washed with tepid water and soap, or rubbed 
with oiL This precaution appears to me to be neeessajry to favor 
the action^of the mercury; a warm bath of half an hour, or one 
hoar's duration, if the patient can bear it, acts in the same man- 
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ner aad seldom fails of affording general relief. The calomel is 
administered in half a spoonful of broth or panada, or merely 
placed on the tongue; it frequently indoces copious evacuations 
in from twelve to twenty-fcur hours. These evacuations are of 
good omen and do not counteract the use of frictions; but unless 
the severity <rfthe symptoms continue^ some inconvenience would 
at times result if the protochloride be not discontinued. If some 
portion of the abdomen becomes more painful than another apply 
leeches at the same time the frictions are continued. The same 
remark is applicable to bleeding if symptoms of plethora occur. 

If calomel has not been prescribed, if the intestines appear de* 
tanged and are the seat of borborygmi, if the whole surface of the 
tongue is coated without being red either at its tip or edges, the 
administration of castor oil or ai*tificial seidlitz-water — ^in purga- 
tive doses — is called for, and generally conduces to a prompt and 
favourable te^rminatlon. It is important, however, and according 
to me, very much so, during the course of this treattheut that the 
patient ^« not exposed to drafts Of air, and that the temperature 
of the appartment be not lowet than ten to fifteen degrees of Re- 
aumur. When all these conditions are scrupulously observeid re- 
lief is soon manifest; the abdomen becomes gradually less tender, 
and its volume and tension decrease; the n&tisea and vomiting 
gradually subside, and some patients, in the space of twenty-four 
hours, appear really as if they had passed frOm a state of death 
to one of life. From this moment the amount of Ointment used 
for the frictions may be reduced to 4 grammes; if salivation sets 
in there is usually no cause of farther fear, and all mercurial pre- 
parationd may be suspended. 

Accoi*ding to M. Velpeau, and contrary to the opinion of La- 
ENNBc, ptyalism is not essential to the success of the treatment, 
alftiough should it occur it is to be looked upon as of favourable 
import. Some women, says he, bear truly fearful doses of mer- 
curial ointment; many have used 120, Si40 and even 300 gram- 
mes in the course of a few daysi Others, on the contrary, are 
rapidly mercurialized, for example, after the thkd, fourth or fifth 
application. The same writer considers the treatment here in- 
dicated as equally applicable to cases of Peritonitis complicated 
with metritis or uterine phlebitis, or of simple Peritonitis; and in 
support of this opinion we have a case reported by Dance, of a 
man affected with intense Peritonitis, being radically cured by 
mercurial frictions. 

M. ToNNELLE, without awarding to mercurial frictions and tte 
internal administration of calomel any unusual d^ee of efficacy, 
recommends them as having oftentimes seen a cure follow the use 
of the frictions. He thinks, however, that in the cases reported^' 
by the writers who have preceded him^ had reference been made 
to epidemic and not sporadic Peritonitis the success would not 
have been so great. But this is no oliQection to this plan of 
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treatment, for it is well known how much a disease is increased 
in severity when it is invested with an epidemic character, and it 
ts not surprizing in such cases that, however efficacious the treat- 
inent may be, it is over*balanced by the extreme violence of the 
disease. I might quote a tolerably gbtod number of writers, and 
particularly Dance, Guersant and M. Bonafous, who have w 
ported cases in support of this plan of treatment, but enough h^s 
been said to prove that it should not be beglectecl in any case. 

Emetics, Emetics have been jfecbmniended for tiiany years. — 
Willis, A. Petit, and especially Doucet, physician to the Hotel 
Dieu, insist on their use. It is known that during the diays of 
these physicians, emetics w^e administered in diseases when nau- 
sea and vomiting appeared to announce an effort of the organism 
to rid itself, by this excretion, of some hurtful substance. If on 
this point we desire solely to interrogate the results of expierience 
we can do no better than to consult M. Tonnelle's observations. 
This physician, who has seen ipecacuanha principally administer- 
ed, reports eight cases confirmatory of this treatment; but unfor- 
tunately the majority is reported in so concise a manner that ce> 
tain characteristic symptoms, as the spreading of the pain to tbe 
whole'ibdbmen and increased under pressure is frequently tofg6t«- 
ten; at times no mention is made of the vomiting; in a Word, the 
diagnosis is not always positively established. Tbei^.are among 
the cases, particularly the fifth and seventh, which leave no rooih 
for^doubt on this point, and in which the emietics were followed 
with prompt relief and a rapid cure. It is not easy 'to say if theire 
are any particular signs indicative of thfe cases wherein this treat- 
ment may be attended with advantage. I have alluded to the 
above cases in the hope of directiBg the attention of those more 
favourably situated to renew these experiments with all due care. 
M. T., administered the ipeoacuanha in the dose of about otie 
grammel leeches were applied when indicated, a^d baths, sooth> 
log and iaxative drinks ordeA*ed. 

Pv/rgdHits. Mild purgatives have also been prescribed; t'hbug'h 
fhere ntiay have been diarrhoea; but the data on this point are so 
inexact that we can do no more than mention this plan of treat- 
ment. Dr. Gartner recommended castor oil in teaspoonful doses 
once in two, three or four hours; when there is inertia of the in- 
testines he orders two to four enemata daily of tepid water to 
which have been added two spoonfuls of castor oil. M. Cruveil- 
HiER, after bleeding, baths and uterine injections have been em- 
ployed, orders 

fe. Essence df Sweet Almonds, ) 

Castor Oil, >• 30 grammes. 

Syrup of Marsh Mallows, ) 
One spoonful at a time. 

Narcotics, Narcotics, particularly opium, have been administer- 
ed in puerperal Peritonitis. The opium is to be given in the same 
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maiiner as in the simple form of the disease. Dr. Cabpari recom- 
mends this liniment : 

R. Hydrocyanate of Sodium, 1,25 grammes; 

Sydenham's laudanum, 2,50 grammes; 

Adeps, 12 grammes. Make into a liniment to 
be applied lightly. The therapeutic measures employed in treat- 
ing this disease, and to which I have not alluded, are of trifling 
importance; I will, however, say a few words of such as have been 
more generally employed. 

Spirits of Thirpmtine. In the first rank we find the essential 
oil erf Turpentine, which Dr. Bre:nnan and several other english 
practitioners regard as the most efiQcacious remedy in puerperal 
Peritonitis. These writers, and among them M. M. Douglass 
and Kinnear, have reported a certain number of cases in support 
of their opinion; but M. M. Trousseau and Pidoux have, by p. 
critical analysis of the diflPerent cases, proved, that the diagnosis 
was almost in every case uncertain, and that in the majority, one 
could not by any possibility admit the existence of Peritonitis. — 
These writers do not, therefore, regard the observations of the 
english physicians as proved, and we cannot deny the correctness 
of their criticism, which is equally applicable to the case reported 
by Dr. Rauch, of Berlin. In this case — before the adn^ipi^tra- 
tion of the turpentiue— the abdominal pain had ceased to.be gen- 
eral and was felt only in the left side ; and the lochia, momentari- 
ly suppressed, had returned. Cannot these symptoms be produc- 
ed by severe metritis attended with painful meteorism? And, 
again, it was a very unpropitious time to order a medicine when 
the pain was materially relieved. Finally, M. Cruvfilhifr tells 
us that he prescribed the tm*pentine, at the Maternity, without 
any benefit. Whichever this may be, in order that' the Reader 
may repeat the experiments, I will point oat the manner in which 
the remedy is administered. Dr. Brennan recommends it3 inter- 
nal and external use. A tablespbonful, in a glass of sweetened 
water, to be repeated according to the exigencies of the • c^se.— r 
Here is Dr. Rauch's prescription : 

R. Spirits of Turpentine, 2 grammes; 

Simple emuMon, 10 grammes, To be taken at 
once, and repeated every hour till relief is obtained. The same 
preparation to be taken the following days-, though only two or 
three times daily. Does turpentine thus adnainisteyed have any 
other effect than as a purgative? It is very doubtftil. Many are 
convinced that that is its effect, and what teadB us to think that 
this opinion is correct, is that tq increase the action of the tur- 
pentine it is frequently combined with other purgatives, particul- 
arly with castor oil or tincture of senna. Turpentine is applied 
externally, with a piece of flannel, to the abdomen two or three 
times daily. The different liniments of which turpentine forms an 
ingredient may be employed in the same manner. 
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Ca/rhmate cf Potoih. Thki medicine is, acQOrdxng to MM. 
RECAMiEiR et Brachet, very useful in puerperal fever; but we are 
wanting in proof, and we cannot appreciate the value of this 
therapeutic agent, which, however has but few partisans. It maj 
be prescribed as follows: 

R. Carbonate of Potash, 0,50 grammes; 
Emulsion of Oum, 220 grammes; 
Syrup of Poppies, 15, grammes. A spoon- 
ful every hour. 

Va/ri<ms Meams. Finally, I will merely mention bathing with 
pure cold water,, with camphorated water; the application of ice; 
the use of cinchona when the patient's strength has given way; 
the various diaphoretics, etc. 

Return of the suppressed lacteal and lochial secretions. We 
have seen that the suppression of these secretions was an impor- 
tant symptom of puerperal Peritonitis, although this importance 
has been much exaggerated; and the consequence has been the 
re-establishment of these functions as a salutary revulsive meas- 
ure. Gasc insists strongly upon this point. To restore the lac- 
i^\ secretion we use warm poultices, the application of dry flan- 
nels, or what is still better dry cupping, m^tard cataplasms or 
suction. The majority of practitioners think that suction should 
be performed with instruments made expressly for the purpose or 
with the mouth of a grown person; but some do not fear, to allow 
the child to nurse, and they say no accident has ever occurred to 
the child. The lochial secretion will be re-established by the ap- 
plication of a few leeches (4 to 6,) frequently applied to the vul- 
va, the topical measures pointed out above, and by tepid and ar- 
omatic iiyections. We are of M. Baudelocque's opinion that 
these means are not of much value. The secretions have, in fact 
become arrested by the violence of the inflammation, and it is 
only after the intensity of the Peritonitis has subsided that we 
ipftay hopue to see the lacteal and lochial secretions return, which 
luave theft a natural tendency to become re-established. Howev- 
ei? the m,eans just pointed out, it is proper to remark, frequently 
assist in this indication.

JTF/. DOUBLE PREGNANCY, FIFTEEN DAYS BETWEEN 
T^BE BIRTHS OF THE CHILDREN.^By M. DImochowski. 



M, D., having been called, June5tb, 1855» at the village of B.. to en- 
quire into the death of a new born child, was apprized by the Seoretar/ 
of the Mayoraiity that there was something uncommon with the mother, 
and that the midwife thought bet pregnant with another child. He 
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found tbe woman sitting in a chair, dressed, and with the appearance of 
one in perfect health. He proceeded to an examination with all the 
care called for by the singularity of the case, and the result was as fol- 
lows: 

The girl X., of good constitution and good health, although of a low 
degree of intellectuality, became aware of being pregnant on the 1st of 
December 1862. There had been nothing unusual in the character of 
the pregnancy; she retained her health until its completion, with the ex- 
ception of attacks of indisposition and the uneasiness caused by her con- 
dition. She was confined of the first child, under the ca.re of a midwife 
on the 1st June of 1853, without any accident ; the labour had not been 
severe, the placenta was extremely small, the child living, although deli- 
cate, was of the ordinary size of a twin. There had been no fever, tbe 
breasts were not tumefied, and absence of the milk ; no flow of the lo: 
cilia, or at least she was uot conscious of it, for in examining by the 
toucher, the finger w,as coated with a thick red matter, similar to that 
found on the parietes of the wqmb in women wlio die in child-birth. 
She was ahout the house the third day after her confinement. Dr. Dmoc- 
HowsKi examined with the following results, on the fifth day. '* Abdo- 
men : The hypogastrium appeared distended, the umbilical line of a 
deep brown colour ; palpation revealed an ovoid tumour, slightly inclin- 
ing by its lower extremity towards the left edde, bardjalchost immovable 
and hot projecting beyond the umbilicus. Immediate an^eflltation ve» 
vealed tkepulsa^ens/Of the fostal heart in tbe right ilia o fossa, the pla- 
certtal souffle df the saroef side higher up and n<«rer the umbiHeal line. 
During auscnltation, I felt repeatedly and very dietiootiy the aotive mo* 
tions of the fceuis. The external organs of .generation wefe flaccid and 
lightly ecchyniosed ; tbe vulva open at its mferior portion, and the iour- 
chette lacerated ; strong !ocbial odour and a scarcely perceptible flow <d 
the secretion, although the chemise was slightly stamed with a reddish 
material. Internal organs of generation : I discovered shortening of the 
vagina ; the neck of the uterus under the superior strait, directed for- 
wards and inclined to the right side ; thQ neck was completely relaxed| 
soft, and partly open ; on introducing the finger its parietes were flabby 
^nd the os tines following the impulse of the finger, imparted tjie same 
sensation as is experienced when separating the labia majora to pene- 
trate into the vagina. Ingoing beyond the internal orifice of the neck 
which was easily distended and depressed, I felt a- soft tntuonr as of a 
bladder flUed with fluid, and with thick walls, and giving the sensation 
of tbe external * membranes of the human ovum. I conid not aseertain 
the presentation'; and there ha» been no uterine dontractions skice the 
ktbour. The breasts were neither engorged nor very flaoekl'; tbe areola^' 
were very dark, and severalsmttll elevations around the. nipple. On 
pressing this pairt b^stw^en the Angers a few drops of a elear yellowish 
fluid <— the oolostrnm<^escaped. '

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At ten o'clock at night of the 14th T was called to see the girl X., the 
pains had come on the preceding evening, and the amniotic liqnid had 
been discharged some hours previous; pains very severe; on examination 
I discovered the left elbow in the vagina ; the uterine neck dilated though 
hard and rigid, and the posUjon was the right cephalo-iliac of the left 
shoulder, I determined upon turning at once ; the hand was introduced 
without difficulty till it reached the neck, but at every attempt that t 
made to push it into the cavity of the womb, the contrnctions become 
stronger and the neck so tense, that all efforts proved useless, and after 
one hour's trial I had to give up the idea of rencbing the cavity of the 
organ. A friend was sent for in consultation ; we came to the conclusion 
that we could not penetrate the uterus and decided to overcome the rig- 
idity of the uterine neck by venesection. The patient was bled at 6 in 
the morning ; at half past eight the neck was easily dilated, turning was 
effected and a dead child extracted ; it was fully developed and of the 
same size as the other. The placenta, in a healthy condition although 
somewtiat small, was soon removed. Some degree of hemorrhage oc- 
curred an hour after, tut the introduction of the hand and the adminis- 
tration of secale cornututft, soon checked it. The uterus firmly con - 
trac ted. 

^ On the morning of tbe 16th the patient complained of -want of sleep 
from p«in in^he thigh; nothing could be discovered by- tin external ex- 
ftmination of the limb: the pain did not appear to be incrtet^sed by press- 
ure : the pulse was 9nn«tl but ft-equent ; no tenderness of the abdomen ; 
uninterrtrpted flow of the lochial secretion. Nothing of any moment in 
liegard'to tb& breasts; and no symptoms of disturbance of the dfg«stiv« 
org&tis. I ordered the diet to be kept up allowing however the trse of 
btoth danng the day. 

17th. The patient has passed a pretty good night; less pain in the thigh 
some tumefaction of the breasts; pulse small and frequent ; extreme anx- 
iety, the features shrunken and the respiration hurried. No change in 
the treatment. The following day being informed that the patient was 
suffocating, I hurried to visit her, but on my arrival found her dead. An 
external examination of the abdomen or parts of generation revealed 
nothing of importance." 

It is much to be regretted that no pdst mortilem examination wa« made* 
The following are the ronclusions to be drawn from this singular case : 
1. Two foetuses at full term; 2. Their expulsion at an interval of fifteen 
dAys ; 8. Separate placentas ; 4. The unnatural position of the second 
fcetus ; 5. No milk fever, no lecretion after the fir«t delivei-y, no percep- 
tible flow of the locfaioB ;. .6. The trifling degree of fatigtie experienced 
by the patient, aod the coiitipiete anspensioo of all labour for the second 
accouchment. — Comptes Recdus des trayaux de I'Aasoc, Hed. d'Buie-' 
et*Loir.

Spine yirriters, and amo^g 
them Dr. Jav3Sibk, of Troyes, whose xea^arkable the.si^ hasten so pftfi)n 
qupi^di de.xiy the posibjllity of this result, or at least they admit up e^- 
^mpl^ as beyond en^ire^doubt. ,pr.. WoiLLfz has just published upqn 
this subject a very interesting paper, in which afte>j^ reporting, seveial 
n^w facts either borrowed from various authors or observed by himself, 
in the service of -M. Louis, has undertaken the solution oi several of 
.tli^ie (|ites(ion(t' in ^efezt^nce to the6ure of pultaonary perfonuions. There 
are four ppints : 1. the condition favorable to the cicatrisation y% The 
best manner of ascertaining it upon the subject; 3. The symptoms 
whereby we can expect to ascertain this result, and the consequences 
following it; 4th. The role pUyed by the therapeutic agents employed 
during thp process of cicattization and the indications of ueatment re- 
sulting from the established facts. The author analyzes at length «eveQ 
c^3(!S r^g^rded as'^conclusive of the possibility pf this mode of cuxe> apid 
the following are the generail conclusions drawn from his memoir : 

1. Pulmonary perforation of tubercular prigin, with pnenmo-4^orax, 
.may onre spotttaneon^y, by the closure of the accidentals opetiitig by 
me^ns of a false membrane. 

' 2. The false membrane form's a layer or coating adhering to the pleura 
around the opening and by its other surface is most frequently united by 
'ad'faesions to the opposite pleura. 

8. Every thing tending " to bring together the opposite lamins of the 
pleura on a level with the pulmonary fistula, favours its closuie ; in this 
manner old adhesions in the neighborhood of the perforat'on act, and 
around th6 origan towaitls the opposite sidb. The bathing of the open- 
ing by the effused fluid may also lead to its becoming invested with a 
false membrai^e. 

4. Cicatrization df this nature would probably be more frequently de- 
tected in th e subject, if, instead of destroying forcibly the adhesions of 
tbe lungs, ihe organ was' removed with tlife pleura c6strtlis> and then by 
dissection carefully expose the Surface of the lung. 

■'6, There is nothing in the general state of the patient, nor in the local 
symptoms, to announce the setting in of th3 cioatrization ; this may oc- 
cur as well as several months after the perforation has taken place as 
immediately after this accident. 

6. There will be a continuance of the pnenmo-thorax, for some time 
after the obliteratidn ; but there is an absence of the amphoric signs pre- 
viously ascertained through auscultation and percussion, and resulting 
from the passage of the air in the pleura. In a few very unusual cases, 
amphoric or melallic murmursHnay still be detected. 
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7.' Following this anatomical closure of the perforation, there is ordi- 
narily a manifest general improvement; in a few rare cases, the patient 
remains in the same condition or becomes worse. 

8. This mode of spontaneous cicatrization may, in phthisical patients 
whose general condition does not contra Indicate it, permit the combined 
use of, with th'e necessary precautions, thoracentesis and the injection of 
iodine. Fumigations may also possibly be of some service ; bot on either 
hand wecannot at present point out the precise indications of treat- 
ment. — Archives Generales de Med.

Isc Case. Man rged 60, suffering for three months with almost total 
loss of sight in the left eye ; capsular cataract nearly complete. Blister- 
ing on the (emporal region with the liquor ammonia. The opacity of 
the lens had entirely disappeared in two months, and up to this time has 
not returned. ^ 

. - 3nd. Case. Man aged 80; failing of the sight for two years ; total loss 
of it in the left eye ; soft lenticular cataract. Thirty centigrammes of 
iodide of potassium daily with blistering and ammonia. Operation per- 
formed three months after; the cataract had become semi-fluid; no 
change in the cataract of the right eye. 

8rd Case. Woman aged 40, of hysteric disposition. Incomplete bard 
cataracts of both eyes, of one year's duration. The patient coiild still 
discover objects brought close to the eye, and those of some size. Iodide 
of potassium and the liquor ammonia. Improvement in the sight after 
two months : sbe could sew after five months; under treatment for seven 
months. The opacity almost entirely disappeared and the lens lost its 
dull whitibh appearance, and there remained in the cet^tre of the pupils 
a small opaque spot corresponding to ^he nucleus o&lhe lens. 

4tb Case. Woman aged 50. Hard capsulo-lenucular cataract of three 
year's duration ; incipient cataract of the same nature in the left eye. 
The same treatment pursued during six mouths. The opacity in the 
left eye has almost totally disappeared ; it remains however almost as 
weak as at the commencement. No change in the right eye, — £U Porven- 
ir Medico.

In the' diagnosis' of constitut'rdnai syphilis, 'pbyilefarr^-h9ve^ generally 
"b^en satisfied with an examinatldd'of the axillary lymphatic glands and 
those of the occipito -cervical region; but According to M; Siomund, of 
Vienna, these are not the only glands affected in this disease as the whole 
glandular system becomes in some cases implicated, atfd nttauy of the 
gliBDds beoome Ap^kt^aX not only Co the sight but alsO to the touch, mon 
especially the lingual cind maxilla ryglfoidsih^e^ eif the axilla and of the 
arm, of the thigh and popliteal space, and frequently the small gland 
of the acromio-clavicular ligament. In secondary fypbilis these glands' 
are isolated, swollen and engorged,, they are rarely larger than a hasSel^ 
nut; and like in scrofula, the surface is smooth the gland is moveable 
andinsensltjie to pressure. The lymphatic vessels aie at times diseased 
and we can distinctly feel them in the nei&'hborhood of the ganglions as 
cords of the aize of a goose-quill. According to M. Siomund, an easy 
and comparatively reliable diagnosis of secondary syphilis is obtained 
by an examination of the lymphatic glands situated between the biceps 
and triceps muscles above the, internal condy of the humerus. The 
glands of the neck and groin frequently remain enlarged and engorged 
after different diseases without the patien; ever having contracted. syph- 
ilis. In a normal state of health we cannot feel the glands of the arm ; 
but in cases of secondary syphilis, the glands commence to enlarge about 
the fifth or sixth week after infection, and seldom before. At first the 
gipnd is about the size of a liemp seed, bard,^moveable in every direction 
andjincreasing gradually so as not to attract the patient's atK^ntion. In 
^ short time the tumour becomes harder and larger; in some patients * ' 
second and rarely a third gland becomes affected in the same manner; 
in two cases the writer has seen a row of enlarged glands extending from 
the internal condyle of the humerus to the axillary fossa. As soon as 
the gland has become the size of a hazel-nnt it remains stationary ; it

D. Large, of Runkel, has called the attention of physicians to the ad- 
vantages to be derived hi s everal obstetrical operations, by having the 
woman resting on her^knees and elbows. In tdis position the accoucheur 
may stand erect behind the patient, arid his motions will be singularly 
facilitated ; the arm |p pass into the uterine cavliy has but to follow the 
vaginal canal and curvaiure of the sacrum ; the manipulaiions will thus 
be executed with ease and promptitude, without exercising pndue press- 
ure upon the vaginal parietes, nor bruising the parts, ana without cdw- 
Ing into contact with either side of the bony fabric. Again, the hand 
introduced can be more easily turned in any direction! We should more- 
over say, that iri this position those parts o( the child's body which have 
become engaged suffer much less from pressure than when the woman 
is iu tlie recUmng position, and lastly^ lew expulsive pain^ occur during 
the manipulations, pains which when the patient is on her bapk, fre- 
qpently contravene the operations of the physician. Two cases are re- 
jiorted where, in the same* woman versibn was performed first in the re- 
clining position, and' next with the patient resting oh" the eloows and 
knees, and the author asssures us that tlie operation 'was vastly facilitat- 
ed and more promptly performed m the last than in the first position. 
There is also another reason why undeff certain circumstances, the ac- 
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'coitcheiir Should plac6 the patient in tnl* poViliori, and it is l^U-i-t'he 
tti6rt1ent the'chahge takes j^lacethe severe pains !h the bactrof which wo- 
rn 6n so frequently complain cease immediately. M. tiAROE does not 
place hfs patients iri this position merely for the operttioh of turning, 
l)dt ne h&s reciburse Ito it sometimes to etfecl the removat of thepVa- 
centd. 

'Furth^t facts ate necessary to prove whether this position is equally 
proper to fa'ciHtnte the application of the forceps^ "the Author "had le- 
cotirse to it in one case with the happiest results. The advantages of 
this position have been the more rnanifest in every case where turning 
and ihfe pVdmpt extraction • of the child are irrdfcated, and they wili be 
found S6, for example, in presentation of the placenta. 

M. OssiEUE, jn Nass Jahrb, adds the following remiirlfs ; For, ipy part 
I remember with gratification two cases, which ended happily i^^nks to 
this new position, and in which the efiforts of some able practitiooers had 
proved unavailing. In one case there was posterior obliqi^i»y of (he ut« 
ems, in which the child's head. remained fpr a.,lQ,Q;g^tinae.fVoyp f^ad an- 
teiior to the pubis and which we could only push back towards tha cav« 
ity of the pelvic excavation after the patient had been placed upon her 
elbows and knees. In the second case I had to tnm, the presentation 
being one of the abdomen with descent of the umbilical cord ; • the bead 
was impacted in the inferior strait which was narrower than usual, 
and the occiput directed backwards; continued and prolonged manipu- 
lations had been made in vain. The patient — from being on her back — 
was directed to rest on her elbows ajid k(i«^S| we were then enabled to 
intro'^uce the index finger iqto fhe cbild^s mouth, and this painful labour 
was rapidly brought to iclOBe.— Annates de lia Flatidre Ocoidentale.

This form of Prnritijs is of frequent occurrence and very rebellious, 
resisting at times all medication for years. As thedisense is extremely 
distressing, even intolerable, having been compared to insects or ants de- 
vouring the skin, it would be highly advantageous to know the specific; 
and never has this term been more appropriately applied than to the 
form of treatment I will presently describe, as from its first employment 
it acts as by magic, removing at once and completely the cruel Itching ; 
and the patients frequently disturbed for whole nights, often compelled 
to tear themselves with their finger nails, wake up in the morning aston- 
ished at not having been disturbed. The solution must nevertheless be 
continued for some time to prevent frequent relapses. 

Take equal parts of the sulphate, of zinc and alum, pulverize these 
substances coarsely and put them in a dish; place the dish over a slow 
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fire, and ailow it to remfiin un(i^»air bubles are qq longer- disengaged and 
the oiixture bas become of a stony hardness; rennove tJ^e dish from the 
fire, pulverize the stone^and throw from ,16 io. 18 grammes (320 to 360 
grains) gxadually and so as to prevent too great an eflfei^vesence, in one 
pound of boiling water ; then filter and put away for further use. Mois- 
ten a small piece of sponge in this solution and wash the diseased part 
night and morning ; if the.^nus is the part aflfected, moisten a piece of 
linen in the solution, fold it ii:| a square, and invert pne of the corners in 

.,the anus; after an evacuation tl^e parts are to be washed and the dress- 
ing renewed. Same dressing for the vulva. 

. fhis solution is eqna'ly .beneficial, in all hepatic a^ections .; an internal 
treatment will also be re(]iuired,, and the following has proved of mi^ich 
service to me. To take one spoonful night and morning of this alkaline 
eyrup : R. Bicarbonate of soda, 15 grammes; Syrup of Fumiria officin- 
alis, 256' gram mes. To drink four cupfulls of nitrated pfisane made of 
the root'^ of Kurnex Patiehtia, Bittersweet and Liquorice. An alcaline 
bath once a week and a purgative once in two weeks. Karly morning 
exerclise Witt be beneflcfaU Mild alimentary diet.

164. N^vus, cutaneous. Two cases of cutaneous ^ssyi, one on the side 

of the neck and the other on'the abdomenj were cured by be- 
ing painted over with iodine paint'and a camel's hair pencil, 
leaving little or no trace of the disease.

165. ORCuiTrSi ice in the treatment tjf. Two casas of this disease are

in bed, the scrotum supported by a crutch pad, and the con- 
tinuous application of ice day and night.

166. Otoreh(ea. Syringe the ear with tepid water, and remove the mois- 
ture by carefully wiping out the cavity. Then introduce a 
dry piece of cotton down to the^bottom, and let the patient 
abstain from every movement oi the jows.; not to speak loud, 
nor to use food requiring mastication. The dressing isto be 
re.jewed once in 24 hours ; and this simple treatment is no 
less rapid than certain of success. — Yearsley, London Lan- 
cet. 

167 .Photophobia. Paint the lids and orbicular legion once or twice aday 
wi'h a camel's hair pencil dipped in tincture of iodine, and 
the intolerance of light is said te be removed as by enchant- 
ment. This treatment has proved particularly beneficial in 
cases of scrofulous opthalmia and chronic granular conjunc- 
tivitls.-rVAN HoLSBECK, Joumal de Medicine de Brux^lles. 

168. Tic Douloureux. Give the bicarbonate of soda or magnesia, in

Upon pernsing the case of wound of the Palmar arch as report- 
ed in the London Lancet of the 9th Jane last, I took up my pen 
with the intention of making some comments upon it, being ren- 
dered peculiarly interesting from the diflBculty attending the sup- 
pression of the hemorrhage. Pressure of business arrested me at 
very commencement; but I now resume a task the fulfillment of 
which I deem I owe to the Profession from my convictions, to ex- 
press my total dissent from the practice followed in that case, as 
well as from the principles it is attempted to inculcate, by C. D. 
Arnott, M. D., in the same Journal of the 18th August. 

Dr. Arnott opposes, with greatpr^bpriety, the attempts always 
difficult, not seldom bungling, nor always effectual, of securing 
the great artery of the hand, and'^ven that of the foot. It is 
laid down as orthodox practice by Dr. A., that "Deligation of the 
arteries of the fore-arm is only required when they themselves are 
mounded?' A little before this we are told, in an equally dog- 
matic manner, that in "primary hemorrhage, occurring briskly 
aiid per Saltum, the obvious surgical principle is to search out and 
secure the bleeding pointer points by ligature.'' And preceding 
these two quotations, he says: "Arterial deligation established 
itself a^ the surgical tage and fury of the day. 1 fear it has not 
yet Sufflbiently subsided." Now, after this flourish o^ trulnpets, 
we are taken somewhat aback when we find that the same "rage 
and fury" is cotintenanced and laid down as a rule and principle 
in the wouiids of all other arteries besides those of the palm, and, 
doubtless,*^hose of the hand alone are contemplated. 

Mapy years since I published thereports of cases of Tw«iiids of 
the' large arteries of the thigh, leg and arm, and some of these as 
'Occurring in athletic men whilst under great «xdte«eiit, in whom 
the bleeding was at once arrested by methodical but not severe 
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compression over the wound itself. These cases were pablkihed 
in the Boston Medical Journal; and I have since inculcated the 
same practice in the pages of the American Lancbt'. Why Dr. 
Arnott should dob^| cbmpresslou to the pe^lmar arch^Vhere it is 
difficult indeed to feel the artery, lying deep iind covered by the 
tough tissues above, I can only explain bj the . supposition that 
he was once lucky enough to arrest the bleeding in the hand by 
compression. 

If such powerful arteries as the Femoral and Humeral with 
their immediate branches can be eflfectually resltrained, a fortiori, 
the smaller vessels should be amenable to the same means. 

Very many years ago, I was called from a distance to "aipapn- 
tate the leg of a man who was bleeding to death from a deep cut 
in the foot, as every means, local and constitutional, (thejidmin- 
istration of acids and astringents) had in vain been resorted to.'' 
The man was blanched and exceedingly weak; the foot was rest- 
ing upon a pillow over the edge of the bed, f and the blood was 
dropping fast into a vessel upon the floor. Two men were lustily 
pulling' at the opposite extremities of a strong sash which sur- 
rounded the leg, A tourniquet was placed on the femoral artery, . 
whilst a confused heap of rags and cloths, saturated with bloody 
was removed. The foot was cleansed and made comfortable, but 
every endeavour to discover the exact place whence the blood is- 
sued was fruitless, as the parts were infiltrated with it. The 
wound was carefully closed, a graduated compress placed fairly 
arid firmly^ over it, and the foot from the toes to the ankle care- 
fully and solidly, but not too tightly pressed by a bondage. This 
swathing was carried up to the knee. No further hemorrhage 
occurred, and in a week the patient was permitted to go about 
cautiously. 

I have repeatedly followed the same course without o\}e single 
failure in deep iiyuries of the palm of . the hand and sole of the 
foot. And it was but a few weeks since a man came running to 
my Surgery, pale and agitated, with his hand enveloped in cloths, 
and with a strap buckled forcibly half way between the elbow 
and shoulder. A gash, down to the bones, laid the whole of the 
palm open, and the blood spurted Jorth in the usual tantalizing 
manner. The parts were placed in juxtaposition, and a closely 
applied compress and bandage kept all snug and safe,, and in due 
time the man was cured.

all the more impi;Qbable;" whilst the action of the (heart and ar- 
teries becomes, excessively ejsrcited in^ the. efforts to. p^ope) the di- 
minished quaf^tity, ,of blood, now too small to distend these orga<ns 
to their usu^ calU^er, . heii^^ the rapid, small, and jerl^ing pulse. — . 
These instinptive efforts are often so violent as to create the most 
distre.<^ding headrache, and such agitation that the curtains of the 
bed shake With such force that the pulsations may be counted.^ — 
The experienced and close observer will have had more than onp 
occasion to verify this occurrence, which more generally takes . 
place in puerperal hemorrhages. 

I must be pardoned if I revert once more to the method I have 
adopted to restrain dangerous bleedings; but I could not refrain 
from so doing when I reflect upon the pain and the danger to 
whiqh person^ with wounded arteries are so often exposed; and I 
have seen good Surgeons for an hour search, scratch, and fumble 
for the radial artery at the wrist which couljj eajsily have been 
commanded by a little ingenious compression* I have witnessed 
so much of this that I am a decided enemy of "the rage and fury"' 
with which the orthodox surgeon attacks a wouaded artery.

Dear Sir:— The July Number of your ever welcome Jburnall 
afforded me no little amusement at the perusal of an attempted 
exterminator of a criticism of rather caustic properties, made up- 
on the unique case of Puerperal Convulsions, reported by, I pre- 
sume, some youthful experimenter of professi<mgl innovotiows it 
contained. 

As my remarks have not proven unjust, and as they were not 
offered for the purpose o: contributing to the gratification of the 
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sarcastic gefttferaan's vanity, I hesitated to deign any further no- 
tice; but, on reflection, as my silence might perkdventurfe tend to 
strengthen his complacent vanity, to which I should prove an un- 
willing votary, I will, therefore, briefly notice Vwo or three "points 
made in his last communication, and then dismiss Ijoth subject 
and writer from pen and thought. Some Of his strictures merit 
no notice under any circumstances. When somewhat youngs 
than I am at present, I was accustoitaed to aflSx my signature to 
every thing that emanated from toy pen, perhaps with the same 
laudable intention that actuates nay euridite confrere; but I would 
inform him that every person Who thinks proper to contribute to 
the pages of public Journals may not be as anxious of notoriety 
•as he. In a wwd, as to the propriety of appending one's name 
to 'every article One holds himself responsible for is, I conceive, a 
mere matter of taste; though I readily grant that in a case like 
the Doctor's gom6 Weighty name migfat become necessary to es- 
tablish Rs authenticity. As I have only availed myself of a pri- 
vilege guaranteed by many eminent precedents, as also by pro" 
Sessional etiquette, and as my remarks were couched in language 
at least courteous, I did not conceive the remotest probability of 
my name being called for.

prudent measures, under the mistaken — not to say, unscientific — 
impression, that venesection would enfeeble the patient, by dis- 
senting from his novel theory as promulgated in the report of his 
remarkable case, and the EnrroR deetiis it suflScient casus belli, he 
will, doubtless, not refuse the name and whereabouts of Phlebo- 
TOMist, whenever application for the same is properly made. 

As to any "old African bleeding with a jack-knife," some dis- 
parity of Opinion may exist between the sage author of such a 
trite remark and the ''American Profession.'* Many persons of 
more clever attainments than the Doctor, believe there is much of 
profound judgment, knowledge and skill requisil« in the abstrac- 
tion of blood from the human system; and taking the gentleman's 
opinion as set forth in his last communication, coupled with the 
'Report of his remarkable treatment of "the case which gave his 
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name to fame as a criterion to judge of his professional acquire- 
meiits, etie., 1 very much doubt his capacity to determine correqt- 
ly when and how a patient should be bled. I would in conclu- 
sion suggest that an incapa.city on the part of a reader to com- 
prehend the meaning of a. writer does not render it "ungramma- 
ticaL"

BETWEEN THE BIRTH OE THE CHILDREN.

Dear Sir: — ^The following remarkable case of Parturitiou oc- 
curred in 'my practice. It is so curious and. interesting that I 
think it is well worth publishing in your valuable Journal.

Mrs. C, of No. 28 Ludlow-street, was taken ill on the morning 
of the 22nd September 1855. Her friends thought her suffering 
from bilious colic. ' The father of the patient called on me at 
noon and desired me to see his daughter immediately as he sup- 
posed her to be dying, so loud and violent were her shrieks and 
moans. On my way to' the house, he informed me that his daugh- 
ter had been confined last July of a healthy male child, that she 
was soon up, and had continued well till this mornin^!^ Placing 
my hand upon her abdomen I felt a krge tumour, and, making a 
vaginal examination, I detected, through the membranes, a foetal 
head. I told the friends that a child was at hand; they laughed 
and pointed to the infant now nearly three months old. Theit 
doubts, however, soon vanished for, in half an hour, ^he was de- 
livered of a plump female child weighing about nine pounds. I 
need not say that the old ladies were astonished, and donned 
their spectacles to view the prodigy. 

Mrs. C, is a strong hearty irishwoman, 20 years of age,., and 
has always enjoyed excellent health. She was married, on the 9th, 
of October 1854, and was confined, at No. 249 Southrstreet, on 
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the loth of July 1855, of a fine male child. Sh^ menstruated 
twice after her marriage, but t*he secretion Was much less and 
]3aler'than formerly. She was attended by a, ^Doctor who band- 
aged "her so tight that she removed it when he had left the room; 
to its remoyal the mother and friends attributed the prommency 
of her abdomen, for though it diminished very much, she thought 
it wJEis still too large and caused her some uneasiness, as people of 
late observing her to increase in size used to ask her jocularly if . 
she was not about tblDringlorlli another child. She did not her- 
«felf not !perdeive ixmbh diflterentefHiliieiteebf Hfer ibdoriafen, 
though it did sieem to her that she was a little kfgtf. There 
was very little vaginal discharge after delivery. In six days she 
was out of bed. Her breasts furnished very little milk for the in- 
fant, and what did flow was thin and watery and caiised the cliild 
to i^dtttit; she had, therefore, tb feed it with a spoon. I may here 
stat^ ihat sincti t\xk t)irth of the last chlid she has a siifSciency of 
milk for bdth. 

Remarks. It will be 6Dserved that Mrs. C, was confined of a 
male child of gdod 6iz6 and fair proportions on the 1 0th of July 
last, just nine months after marriage, arid two months and a half 
after the birth of the first she was delivered of a second child, a 
female. There can be no question but that the diildren were 
AiUy nine months at the time of birtL On -this point the medic 
al Gentlemen who saw them unanimously agree. The last c^ild 
weighed about nine pounds, the mother says that it was smaller 
than the first; at this date, October 5, the second child, both in 
size and appearance can compare favorably with any child tiirec 
months olX 

Is this a case of superfiBtation? Many h^h antboritfes hold 
that such a thing cannot' occur, whilst Others ecfually high in the 
Profession favor the opposite opinion. I think that this case goes 
some way to settle the question, unless we allow that a womKii 
can carry a living child eleven moftths and a half. She metistnt 
ated twice after marriage; was she net impriegnated again after 
the second monthly turn? — the birth of the sedond child corres- 
ponds with this period. It is evident thw thb foetus increased as, 
since the birth of the first child, the friends agree that her abdo- 
men became largei*; and how could a living foetus if properly sup;, 
plied, remain stationaiy in the womb for two months and a half? 
It is well for the safety of the child that the doctor did not per 
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ceive the condition of the womb, for if he had, he would certainly 
have taken means to bring on contraction and, thereby, its ex- 
pulsion. Lastly it is not likely that a foetus of six months and a 
half would long survive its birth. 

I have thus briefly related the history of this case as it may be 
useful to some enquiring mind in the eluaidation of the mysteries 
of conception. The mother and children are doing well. 

RB^PIRATORY PCNOTION, AND A BRIEF 

EXPLANATION OF PhTHISIS.

Empnefiinatosis is the action of produciog powerful inhalation 
of gazes or sertform fluids, whereby the gaz penetrates through- 
out the pulraonaTy tissue producing a strong revutsive effect 
thjereoa and an equally strong dferivation of the air to some other 
part of the thorax, by removing the atmospheric preissuTe from 
an. extent of its surface, as from one and both luugs at the same 
time. It isj. therefore, to speak, quite the same thing as* rarefac- 
tion, producing an intense raptus of the air from the deep seated 
to the superficial parts of the lungs; this, in course of time, may 
prove effective in preventing a tuberculous degeneration of the 
pulmonary tissue and bronchial ganglia . It tends to diminish 
tbe danger of any thoracic complications and without being ^.ble 
to: check them altogether', it causes them to be less serious in 
their consequencftsi, as well as less frequent in their occurrence. 
It modifies and corrects in a very remarkable manner, the con- 
dition of the mucus discharges fropathe lungs and usually gems 
to diminish hemoptysis, if present and to bring all the secretions 
to a more normal 3tate« It rapidly cleanses the tbngoe and ren« 
ders it, and the mouth, less parche(J; it dissipates tympanitic dis 
t(^nsion of the bowels, and appears to exercise rather a servioea 
ble than da-ngero.us effect • upon ^ gastro-lntestinal inflammation 
which, not unfrequently (?ompliqates pulmonary coo^urHption. We 
must attribute, tlje efficacy of Empneumatdeis m the lungs to its- 
c on.stitutional operation rathe^r than to any direct action it may 
exercise on the thovacic visce^:. There i$ almost always a dfeeid*

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ed amelioration|of the symptoms when the gums become slightly ' 
affected from the aeriform irritation. 

The various causes resulting from the effects of these gases 
upon the lungs are too intimately connected with those produced 
by other phenomena of febrile excitement to admit of any dis- 
tinct line of demarcation, since we are led by analogy to believe, 
that the medium by which an impression is^made upon the brain 
and nervous system is the same in both cases, I think that the 
whole substance of man is pervious to au", and that a considera- 
ble portion of it constantily exists in the longs, subject to increase 
and decrease according to the pressure or density of the atmos- 
phere, in the same manner that it exists in the circulation; and^ 
further that when life is extmct, the air in some degree escapes 
and renders the parts specificaUy heavier than when in a state of 
life and health. The fact that blood absorbs air and gases of all 
kinds :that the quantity absorbed^is proportional to its density and 
pressure whether it be alone'op mixed with other gases: and that 
certain laws of equilitoium are observed by which blood acquires 
that state in which it is disposed neither to part with nor acquire 
more gaz according .to the experiments of Lavojsier,^ and Ma- 
TTEUCi, and also of Dalton on the lungs, have proved " that 
when the body is confined for one hour, more or less, in a mixture 
of hydrogen and oxygenjgases, in proportion of 78 to 22, a large 
portion of azote is found in the residuum, and an eqnal pwtion 
of hydrogen gaz disappears;'' they ascribe this change to the 
action of respiration. But it appears to me to be more probably 
due to the principle we are advocating, namely: to the egress of 
azote from the whole body, and its replacement by hydrogen, in 
consequence of withdrawing the extema\pressnre of the- former 
and substituting that of the latter. 

When the mouth is placed over the respirator-tube of the 
pneumo-gazometer, and the'air is exhausted, the pressure of the 
air on the ontside is scarcely perceptible, but the inside is pressed 
and gives the sensation of pains in the lungs, from the diflBculty 
of suddenly restoring the disturbed eqnilibrium, this rarefaction 
at times causing hemorrhage. Thus the sensation is internal and 
not external, and the reason is there is no change of pressure on 
the ontside, but there is within; and the consequence is a tenden- 
cy of the air contained in the mouth to escape in the respirator. 
The increased rapidity and force of the pressure of the lungs du- 
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ring violent inspirations must be greatly attributed to compress- 
ion of the blood vessels and the ti*ansmlssion of an increased 
quantity of air to the ductus pneumaticus; while the diminution 
in the strength and motion of the heart during inspffation must, 
in a great measure at least, depend upon the sudden removal of 
that pressure. I found on examination of the temperature of 
the air in the lungs in a state of disease as well as of health, the 
laws which govern them, and the application which may be made 
of these laws in the art of recognizing other affections sympathy 
sing with them. 

The maximum degree of atmospheric air is 62o50, and the min- 
imum 21o50, the variation being about 89o, whilst that of man 
does not exceed 27o. Whenever the temperature of the air is 
about 42o, it may be said that caloric exists; bhis incre^aseofheat 
is the surest mark of the existence of fever, for in the case of par- 
turition in the intertropics, the pulsations are frequently as. high 
as 100 to 120 without there being the slightest degree of fever or 
any symptoms of ill-health. But this does not indicate its nature 
as we find that in proportion as we approach the warm latitudes, 
the respiratory function appears to take on a greater susceptibili- 
ty to heat. Thus it would seem that morbid action is chiefly pro- 
pagated through the circulation, as numbers of persons saccomb 
under yellow or typhoid fevers. But these diseases, in most lo- 
calities, are only temporary and depend upon the revolution of 
the constitution of man or atmospherical changes. Yellow and 
typhoid fevers produce a maximum of caloric, the latter being the 
only one in which a considerable elevation of fever may exist with 
a moderate acceleration of the pulse. It has a differential char- 
acter from enteritis: its high degree of heat evea in slight cases, 
whereas in inflammation of the bowels the maximum of fever is 
39o6. If in disease of the lungs with notable increase of respira- 
tion and circulation, the thermometer should mark 4 To 48o, we 
may assert with certainty the existence of pneumonia.. Diseases 
attended with a lowering of the temperature of the body are, 
chilling fever, congestieo, gangrene, cholera, cold plague, black 
vomit, etc. It is not demonstrated that the general temperature 
of the lungs is ever lower, but it is positively the case with the 
body when there is congestion of the cellular tissue. If in-conges 
tive fever there are less than 32 degrees of heat, the development 
of the disease may be dreaded; and if it falls t<5 28o or 27o, no 
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doubt can be entertained of the existence of. the disease. If, iu 
the subsequent application of the thermometer . in the arm-pits, 
the mercury rises or falls, then just in proportion to its variations^ 
we may infer that thefcongestion is increasing ot subsiding. The 
falling of the temperature in this disease is at times extraordinary 
in many cases the, cold of the surface is even greater than that of 
the bodies of pefsimis dead one or two days in cold climateH. Thus 
temperature alope exercises a great influence on the production of 
Consumption ; and it is calculated from the mortality returns that 
a fall of the mean temperature from 46o to 4o or 5o below des^ \ 
tyoys from 250 to 300 of the population of London. 

The above inve^igations prove that the respiratory process is ; 
essentially dependent upon the same principles, and is governed 
by the same laws as those of the planetary movements of the sol- 
lar syitmu; The respiratory process, for example, is really the 
same whether it be accomplished by the ellipses of a planet or by 
the lungs of an animal; in most cases the imtnediate object is the 
introduction of oxygen into the system, and the consequent foe- j 
matioti of carbdnic aicid, the ultimate end being the disengage- 
ment of calorie. True is it the conditions for the realizing these 
restitts are very diffei*ent in the two systems — ill the case of th e 
planet, all that is required is the contact of the ellii>scs with the 
atmosphere and the circulation of the eclectic current — ^in the 
animal a complicated series of actions is necessary to bring abon t ; 
a contact of the 'blood With the a-tmosphcric air. 
• It ig easy to show why, after' the section of the eighth pair of : 
nerves and the introduction of a hard body into the bionchia, that 
the pulmonary filaments of the eighth pain afe destributed al- 
most exclusively to the bronchi! 'and their internal membrane, 
wOQld Seem to indicate that their functions are specially connect, 
ed with respiration, after an opening into the pleural sac a stag,

: It has b^en ascertained byftiBEM, in a series' of ffiicrosO(^ife 
researches on 'the lungs, that he has obsei^v^d* 'nearly 600 millions 
of cells in these organs, there wootd then be* 27,190 clustered 
nottud each terminal brahch. At first Prght it seems felmost Inex-^ 
plicabieiby tbe gratifying circumslbance of the extreme facility 
with which consumption ceases to be iilconsistent with health in 
consequence of varrous changes to which the luilgs are liable in 
their inthfnate actions, by which the tubercular deposit becomes 
isolated from the surrounding pulmonary tissue, a firmlibfotis 
envelop behig formed around it. Sometimes the • density of tfie 
tttberdes themselves may become increased in on© of two ^ays: 
either by their becoming so desicated as to form quite a fi-iable • 
piaste or a, viscoas tenaceons matloi', arid also by their asstftnlng ' 
avfirra tenacious consistency that is greasy to the touch, or lastly^ 
by their degenerating into an inorganic calcareous- matter; they 
may also disappear in consequence of the progressive extension 

■ of the black pulmonic deposit which \^e so often see around them; 
sbmettraestoo they^ b^tiotae Wholly or partially absorbed, leaving 
nothing but the ^ys't'or envelope; lastly thdr contents may be el-' 

' imirtttteflffrom tl'ne' -bMy. ' I hiave -frequently o-bfeerved tubercles 
which Wad bccomJe modified in theii' cotisisteflte Sand whi^^h exhib- 
ited ve?y unusual appeatancesi; instead bf b'ifelfig globular," they 
were of 'an o^ral or ellcpti(i shape, ortbey had become rough* and 
angular, We cannot but suppose that these changes are due to 
an uneqtial absorption of tha- different t)ai*tiS of these deposits. 
I have seen in the centre of a thia n»embranou$ .cyst a minute 
tubercle perhaps not latge'r tlian' a flaX-seed, wlii6h fekhlbited all 
the physical characters of tliis^ mo.tlbid product. We rarely or 

. never meet with tubercles wlieh first deposited in the piiilmonary 
parenchy^fHa so smjill a,s those just all ucjcd to, and ther^ is a strong 

' r.easoa to. suppose that a partial absorption has takeii place; and 
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what greatly confirms the probability of this supposition is that 
I have very often seen in the neighborhood of these dwarfed tu- 
bercles, numerous minute cysts entirely empty. I therefore, infer 
that tuberculous deposits may disappear from the tissue of the 
lungs by being absorbed, and usually the parenchyma of the 
lung for some little extent around the cicatrized vomica is more 
or less indurated and impermeable to the air. The transformation 
of tuberculous matter may take place in all the stages of its evo- 
lution, in that of softening as in that of crudity under the form 
of grey gra,nulation8~^hepatizatioti; ahd yellow tubercles — ^purul- 
ent infiltration. The process of cicatrization may be going on 
while there exist recently formed tubercles, if circumstances are 
favourable; the healing generally takes place by the organization 
of a membrane lining the cavity, but sometimes by the formation 
of a fibrous or fibro-cartilaginous envelope. 

I wish is to be distinctly understood, in the above remarks, 
that deplorable abuse has been ma^e of pneumoaology by expect- 
ing froxn it more than it can ever realize: many physicians being 
in the habit of holding forth the organic alterations, revealed by 
dissection, as the cause and starting point of all pulmonary dis- 
ease; whereas, in most cases, they are the eflFects or results of mor- 
bid action constituting the very element and essential nature of 
t\)Le disease. Thus in the case of pulmonary excavation, arising 
from the breaking down of tuberculous deposits, we find that the 
fir^t act is the exudation of a membraniform lining, which, thin 
and soft at the commencement becomes more and more consistent 
till at length it is transformed into veritable tissue ; and whilst 
this process is going on the cavity contracts upon itseifi so that 
in the cqurse of time nothing, perhaps, but a meye blind narrow 
fistula remains. In numerous works we find abundant evidence 
of the frequent occurrence of obsolete and cicatrized tubercles, the 
patients having died .from causes in no way connected with phthi^ 
sis. .

It is a very old and correct saying that "Example is better 
than Precept;" and in accordance With aphorism the following 
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cases are briefly narrated. They have occurred not long since, 
are full of interest and instruction, and well worthy the attention 
of evei*y medical practitioner. . , 

Puerperal Convulsiojjts. 

A strong plethoric woman, aged 19 years, pregnant for the 
first time, complained for some days of fulness of the head, dizzi- 
ness, and occasionally of a blur befoi^e the ^yes. These symptoms 
so indicative of portending danger, it was said would gradually 
pass off. Suddenly one evening she had a fit of o^mvulsions, not 
severe, and which passed away before the arrival of her physician ; 
yet she complained that her head would burst, this, it was again 
said, would only be temporary! During the pight two other fits 
more violent than the first, were experienced ; some medecine to 
"calm the nerves" was administered. At 9 a. m., I wag called to 
the patient; she was comatose, and sterterous breathing: the ap^ 
proach of another fit was denoted by twitching of the fac6 and 
knitting of the eyebrows; fifty-two ounces of blood were taken in 
a full stream; fainting came oa, oppressed breathing and the other i 
marks of undue excitement, of course, at once djsa,ppeared; short- 
ly after, castor oil with five drops of croton oil was administered, 
as tl>e bowels were habitually costive and had not been moved 
for several days. In less than one hour a very copious stool was 
obtained, and, not long after, consciousness returned, though she 
complained of being sleepy and that her mind was confused. A 
large blister was applied between the shoulders; the head elevat. 
ed and kept cool, and the legs and feet were well rubbed with 
mustard. She recovered perfectly, ^nd in a week was delivered 
of a fine healthy boy at full term. 

Remarks. Had the bowels been kept open, and abstemious diet 
enjoined, it is quite probable that nothing out of the way would 
have occurred ; and had free bleeding been resorted to after the 
first convulsion, there is every reason to believe that no subsequent 
one would follow. Cold to the head, sinapisms to the back and 
warmth to the extremities, hoWever Judicious as auxiliaries, are 
sorry substitutes for active bleeding and purging. 

Another case of the same nature, but at an earlier period of 
gestation — five months— -occurred quite recently. A delicate 
young woman, in her first pregnancy, was seized with a violent 
fit of convulsions. Tlie friends were assured it was only nervous, 
and antispasmodics would soon restore her; but lying in a deep 
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sleep, and' perfectly Insensible, six hours after, I tr as called in. — 
The inaminent danger Was pscnnted ont; and* although the surface 
was cold and clammy, the pulse rapid and weak,, she was bled to 
twenty. ounces,-cold to the head — mustard along the whole spine 
— tiiid warmth to the feet. ' Re-action gradually took place, the 
breathing became less laboured, the pttlse more freb, and yet there 
wore no sig is of retuifaing co iseiousness. Deglutition being sus- 
pended, croton bll was freely applied to the tongiie, and far back 
in the fauces by means of a feather. Six hours nJrore and no am- 
endment; bowels unmoved, and face now flushed. Twenty-eight 
ounces of blood were removed, and a large active blister applied 
to the nape of the heck and between the shoulders. Coma gra^ 
dually yielded, but no evidence of returning reason ; bowels at last 
abundantly operated tipon; she could now be made to swallow, 
but remained unconscious for two days, when a slight fit occurred, 
a«d shortly after a foetu^, apparently dead for some days, was ex-» 
pclled with the placenta. Recovery was gradual but perfect, tho' 
the uneasiness about the head was complained of for some weeks 
but it seemed to yield at last to small doses of calomel and mild 
salines. 

Remarks, An exactly similar case fell under my notice soon 
aftfer; and I may as well, by the- way, state that I have had se. 
veral cases within a short period of each other, aud then for many 
months none have presented themselves. 

.A young woman, 22 years of age, in the sixth month of her 
first pregnancy, was seized with convulsions, .. not very severe at 
first, but being repeated, "to compose her" morphine was admin- 
istered — If. mc':'j cpnvlusions, but deep heavy sleep, then coma 
and stertcrous breathing, pulse slow and full; no irritation could 
rouse her. Twelve hours after I was consulted, and stated that I 
feared there was now confirmed apoplexy, and ;that the prospect 
was most unfavourable, but if any means cpvild be of use it would 
be copious, bleeding and active action of the bowels. Tlie most 
energetic measures were employed, but in thirty-six heurs deatji 
put an end to all hopes. It has been my painful lot to witnpss 
several such disastrous cases ; and from a great deal of experience 
and observation, I am convinced that narcotics — opium especial, 
ly, and in any of its forms — are highly mischievous, and have de- 
termined many deaths; and the very few who have not succorab- 
jtjd under their use, should be looked upon as fortunate and nar" 
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ro:Hr. escapes. An^ there, i^ uo.more^ no such, misohievqus dasslr 
ftcation than to pl^pice theise terrible attacks in the category of 
nervpiis disorders — coldness of the body, paleness, . and smallneaa 
of the pjolse to the contrary notwithstanding. 

While upon the subject of the ... 

. . .. Abuse of Opium, , . 

I am impelled , to cite the.fcllowing case: 

A strong vigorous man, 55 years of age, accustomed to.a yer^ 
active ^nd laborious life, had for many years been troubled with 
s,ores on his l^gs, which until lately jbiad re^sted all efforts ,made 
tp heal them;, bujjjjhey yielded at last. He was enjoined, during 
the attempts at cupe, to labour less and enjoy more repase,, The 
consequence was th^t he increased, in flesh, became listless au^ 
less fQnd of exertion;, a little exercise caused breathlessness.and 
palpitation of the heart; appetite, good and indulged in; bowete 
torpid; urine high coloured; skin sallow; bafj. taste in the mouth, 
and occasionally feverish. ,The patient went to Albany to take 
advice for "disease of the heart," he was ordered to the Springs 
and tip be cautious'of sudden motion, as "no one knew how -soon 
the heart might fail." ' In s'pitfc of ' tliis' sage advice, the disease 
increased, and to which were now being supperadded manifest 
symptoms 6f anasarca: feet and legs swellitig, face bloating, and 
breathing more difficult than usual, and a quick irregular pulse. — 
The dropsy making rapid progress I was called iii consultation, 
ahd gave it as my opinion that the heart was sound enough, but 
thiat the great eliminating organs — the liver and kidnies — were 
diseased, at first only functionally, then organically, but that the 
greatest danger to be apprehended was from effusion in the thor- 
ax. The legs were greatly swollen and had long been bandaged; 
the urine was' very scanty, and many punctures with a lancet were 
followed by a stream ot water. Ordered elaterium and calomel 
as hydrog6gues. In'-t^vo days the patient could lay in bed, which 
he had not done for many weeks. The swelling, diminished rapid.- 
ly; the puli.e becStoe mot*e free, and the. breathing far easier.— 
indeed i wm written to, stating, "pur patient is wonderfuliy bet- 
ter, but is n&w troubled with a harrassing cough.'* I immediate- 
ly wrote in reply: "Give no opium,' or you will cause determina- 
tion to the brain, atid the result will be fatal. Demulcents anij 
soothing mixtures,; mucilages, etc:, and a l.arge blister over the 
chest; the cough i^ only indicative of irritation of the liings, j^Pjd 
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it will gradttttlly Subside." Onfe w^k aftet— -ftj? the gbtitl^iiiftti 
lived at a distarice— I heard he "died before tuf letter rea€hM 
its destination. To calm tfie cough and procnrie ^leepJ, fifteen 
grains of Dover's Powder had been given, froba the effects of 
which he never woke." 

Remarks. I have known of several bases of the same nature 
which were equally fatal after ,the usfe bf opium, whifch not only 
paralyses the brain but suspends the secretions and predisposes 
to metastasis, and effusion on the membranes promptly fenfeues. — 
Never should opium be administered in acute diseases, especially 
when plethora prevails and there is a determitiati6n to the head; 
for it is stire to exfiisperate the cerebral affection, i"nd while pro* 
curing apparent ease, it is hurrying the unfortunate vibtim to a 
premature ^ave. These facts cannot be too strongly impressed 
oh the mind of every medical man, his "long ahd extensive exper- 
ience*' to the contrary notwithstanding. 
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FEOM THE NOSE.

Practitioners are often called upon to extract various substan- 
ces introduced into the nose of children, either by themselves in 
play, or by others in mischief. This little operation is not at all 
times of easy performance; the struggles of the child, the frequent 
free bleeding, and the nature or position of the foreign body, oft- 
en prove serious obstacles in the way of a prompt and harmless 
success. Various means and instruments have been recommend- 
ed and devised; but having had to perform the extraction in very 
many cases I have generally succeeded readily with a very simple 
instrument — taking a large pin and bending it^;point just enough 
ta make a small hook, the pin is then held, or secured by a thread 
in a pair of forceps. The nostril being spread out the pin is pass- 
ed behind the object, and with a steady hand — to prevent tearing 
the mucous i^embrane — slowly and gradually bring it out at the 
anterior opening. This plan has always promptly succeeded when 
the foreign boidy, siich as a pea, bean or kernel corn had become 
somewhat softened by the nasal discharges^ '^The pin hooks in 
firmly, and although it Baay be somewhat swollen it is no iinpedi- 
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ment to its easy removal. Not so; bawrever, if the body is of a 
l«rd itsitvatef for eiiample, a meta], peiarl or bone battonl I have 
reoiqv^ed such imt riot mthont some trooble, and occamonally 
vilk.iQdi»:dr:i6S9<i^qmt(aMng of the >n^ 

In May last I was called to see 'tke c)iild ot Mr. D., of tbiff 
^illi^y who'had pasfaedfp inloillie- IfitoiosIrM afan^ey pearl 
bnittoh nearly the si^zw of a .five^nt piece. The button (ibuld be 
indistinctly seen a)t thB bottom of the nostril; I p^ared a pin as 
usual, and the ohild^s. head-beiag- securely hdd, I {)a8S(Bd it into 
the nose Attd endeavbored to hnag out the buttort, but from its 
hardness and smoothness, the pin ^pped over it again and again; 
I alill' persisted bat soon liad to give u^; as a free dischaitge of 
blood Med th^ mos^ii and .d)3cur^d every thing. Keflactmg one 
moment upon M. Maisonxeuye's plan of washing' Out the nose in 
ozffina — which had beenrqpocted in a Isule Number of m^ Lancet 
— by throwing in a stream of water into one nosteil it would run 
out freely through the other; I, at once, resolved to mftke a new 
appU^tiiOir of tbis.espedifeat. Having procured ^ four-^unce syr. 
inge and charging it with water, the pipe was introduced into the 
right nostril, and the piston being suddenly and forcibly pushed 
librae a full stream of water rushed out from the right nostril, but 
the button was not disloged. However I was well satisfied with 
the simplicity and feasibility of the procedure and threw in a se- 
cond syringe-full, when the button was thrown out at some dis- 
tance upon the floor. 

A few days after, a stout irish boy was brought to my Surgery 
to have a kernel of corn removed from tfce left nostril. I did not, 
this time, attempt the pin-operation, but at once had recourse to 
the syringe. The first syringe-full proved of no benefit, very little 
water being thrown into the nostril, the movement of the child 
displacing the syringe and the water flowing over his face; tho' 
not bargained for, he got a good washing, and he certainly was 
^much in need of ablution. A second syringe-full was throw in, 
and the corn swollen to too great a size to be forced through the 
opening of the nostril rested against it, and was removed with the 
finger. 

The children did not in either case appear to have swallowed 
any of the water, there was no coughing nor strangling, and it 
all flowed out through the' opposite nostril. . The simplicity and 
success of this plaft are such, that it is well worthy of the*att^- 
tion of the physician and surgeon.

DISEASES OP THE PERITONEUM;

GkruM jftiiles to he ohserr^ in the treatth^nt of Putir^ral ' Pe- 
ritonitis, , , , . 
The patient to remajn as much as possible in perfect quietude. 
Bed or.ot)ier clothes not be crowded upon tke abdomen, and ii^ 
pressure is in tolerably protect, the abdomen by some artificial con- 
trivance such as a hoop. Absolute diet during the height of the 
i^ease.. ,A most cautious . return to a substantial^^iet .during 
convalescence. 

Treatment of Peritonitis from Perforation, The treatment oi 
this variety differs only from the other forms of Peritonitis by 
the grejater use and larger doses of opium, and also by a few ot^i- 
er circumstance presently to be poipted out. Leeches, emollient 
applications, mercurial frictions, etc., are employ^ a* in the pre- 
ceding affection always keepii^g in mind to graduate these ^ii^eans 
to the streugth of the patient; for the perforation frequently hap- 
peijiiBg in. affections which have materially undermiued the consti- 
tution, it would be imprudent m such cases, to inslst^much on tl^e 
loss of blogd. We will now point out in a few ]svords, the thera- 
peutic means more especially called for ii this form of the 4isieaae 
a.nd first of opium in large doses. This plan of treatment is ap- 
plicable ia all cases of Peritonitis fyom perforation, without re- 
gard, to the perforated organ; though it is more generally resort/ 
ed to in perforation .of some portion of the intestmal^canal. M* 
Stokbs first recommended the use of opium, and since the publica- 
tion of some interesting cases favoring thi^ mode of treatment, it# 
usefulness has been demonstrated by. other physicians. Mj 
Stokes has not only related instances of cure observed by himr 
gelfa^nd M. Gr4V»s, but he has demonstrated that when the 
patient has succombed to the disease, his existence had been 
pjcolonged for many days undeir the influence of opium. - Thc^ pre- 
paration h« uses, is the. tincti^e of opium, known in England by 
the name of black drop, given in doses of two or three drop^ 
every hpur, so that, the patient will take from forty^ight to 
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seventy-two drops in the coarse of twenty-four hours. At the 
same time witau adminlster-TTjuileis the perfo];ation is in the 
large iQtestki^M^<ODe o^ -tfVf ^jfiait^ pi i^a^e^lipD it^jth fifteen to 
twenty drops of larddaimrti, 'atid upplynhg to the ofedomen com- 
presses wet in decoction of ftlthea strongly tinctured with opium. 
We should not fear a ceHain degree of harcotism, for it is pre- 
cisely the indication to secure $. lajtrkedjpgreg of torpor, and 
thus to chee-k the ,peri3taltic actiot^ as also the musQulfir .cpn- 
traetions of the abdomen, which we i^re seeking by this pi^i of 
tre.^tment. 

No di^inks or medicine except qpiuifi, are to be takcin by th^e 
mouth. 'This part of the tiJeai^ent is to b^ (Observed k eyWy 
casift when we have reason to shspect Iftic existence of perfbration 
of the intestine cr of the atomach; hOweter urgent the thirst 
may be, we can only allow the putient tP cool his mouth by ta^ 
king small pieces pf ice, or the jilice of iicid fruits, as "Jenftons qf 
oranges, taking care however not to swallow any of the liquids 
Tha necessity of this precaution is understood, the escape of the li- 
quids from the intestinesinto the peritoneum being a predisposing 
cause of the inflammation, we ought by every means m our power 
to endeavor to diminish their quantity. The same remarks are 
applicable to various remedies, and more particularly to purga- 
tives and emetics which are stdetly prohibited, and which shouW 
not be administered not even at an advanced stage of convales- 
Cience. There are cases on record whereby the ijtitimely adrain- 
stration ^T purgatives, in patients in process of cure, all the 
symptoms of perforation have been reproduced wfth increased 
sfet^er ity, and have determined a fatal issue. M. Stokes has re- 
corded an extraordinary example of this. 

Another important consideration in the treatment is to keep 
tbepatieW; iti;the utmost quietude possible; arid it is more par- 
ticttlarly during the efforts attendant upon the evacuation of the 
bowels and in vomiting that the symptoms are increased in inten- 
sity. 'We «.re, therefore, to use all and every means to render 
these* neeessary motions as little severe as possible, an^ it is with 
this intention that the opium is administered. We should enjoin 
upon the patients at all other times to maintain the ntiaost quiet- 
ude, and every thing that might cause them to deviate from this 
rule should be carefully avoided. The exploration ofihe abdo- 
men should in this severe form of peritonitis be conducted with 
the greatest gentleness; and if there is ^o doubt in relation to 
the diagnosis of the •ca'se we should refrain' from the examinar 
tion. 

Sumnary, Such are^'l^e measures to be employed in Periton- 
itis whose danger, varying ^with its various forms, is nevertheless 
almost ialways great. Froto-what has been .^ald above the use of 
mercurial preparations, and* particularly frictipns With the blue 
ointment in the puerperal form of the disease, and the adminis- 
tration of opium, in large doses, in Peritonitis from perforation, 
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are of all the tberap^titic means examined those whose efficacy 
is sanctioned by experience. Inthe otheryfortns of the disease 
we should have recourse particularly to blood-letting; leeches^ ensh 
ollient and soothing remedies and applications. 

First Frescriptifin, In a c«^9iQ.of acute gQweral Peritwiitia, in 
a strong persen, and without any apparent organic cause: 

1. For drink, solution of syrup of gum, infusion of ca^h 
mallows, etc.,. 

2. General fcleeding, repeated once or more often according to 
the force of the piilse; the application o^ 30, 40 and even 50 
leeches over the abdomen, and to be repeated if necessary. 

8. Eiliollieht fomentations to the abqomen. 

4. Gfive night and morning from 3 to 5 ijentigratnmes 6t ex- 
tffl^t of opium; two quarts of injections of inftision of margh 
snallow^ to which add eight or ten drops of tincture of opium, 

5. Strict diet; and avoidance of every movements 

In childi:en, no general bleeding; apply 4 to 12 toeehes aecord- 
ipg to th^ age; X to 5. ceptigrammes of opium daily, and from 2 
to § drops of laudaaum. 

2%d Frescription. In a case (rf Peritonitis from. Perforati<^t: 

1. If the case is one of perforation of the intestinal canal, av- 
oid all drinks, and allow only small pieces of ice or only a few 
drops of acidulated liquids, to cool tne mouth and relieve the 
thirst. In perforation of tt^e other organs, give the foregotug 
'drinks oi* acidulated preparations. 

2. Two" or three drops of tincture of opium evei'y hour, or 
else 2 ©r 3 ceiitigrammes of the extract of 6pium every two 
botirs,

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TREATMENT QF ACUTE CATARRH COMPUCAT- 
ED WITH ASTHMA, By M. Troussbau, 



A woman, aged 56 years, had for two years si;ffered fr-ona attlteks of 
nocttirhB I asthma rfj^curriog every night from ^»Uq to fon>r ia the mmn' 
ing. During the 4ay she was well ai^d able to attend to ber daiily avor 
cations. She had beeQ sulferi:}g from « similar attack for tome time» 
yfhen acute pulmonary .catarrh denoted. by the »8ual symptoms 4et in, 
and for the cure of which she sought admission to the Hotel Dieu. There 
was fever and oppression beyond proportion to the acute bronchitis, pu- 
tlng the night the phtient labo-ired under such a degree of orthopncea 
thtit the ward attendant thought her expiring. The severity of the ca- 
tkrrh was here increased by the asthma. But it. was necessary to dis- 
erithinkte between the nervous element and the inflammatory one, an4 it 
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was !Qn|)Oifib}e to mnke th« cJistin^tion in the dftf rime ; iot then it was 
eH$y ib recrogriize the >Bym promt bf .'fHilmotiary <^mpliysemn, the re»oB- 
«nce and dilHtHtionof the thorax^ ihl^'extreine wei^Wness of the respira- 
tory mnrmur though the acute oa'tart'b increased by the fever could scarce- 
ly well be the cause of vesicular emphysema.' In the night on the other 
hand, the amotint of the difficulty of breathing was so much increased, 
r«*latively'to the degree of severity of the acute catarrhal affection, that 
the dreadful sym ptoms assimilating asphyxia could only be attributed to 
a neuralgic affection, li} questioning the putient upon her antecedents. 
We could easily ascertain that the neuralgtq complication was nothing 
but asthm?! ; and the treiitm *ni predica^ted upon this supposition soon 
proved that the opinion was correct. 

There .wer^ two indications in this case t either, attack stmultaneoasif 
the eatarrh and asthma, or toitreat the afieciion in derail as it presentt-d 
elements of different characters.

Only a part of 
these are officinal, or according to the United States Dispensatory; but, behevmg that 
they possess sufficient medicinal virtues to entitle them to that honor, we take the 
liberty to present them to the notice of the profession, aiid all we ask is, Uiat, as wtj 
have been led to extend our business, our efforts may meet with a continued and in- 
creased approval from practicing Physicians.
